Ticket Rip-Off 


I am writing this letter on behalf of the 
nearly gone thousand people -who waited 
hours, a substantial number over 18 hours, 
at the Boston Garden for tickets to the rock 
concert by the ‘‘Who’’. All of these people 
are victims of Don Law Production’s 
unfair ticket distribution practices. No one 


at the Garden on Monday received arly of ~ 


the good seats expected from their long 
wait. In fact, tickets for the entire first 39 
rows, the promenades, loges, and first 
balconies within distance of the stage 
seemed to be conspicuously absent. 

Upon further investigation of the resale 
ticket agencies, it appears that some 
thousands of the best seats were not put on 
sale Monday, but were held from the 
market until Wednesday, when market 
demand commanded a higher price for 
Law from the ticket agencies. On Monday 
at the Garden, tickets were selling at their 
marked prices of $7.50, $6.50 and $5.50, 
with a limit of two tickets per person. 
Wednesday morning, two selected ticket 
agencies received over a thousand of 
these preferred seats and were getting 
$10.00 for the $7.50 seats, $9.00 for the $6.50 
seats, etc., and were selling them in lots of 
fifty and one hundreds to potential 
scalpers. 

I feel this practice is not morally right 
for those who waited all Sunday night for 
those preferred seats. If these were Bruin 


tickets and involved the hockey en- 
thusiasts instead of rock concert tickets 
for students, the cries of protest would be 
incredible. But that’s not the case, and 
everyone knows that it’s just students and 
we don’t count in Boston — we are just 
easy prey for exploitation.

Don Law Replies: 

Ms. Thorpe’s letter reflects some basic 
misconceptions about the role of the 
concert producer. The producer of such an 
event never dictates which tickets will be 
sold by outside agencies and which tickets 
will be sold at the box office. The ‘‘House’’, 
in this case the Boston Garden, has control 
over such decisions. 

Ticket agencies receive their tickets 
directly from the Boston Garden Box 
Office without any approval from the 
producer. The producer often has no 
knowledge of which agencies are selling 
what part of the tickets available and the 
producer receives no part of any service 
charge the agency attaches to the price. 
The ticket agencies are strictly regulated 
by the State of Massachusetts and their 
rates are fixed. Any variation of these 
rates represents a violation of the law and 
may subject the agency to a loss of its 
license. 

As for the suggestion that we charge 
more for productions directed toward the 

student population, a check of other major 
cities will reveal that Boston prices are 
consistantly lower. For example, tickets 
will soon go on sale for the Bob Dylan 
Concert with a top price of $8.00, while in 
New York and some other cities the top - 
price will-be $9.50. It was due to our efforts 
that the price is lower. 

We are the only producer to have benefit 
concerts, free outdoor events and above 
all, to have brought the best musical talent 
in the world to Boston on a regular basis. 
We are able to do this not by exploiting the 
student population but by trying to be 
sensitive to its demands. We appreciate 
your support and regret only that we are 
unable to satisfy the ticket demands for all 
attractions. 


On Being a Woman 
To Karen Lindsey: 


I had meant to write this immediately on 
reading your article ‘The Streets: A 


Jungle of Male Assaults’. But before I got | 


round to it, the following week’s copy of 
The Phoenix came out carrying your 
equally clear-headed and articulate 
comments on the mystique of virginity. So 
now I really feel I must just write to say 
how very impressed I am with both pieces. 

I came over from England a couple of 
months ago to live in Boston. Although, 
being female, I’ve experienced exactly the 
kind of gauntlet-running male hassling 
that you describe so well at home, I find it 
even harder to deal with here, in America. 
It may well be that the English are more 
repressed and therefore less annoying on a 
day to day living basis, also that I’m 
familiar with the mentality, background 
and motive of the culprits on the other side 


of the Atlantic and better able to judge the 
extent of any real threat. But now, on my 
own most of the day (my friend is out at 
work) until I too find a job, the only contact 
I have at present with people consists of 
odd meetings with workmen in our 
building and my occasional sortie to the 
local shops. Seemingly the least com- 
plicated, harmless of pastimes — for a 
man. But for me it is becoming a major 
operation to slip out for a loaf of bread — 
past the gang of men laying whatever 
pipes it is they are laying on Mass. Ave., 
the policemen where the traffic lights have 
broken down, the middle aged 
businessmen swaggering off for a long 
lunch, ‘kids’ in their last year of high 
school, etc., etc. I brace myself, deter- 
mined not to waste valuable energy 


coping-not coping with the inevitable in- 


vasion of privacy, before setting foot 
outside our front door. 

I found your article breathtaking in the 
accuracy with which you pin-point all the 
aspects of this crazy business. As you say, 
it’s positively exhausting; keeps one in a 
constant state of low key fear’ (so right); 
and means dressing dully to avoid the 
more overtly unhealthy attention that 
looking nice attracts. Being a reasonably 
independent person, I was really begin- 
ning to resent the fact that I’d rather not go 
out alone. It was also depressing to see 
how little men have chosen to understand 
or cooperate with that wildy advanced 
concept of treating women as human 
beings. The oogler on the street takes 
refuge in the supposed anonimity the 
situation affords for his particular brand 
of sexual appraisal, regardless of how 
disturbing, upsetting or infuriating it 
might be for the woman involved — and 
she is involved. ; 

One of the reasons your article had such 
an impact on me is that just a couple of 
days before it came out I’d been trying to 
convey to my friend (who fully un- 
derstands the greater, more publicized 
problems women have — and entirely 
sympathises) just how different his per- 
ception of the world (and the world’s of 
him) is on seemingly trivial matters from 
mine, simply through my being a woman. 
Just what an ordeal walking down a street 
can be, how difficult it is to stop off alone 
for a cup of coffee — simple straight- 
forward acts which to him aren’t even acts 
in themselves, just daily routines that pass 
unnoticed. It was almost impossible to 
explain without sounding overly self- 
conscious, hung up about sex, sour, overly 
timid. 

It’s drainingly confusing being a woman 
in 1973 (as confusing as it was being a girl 
‘losing’ one’s ‘virginity’ in 1963!) and the 
odd flash of real insight such as you 
showed in both articles is reassuring and 
strengthening. Thank you.

We have unwisely allowed a legitimate 
demand, that minority group parents 
should be enabled to send their children to 
good schools, to be turned into a demand 
that some white parents should be com- 
pelled to send their children to bad schools. 
This demand is not legitimate and cannot 
be made to stick. It is deeply unpopular — 
nowhere in the country is there a political 
* majority for it — and unjust. Only when we 
give it up can we begin to work effectively 
for what is sensible and just and might 
with time and effort be made popular and 
therefore feasible — the right of all 
parents, of whatever group, to take their 


children out of bad schools and put them 


into good ones. If our aim is to put pressure 
on school authorities to provide more good 
schools, this the way and the only way to 
do it. 

This would also clear up the foggy issue 
of neighborhood schools, by distinguishing 
between what is legitimate and just, the 
right of parents to choose to send their 
children to a school in their neighborhood, 
and what is illegitimate and unjust, the 
right of parents and schools to exclude any 
children who are not from their neigh- 
borhood. 


It will not be easy for us to do the just 
and wise thing, even when we know what it 
is. But knowing is at least the first step.

In the World of Art, It’s Often a Steal

Early in the morning of Sun- 
day, December 2, a small group 
of men executed the most in- 
teresting caper involving Greek 
coins since Zeus met Danae. 
Sometime after 12:30, a neatly 
dressed, middle aged man, with 
silver-grey hair, horn-rim 
glasses, and a mustache, ap- 
peared at the back door of the 
William Hayes Fogg Art 
Museum, at the corner of 
Broadway and Quincy Street in 
Cambridge. It was an unusual 
hour for a gallery gazer to arrive 
at Harvard’s art museum, but he 
had no trouble getting in. The 
caller was a Ryan,’’ who 
had previously arranged the 
meeting. Ryan,”’ the guard 
knew, had inadvertently left a 
shopping bag inside the Museum 
earlier in the day. He needed it, 
he had explained in a phone call, 
because Sunday was his 
daughter’s birthday, and the bag 
contained her present. Midnight 
was the earliest he could get back 
to pick it up. 

It was all a bit out of the or- 
dinary, but the Fogg is a friendly 
place, always ready to do its bit 
for family harmony. When ‘“‘Mr. 
Ryan’”’ appeared, the door opened 
for him, as it would for almost 
anybody «in. a similar 


predicament, just as he 


pre-arranged. 

Just as he had pre-arranged, 
but without telling Harvard 
beforehand, ‘‘Mr. Ryan,” pulled 
a small revolver from his pocket, 
blindfolded the guard, and let in a 
band of three or four ac- 
complices. Quietly, 
methodically, and very ef- 
ficiently, they went upstairs to 
the Coin Room, and set to work 
removing cases and a safe 
containing about 5,600 Greek, 
Roman, and Etruscan coins. 
Along with the coins, it seems, 
they also removed all the 
Museum’s files on the collection 
giving them a_ complete 
biography of each piece they 
took. 

Sunday was a busy day at 
Harvard. Across the street from 
the Museum, crowds of wor- 
shippers jammed Memorial 
Church for the morning service 
on the First Sunday of Advent. A 
newsdealer at the corner of 
Broadway and Quincy Street did 
a brisk business in Phoenixes, 
Sunday Times, and Globes. A 
little after noon, Ralph Ellison, 
the novelist, brought a friend 
from New York to the Quincy 
Street entrance of the Fogg to 
show him the museum, but was 
turned”away by a hand-lettered 
sign announcing that the building 
was closed for the day. None of 


them had yet heard that what 
some reports would call the 
biggest art theft in history had 
eccurred at the Fogga fewhours 
before. 

At press time, it was still not 
clear how much the stolen coins 
were worth, although experts 
were speaking about the one to 
five million dollar range. The 
files were gone, the coins were 
gone, and it would take weeks to 
reconstruct and evaluate the 
collection. Within a few days the 
police had produced composite 
sketches of three of the people 
they wanted to question in con- 
nection with the theft. The F.B.I., 
assuming that a crime of such 
magnitude would involve in- 
terstate transport of stolen goods, 
put 40 agents on the case. An 
international law enforcement 
apparatus was at work, trying to 
catch up with a couple hundred 
pounds of gold, silver, and bronze 
coins, more than 2,000 years old, 
from diverse cultures and 
countries, stamped with different 
languages on different metals, 
some individually perhaps worth 
more today than the annual gross 
national product of some of the 
fabled city states which had 
minted them. 

Even the scandalous Etruscan 


’ grave robbers of the 19th Cen- 


tury, who systematically plun- 
dered the tombs of Northern 
Italy, plucking the most valuable 
objects, and destroying the rest, 
did not begin to approach the 


scale of the trade — both legal . 


and illegal — in antiquities today. 
The Euphronios krater caper, 
which earned the Metropolitan 
Museum a dubious reputation for 
its acquisition processes, is the 
most famous recent example of 
the spread of palaeomania; it is 
far from the only one. Museums, 
wealthy collectors, and even the 
average suburban chic family 
next door have all joined in the 
race to have something old — and 
genuine — on the wall or in the 
hall. Greece, Rome and Etruria, 
Central and South America, and 
Africa have all yielded up rich 
stores of art. Where there is art 
there are art thieves. 
Collecting antiquities on a 
large scale, popular wisdom has 
it, is a game for the rich. In fact, 
it is much more than a game; the 
story of Arthur Stone Dewing is a 
good illustration. Many of the 
coins stolen from the Fogg must 
have come from Arthur Stone 
Dewing’s collection, although the 
museum was still unable last 
week to tell how many of the 


stolen coins were its own and how . 


many were on loan. Likewise, 
Arthur Stone Dewing’s heirs, 


were not eager to advertise his 
collection, which is now in trust; 
however, people. in_ the 
numismatic field were 
reasonably sure that some of 
Dewing’s coins must have been 
involved in the heist. 

Arthur Stone Dewing (1880- 
1970) was a rock-ribbed Yankee: 


doned philosophy forever. 
Professor Dewing was the author 
of Financial Policy of Cor- 
porations .and other books, a 
pillar of the Harvard Business 
School, and, by middle age, a 
wealthy man, who applied his 
financial knowledge to his per- 
sonal transactions.Business and

bright, articulate, and highly 
successful. He got his A.B. and 
Ph.D. from Harvard, studied 
with the likes of James, Royce, 
and Santayana, and taught 
philosophy at his old college for 
some years. With good Yankee 
common sense, he felt the need to 
establish a permanent income for 
himself and his family — an 
income, not from salary, mind 
you, but from capital: hard 
money, not soft money. For a 
while he earned extra cash doing 
special tutoring, and writing 
popular textbooks the 


sciences, but he found himself 
increasingly drawn to the study 
of economics, and was soon 
himself teaching at the Harvard 
Business School, having aban- 


government, he believed, were 
basically and naturally an- 
tithetical. They had ‘opposed 
each other through the long 
course of human history,” he 
wrote. ‘‘They were opposed to 
each other in the Valley of the 
Nile, and in the Agora, in the 
Rome of Diocletian, and in the 
England of Elizabeth.’”’ Dewing 
kept much of his personal capital 
in gold, rather than in currency; 
on the last banking day before 
Roosevelt declared the Bank 


Holiday in 1933, he took his gold 


from his box at the Harvard 
Trust Company, a sign of distrust 


in government which one writer . 


has called ‘as subtle as a 
trumpet blast.’

resigning from Harvard, and 
spent much of the last forty years 
of his life looking after his 
avocations, including 
numismatics. 

Dewing’s interest in Greece 
was bred into him from 
childhood, and fostered in his 
college and graduate school days. 
His interest in Greek coins was a 
logical combination of his 
background and his _ business 
sense. Although the coins stolen 
from the Fogg are covered with 
the names of long-forgotten 
rulers, divinities, and states — 
Alexander and Antigonos, Athene 
and Dionysos, Istria and 
Macedonia — that mean nothing 
to most of us today, to Dewing, 
they were a link with the past and 
a proof of his theories — 
governments debase currency, 
but the coins, and the metals they 
are made of, survive when 
governments fail. 

No one knows exactly how 
much Dewing paid for his 
collection, but it is worth more 
today, far more than perhaps 
even he could have dreamed. The 
law of supply and demand is at 
work, and demand is outstripping 
supply. Dewing’s faith in the 
agora — the market place — has 
been vindicated by his coins. 

Art crime has kept pace with 
the art market over the years, 
and the sophistication of the art 
criminal has grown to match the 
sophistication of the art con- 
noiseur. The man who stole the 
Mona Lisa, only to keep it hidden 
under his bed for years, taught 
the underworld a lesson: you 
can’t expect to steal famous art, 
and peddle it somewhere. Art- 
napping has become a profitable 
subdivision of art theft over the 
past few decades, partly in 
recognition of that fact. The man 
who palmed off the magnificent 
— but altogether phony — 
Etruscan horses. on_ the 
Metropolitan Museum half a 
century ago would never survive 
in the age of carbon dating. 
Painting forgers still thrive, of 
course, although science and the 
well trained eye make forgery 
more and more difficult. A few 
years ago, in a famous New York 
gallery, an art dealer and a 
young relative were admiring a 
painting, labelled as a Chagall. 

“There’s a problem here,” the 
older man said. 

“You. mean you think it’s a 
forgery?’’ the younger replied. 

“Of course it’s a forgery, I 
know that,”’ said the expert. ‘‘The 
problem is, which forger did it?”’

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Keeping Up With Chuck 

While serving as President 
Nixon’s special counsel, Charles 
W. Colson agreed to intervene in 
a Justice Department criminal 
investigation on behalf of a 
Teamsters Union official iden- 
tified by Justice as a close friend 
of a New York Mafia leader, the 
Washington Post said last week. 

The Post said it had obtained a 
memo sent to Colson by one of his 
aides which noted the possibility 
of the union official’s indictment 
for alleged extortion activity. 

According to the Post, Colson 
wrote on the memo: ‘Watch for 
this. Do all possible.” 

The official was never indicted 
and the case was dropped. 

Colson handled several 
Teamsters Union matters while 
in the White House, said the Post. 
After he resigned his position 
there to take up private law 
practice, one of his first clients 
was the Teamsters Union.

Under Cover 

From now on when you enter a 
bar or club and pay a cover 
charge you'll get a _ receipt. 
Anyway, if the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 
gets their way, you will. Hearings 
were held recently’ on new 
regulations that require bars and 
clubs to keep records of cover 
charges. These records, ac- 
cording to the Commissioner 
Stanley Lapon, will enable the 
Commonwealth to collect taxes 


that club-owners traditionally 


have avoided. : 

“They’ve been pocketing the 
money,”’ Lapon said. ‘‘They’ve 
been abusing the privilege of the © 
cover charge without paying 
their required 10 percent to the 
state.” 

New regulations would make it 
illegal for a bar or club to require 
a customer to spend $2.50 or 
whatever on drinks. (A minimum 
on food is still legal.) According 
to ABC Chairman A. Ernest 
Zangrilli, “You can’t charge that 
minimum on drinks because it 
means you are encouraging the 
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consumption of alcohol!’’ 

The regulations which have to 
be signed by the Governor, are 
expected to go into effect before 
Christmas.

On the Waterfront 


The Boston Redevelopment 


Authority, reportedly facing 
federal and local investigations, 
will announce within two weeks a 
compromise plan to end eight 
years of delay in the $100 million 
waterfront urban renewal 
project, near the site of last 
summer’s Citifair, a BRA staff 
member said Thursday. 

The plan will include a large 


park and mixed-income housing . 


on lots once slated for an ex- 
pressway and luxury high-rise 
housing. 


Fhe. Authority is apparently 


responding to reports that 
trouble-shooters have been ap- 
pointed by both the federal 
Housing and Urban Development 
Department (HUD) and Mayor 
Kevin White to look into the 
causes of long delays on 
waterfront renewal, as well as 
possible BRA blundering in the 
handling of the Park Plaza and 
Fenway redevelopment projects. 


The reports of federal interest 
in the waterfront came from 
members of the federal court- 
appointed North End Waterfront 
Restudy Committee, a citizen 
group mandated by the court to 
recommend alternatives to the 
1963 BRA call for large-scale 
demolition in the one-time 
market district since placed on 
the National Registry of Historic 
Places. A high-ranking member 
of the citizen group said last week 
she met with HUD represen- 
tatives three weeks ago to discuss 
BRA foot-dragging. On Thur- 
sday, apparently responding to 
the federal interest, Kevin White 
appointed two aides to look into 
the BRA role in Park Plaza, the 
Fenway and the waterfront, 
whose now-vacant lots are rated 
among the city’s most valuable. 

Last week, BRA _ waterfront 
project director..David Weiner 

- was criticized by City Councillor 
Gerald F. O’Leary for failing to 
have a detailed renewal plan, 
taking into account citizen 
proposals, to accompany a BRA 
request for $4 million for the 100- 
acre waterfront project which 
has already cost $10 million. 

The dissident BRA staffer, who 
has worked closely with the 
waterfront citizen group, ex- 
pressed hope that the project and 
possible investigations of it could 
be the prelude to a major shake- 
up in the 200-man BRA so as to 
redistribute its planning powers 
to community groups. The 
waterfront project has attracted 
particular attention on that count 
following the precedent-setting 
court order which halted BRA 
plans and formed the Restudy 


group.

Mike’s never been serene. Been 
rebelling for years, against her 
parents, against the German 
Ursulines, and a lot more since 
then. For the last few years it’s 
been health care. She worked for 
the South End Medical Health 
Center, then quit that to run the 
Dental Clinic. ‘‘Made those 
doctors work. God damn I did. 
They’re there to provide care for 
the consumers. And I saw to it 
that’s what happened. Done a lot 
of public speaking on the subject.

The New Food Stamps Program 


Getting Nothing for Nothing 


By Connie Paige 


Whatever other crises the New 
Year brings, 1974 promises to be 
a lean year for the poor. 

By order of the Agriculture and 
Consumer Protection Act passed 


last August by Congress — a . 


piece of legislation that hardly 
protects the poverty-stricken 
consumer — the government as 
of July 1 will discontinue the 
surplus foods program once 
designed to give free food to the 
poor. Beginning January 1, local 
welfare agencies will begin to 
phase in instead a food stamps 


program, under which low in- . 


come families can buy coupons at 
discount prices to be traded in for 
goods on the open market. 


Only 37 communities on the 
Cape and Islands are presently 
enrolled in food stamp programs, 
and the remaining 314 cities and 
towns in Massachusetts, in- 
cluding all the large urban 


centers, are getting surplus 
foods. 

While food stamps in theory 
offer more freedom of choice 
than the old government handout 
system, critics are saying that 
not all of those now elgible for 
surplus foods will be able to take 
advantage of the new program, 
and that those who do won’t 
receive a sufficient discount. In 
the interim between January and 
July, they will be faced with a 
steadily dwindling supply of food, 
due to the shortage of surpluses 
nationwide. If the Welfare 
Department fails to certify 
everyone by the end of June, 
moreover, some will go without 
necessary subsidies altogether. 

With the astonishing candor 
that sometimes marks the 
Commonwealth’s public officials, 
Mike. Rolli, director of all the 
public assistance food programs 
in Massachusetts, gave one 
man’s explanation as to. why 


some recipients will elect not to 
use food stamps. ‘‘Massachusetts 
happens to have a_ tendency 
where people like to get 
something for nothing,” said 
Rolli. ‘In the stamp program, 
they have to put up money to get 
stamps. With food prices so high 
these days, people like to stretch 
their dollar. Whether they will do 
it this way, I don’t know.” 
Actually, it is more a question 
of simple arithmetic. Most people 
on public assistance are in debt to 
a greater or lesser extent. After 
they pay off last month’s in- 
stallments and bills for rent and 
utilities, they cannot afford to lay 
out large sums for a month’s 
supply of stamps. Even if they 
can scare up some cash, likely 
they will not be enough to buy 


’ their full share of stamps. 


According to Cliff Walton, a 
member of United Peoples, Inc., 
a multifaceted grassroots ad- 
vocacy group in. Framingham, 


the typical family of four — say a 
mother with three children ages 
5, 8 and 10 — receives the 
following monthly allowance 
from the Welfare Department: 


$134.27 rent and utilities 
120.96 food 
38.51 clothing 
8.36 personal care 
7.40 home supplies 
$309.50 TOTAL 
Having surveyed living 
arrangements in the 
Framingham area, Walton 


predicts that this family could 
find housing for no less than $155 


‘per month, and would have to 


spend at least an additional $50 on 
utilities. This means that they 
would have to borrow $70.73 from 
their food allotment, leaving a 
mere $50.23 per month for 
stamps. Their income level en-

Energy Crisis: 
Who Caused It? 


When President Nixon huddled 
with advisers to map out his 
master plan for the energy crisis, 
he should have read two drably 
written government reports 
which put the debacle in proper 
perspective. 

First, a Senate committee 
report released four weeks ago 
shows that the petroleum _in- 
dustry itself deliberately caused 
the fuel shortage by sharply 
cutting back production of fuel oil 
and gasoline, just when they knew 
they should be increasing it. And 
second, a report by Nixon’s own 
executive offices a year ago 
points out that the very con- 
servation measures Nixon has 
finally ordered are among the 
least effective and most non- 
sensical possible. 

But these notes of reality were 

lost in the President’s exhor- 
tations for individual sacrifice. 
And they worked. My frugal 95- 
year-old grandfather, who has 
shunned electric appliances and 
burning light bulbs as long as I 
can remember, turned down his 
thermostat five degrees. He 
believes Nixon’s philosophy that 
we should look for energy con- 
servation, along with patriotism, 
in the home — not at Exxon, 
General Motors or ‘Union Car- 
bide. 
The origins of the energy crisis, 
which both Nixon and his former 
energy adviser, John Love, must 
know well, are laid out in a dry 
112-page report by the Sub- 
committee on Investigations of 
the Senate Government 
Operations Subcommittee, called 
“Staff Study of the Oversight and 
Efficiency of Executive Agencies 
With Respect to the Petroleum 
Industry, Especially As It 
Relates to Fuel Shortages.”’ 

The report doesn’t exactly 
accuse the petroleum industry of 
selfish motives, but it does note 
two interesting events leading up 
to the energy shortage: one was 
the Tax Reform Act of 1969, 
which cut the industry’s beloved 
oil depletion allowance for the 
first time in 45 years from 27.5 
percent to 22 percent. Oil 
depletion allowance reaps the 
industry several billion dollars a 
year, so the oil companies, the 
report notes, ‘‘warned that it (the 
cut) would reduce the incentive 
to expand crude oil production.”’ 
“Reduce the incentive”’ is an oil 
industry euphemism for black- 
mail. 


Senate subcommittee says, in- 
dustry statistics began to show 
that ‘‘nearly all of the 10 largest 
majors (oil companies) lost 
ground to the Independents 
during the prior year (1969). The 
rate of sales increases for the 
Independents was three times 
that of the majors.’’ The industry 
giants needed a way to drive the 
encroaching Independents off, if 
not out of business. Independents, 
the Senate report observed, 
‘have historically been the 
primary source of price com- 
petition and low cost innovative 
methods of marketing.” 

To make a long and outrageous 
story short, the petroleum 
companies refused to take easy 
steps to avert a shortage which 
both industry and government 
experts predicted was coming, 
but not yet inevitably. 

During the first four months of 
1972, the major companies, east 
of the Rocky Mountains, operated 


their refineries at only 84.2: 


percent of their capacity, ‘‘lower 
than for any comparable month” 
of the last two years. As the 
winter season approached, the 
federal Office of Oil and Gas 
figured that the industry would 


About the same time, the 


have to run their refineries at just 
92 percent capacity in order to 
meet demands — and the 
government sent telegrams to all 
the giants “‘stressing the need to 
increase refinery output.” But 
the giants refused, holding back 
their refineries to 89 percent just 
as the winter demand was 
chilling the nation. The refineries 
were busy producing gasoline 
instead of fuel oil, since price 
controls kept fuel oil a cent or two 
cheaper. As Cities Service flatly 
told the government: ‘‘While the 
company has the ability to switch 
(from gasoline to fuel oil) they do 
not plan to do so. The company 
(and the industry) has a market 
for all the gasoline they can 
produce.’’ Yes, Humble Oil 
representatives told government 
officials, the industry should 
boost refinery runs to avert a 
shortage — but “economic in- 
centive to operate at these levels 
does not exist.’’ 


The Senate report sums it up: 
‘‘With low inventories of fuel oil 
at the beginning of the heating 
oil season, it was necessary for 
the giants of industry to 
maintain maximum production. 
Instead, they reduced refinery 
runs... With this less than all out 
production, the shortage was 
inevitable...” 

That was the beginning of the 
fuel oil shortage in winter— our 
automobiles had plenty of gas. 
So how did the industry create a 
gasoline shortage by summer? 
In early 1973, the government 
allowed the majors to boost fuel 
oil prices 8 percent — so, the 
companies magnanimously 
stepped up fuel oil production 
and cut back on gasoline, just as 
fuel oil demand started ebbing 
and gasoline demand started 
growing again. 

During the first five months of 
this year, refineries produced 
only 90 percent of capacity. In 
June, they suddenly jumped to 
94.9 percent capacity, as if to 
show they were making a heroic 
effort to save the nation from a 
shortage — but it was ‘‘too late 
to avert the gasoline shortage 
which occurred during the peak 
summer driving season.”’ 

All this had exactly the effect 
which the oil giants wanted: 
more than 1000 gas stations 
closed, with at least another 1000 
on the brink — most of them 
independents. The oil companies 
reaped the biggest profits in 
their history, fattened from the 


. previous year by 50.to 91 percent. 


There were some faint 
glimmers of reality: a Federal 
Trade Commission report 
suggested in July that the 
shortages were caused by the 
industry’s monopoly, a 
California federal grand jury 
began investigating industry anti- 
trust activities, and Florida’s 
attorney general sued the 15 
majors, charging they had 
conspired to create the gasoline 
shortage. But what are these 
isolated and futile efforts 
compared with the massive 
energy industry? 

The suits will drag on in the 
courts — it’s winter again, our 
homes are getting colder, and 
the oil industry is bringing us a 
repeat performance of the fuel 
oil and gasoline shortage. 
President Nixon seems to have 
convinced most of the nation that 
the ‘‘sudden cutoff of oil from 
the Middle East’’ turned 
expected shortages ‘‘into a 
major crisis’’ — which is a lot of 
nonsense, ignoring the total 
control which seven private 
corporations exert over the 
energy which sustains or 
cripples our nation. Nixon warns

While not wishing to 
retain the name “Braves,’’ owner 
George Preston Marshall didn’t want 
to completely alter the image, team 
insignia, etc., ergo “Redskins.’”’ The 
name stuck when the team moved. 
The name “Boston Patriots” was 
chosen from thousands of sub- 
missions in a contest held to name 
the team when it was formed before 
the 1960 season. When the Patriots 
moved to Foxboro, halfway between 
Boston and Providence, it was 
changed for a few months to “Bay 
State Patriots,’’ which provoked a 
great deal of public snickering since 
team President Billy Sullivan (whose 
initials also happen to be “B.S.” 
happened to live on Bay State Road 
in Wellesley.) A few months of being 
referred to in the newspapers as the 
“B.S. Patriots” (and “in order to 
enhance the regional appeal of the 
team”) management was persuaded 
that “New England” might be more 
appealing.

Dear Owen, 

There was mention in an issue about 
causes of heart attacks. Simply for your 
information, two doctors at Mount Zion. 
Hospital in San Francisco have theorized 
that coronaries are not caused by 
smoking, diet, lack of exercise or 
overweight. Their studies have shown 
that over 90 percent of all Americans who 
suffer from coronaries exhibit a 
strikingly similar behavior pattern, 
which they have named “Type A- 
Behavior Pattern.” 

In brief, Type A behavior is marked by 
a keen sense of time urgency, 
restlessness, aggressiveness and com- 
petitiveness (including a certain amount 
of free-floating hostility). It can also be 
seen as a sort of chronic continuous 
struggle — against circumstances, 
against other people, against the 
individual himself. The doctors have also 
shown how this sort of behavior can 
actually lead to deterioration of the 
coronary arteries, end the subsequent 
heart attack. 

The doctors’ names are Meyer 
Friedman and Ray Rosenman, and we 
are publishing their book on Type A 
behavior next March.

A Green Light 


For Park Plaza

Very soon, in January perhaps, 
developer Mort Zuckerman will 
be granted the official okay to do 
with the Park Square area as he 
pleases. 


The Boston Redevelopment 
Authority’s submission to the 
state last week of its latest 
“plans”’ for the $266 -million Park 
Plaza project means that state 
approval of those plans is vir- 
tually guaranteed. 


The current timetable calls for 
a quick round of public hearings 
on the matter, starting Dec. 17, 
and state approval by late 
January. 


The new submission was 
hammered out at a series of 10 or 
12 meetings between state 
Community Affairs Commr. 
Lewis Crampton, who must grant 
the approval, and BRA Director 
Robert Kenney and his deputy, 
Stuart Forbes. 


At least one associate of Gov. 
Francis Sargent played a role in 


- the negotiations leading to the 


new submission. According to a 
spokesman for Crampton, 
governor’s aide Albert Kramer 
called up both Crampton and 
developer Zuckerman and urged 
them to iron out their differences. 

This is the fourth time the BRA 
has sought approval for its Plaza 
plans. The last time around 
Crampton approved the plans but 
tacked on conditions that 
developer Zuckerman said he 
couldn’t meet. 

Zuckerman later said he’d 
changed his mind and would be 
glad to wait while a report on the 
project’s environmental impact 
was completed, as long as he 
didn’t have to spend any money 
on it. 

When BRA head Robert 
Kenney said that was unac- 
ceptable, that he would insist the 
developer share the expense of 
the environmental study, it ap- 
peared that Park Plaza was 
finally dead. 

But Kenney caved in. The new 
arrangement officially submitted 
last week calls for the state to 
come up with the money for the 
study, not Zuckerman. 

The new submission before the 
state is the same urban renewal 
plan, line for line, that has been 
rejected by the state in the past. 
It calls for the construction of 
high-rise towers for a_ hotel, 
apartments and office space, 
beginning in the Park Square 


area and moving toward the 
Combat Zone. The Combat Zone 
is a separate stage of the project; 
its redevelopment is not fully 
guaranteed. 

(After the last rejection by the 
state, Zuckerman confused 
matters by announcing he had a 
new plan radically different from 
the old one, and a map showing 

that plan got wide press 
coverage. But you can discard 
that plan, as the BRA quickly 
did.) 

Although the Plaza plan itself is 
precisely the same as it has 
always been, the new material in 
the latest submission can be 
found in a ‘‘supplemental letter of 
intent,” a device used by the BRA 
so that it can avoid the necessity 
of getting Boston City Council 
approval once more. 

The timetable in this new letter 
of intent runs roughly as follows: 
after the expected state okay in 
January, the BRA will get to 
work on the environmental im- 
pact report, which must also be 
okayed by Crampton. 

The BRA can take as long as it 
pleases in the preparation of that 
report. There is no statutory time 
limit on it, according to a 
spokesman for Crampton. 

After that, opponents of the 
project will most likely go to 
court. How long the legal battle 
might take is anyone’s guess. 

Only after the conclusion of 
those court battles does Cramp- 
ton have to get to work, if he 
chooses to. He has a 27-month 
period in which to get the project 
off the ground, a period during 
which the state can’t interfere at 
all. 

If Zuckerman runs a year 
behind schedule for reasons that 
are within his control, he is 
supposed to forfeit a $1.5 million 
deposit made at the outset. 

But Plaza opponents say that if 
Zuckerman chose not to build a 
thing, he could escape with his 
$1.5 million through one of many 
loopholes. 

‘‘What they did,” said Bernard 
Borman, president of the Beacon 
Hill Civic Association and a 
member of the Park Plaza Civic 
Advisory Committee, ‘‘was to 
close up a few loopholes by 
specifically naming them in the 
letter of intent. But there are 
many more.” 

“This thing’s brilliant,’ said 
Borman. ‘‘Zuckerman’s a genius. 
He can tie up Park Square for 
years by simply doing nothing.”

Conspiracy Theories Swirl in Chile 


Conspiracy theories on the rise 
of the military in the U.S. are 
now being spun out of Chile, a 
country that itself has recently 
undergone a military coup. 

Joseph Collins, a member of 
the Washington based Institute 
for Policy Studies, visited Chile 
with Massachusetts 
Congressman Michael 
Harrington in November. After 
Harrington returned to the 
States, Collins stayed on a day 
longer to confer with two 
members of the junta, General 
Gustavo Leigh, second in 
command in Santiago, and 
Federico Willoughby who is ‘“‘a 
combination between Ron 
Ziegler and Alexander Haig,” 
said Collins. 

In the course of their 
conversation, Collins reported, 
‘Leigh said he expects a 
military government in the 
United States within a decade.”’ 

Leigh based his assessment on 
the faet that the United States is 
experiencing ‘‘a growing 
despondency over the political 
process, and the feeling will 
increase that politics and 
politicians should be placed in 
recess,”’ said Collins. 


The Rand Corp. 


Willoughby, at one time an 
employee in the United State 
Embassy who went on to work 
for the Ford Motor Company and 
finally the junta, added, 
according to Collins, that the 
conditions for a military 


government in the United States 
‘began years ago with the Rand 
Corporation and have since then 
become much more advanced.”’ 

(Rand is the prototype ‘‘think- 
tank”’ corporation set up by the 
Air Force after the second World 
War and given independent, non- 
profit status in 1948. Among 
other functions, the Rand 
Corporation assesses thé 
relationship between the defense 
establishment and private 
corporations both at home and 
abroad. Rand and similar 
research and development 
groups provide the information 
grist for policy-makers within 
the without the government, and 
helps solidify the already strong 
links between business and the 
military. Since the forties, many 
corporations have established 
similar advisory subsidiaries 
along the Rand model that do 
studies both for the Pentagon 
and for their own use on 
countries where they have or 
plan to have investments. 

(The Chilean leaders would be 
particularly sensitive to the 


importance of ‘‘think-tank’’ 


operations, since their own 
history has been so much 
influenced by them. It is certain 
that multi-national corporations 
with holdings in Chile primarily 
controlled by U.S. interests were 
conducting research on their 
own on Chilean institutions and 
political movements. ITT, for 
example, is known to have hired 
people right out of Harvard and 
MIT to study the possibilities for 


future investment in Chile. ) 

Envisioning a period of 
turmoil in the United States in 
the years ahead, Leigh 
expressed his hope to Collins 
that military governments in 
Latin America could reduce the 
necessity for American military 
aid by banding together in their 
own alliance. Apparently the 
Chilean leaders are sanguine 
about the survival of their 
regime, and therefore the 
possibility of entering into such a 
union. According to Collins, 
Willoughby explained this 
optimism by saying, ‘‘before the 
coup I took time to read the 
world press on Brazil and 
Greece and found out that after 
the initial outcry, people forgot 
what was happening in those 
countries.”’ 


CIA Involvement 


Immediately after the coup, 
there was speculation in this 
country that it was engineered 
and financed by the CIA. Chile- 
watchers at the North American 
Congress on Latin America 
(NACLA) identified several long- 
time CIA operatives who were 
attached to the United States 
Embassy in Santiago at the time, 
and suggested that they formed a 
‘coup team’’ similar to those 
that have helped overthrow 
other popularly elected 
governments in Latin America. 

The Committee for Action 
Research on the Intelligence 
Community (CARIC) in 
Washington has since come up 


with a different scenario for the 
United States involvement. 
CARIC member Tim Butz, for 
four years a reconnaissance 
expert in Vietnam with the 
United States Air Force, 
outlined the plan something like 
this. 

The CIA, thinks Butz, played 
only a minor role — supporting 
right wing groups before the 
coup, and helping the contribute 
to Chile’s economic chaos by 
flooding the market with dollars, 
encouraging the middle class to 
hoard scarce goods and playing 
some part in the prolonged truck 
owners’ strike — perhaps in 
league with multinational 
corporations that had Chilean 
holdings nationalized by Allende. 

The major United States input 
into the coup, suggests Butz, was 
directly from the Pentagon, in 
the form of American weapons, 
advisors and aircraft 
coordinating the Chilean 
military’s attacks. 

The junta’s seizure of state 
power on September 11 was 
spearheaded by an assault on 
the Presidential Palace, the 
Moneda, in Santiago. Photos of 
the Moneda after it was attacked 
obtained by CARIC show the 
surrounding area virtually 
undamaged. This kind of 
destruction could have been 
accomplished, in Butz’s opinion, 
only by the so-called ‘‘smart”’ 
bombs and rockets, weapons that 
the Chilean "vilitary reportedly 
did not possess. The United 
States may have supplied these

weapons to Chile specifically for 
the coup. 

Americans working for the 
Defense Attache Office in 
Santiago, part of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, may have 
been involved in training the 
Chilean military to use these 
precision weapons, says Butz, on 
information from a 
Congressional source who asked 
not to be identified. 
Unsubstantiated reports indicate 
that people working for the 
Defense Attache Office were 
celebrating the success of the 
coup at an Air Force base at 
Mendoza, Argentina several 
days before the coup. It is 
possible, Butz thinks, that this 
base was used to train Chilean 
pilots for the coup. 


The B-57 Flight 
Agencia Aranco, a clandestine 
leftwing group in Chile, has 


charged further that a B-57 plane 


with four North American pilots 
was seen over Chile the day of 
the ‘coup. This allegation first 
appeared in the Argentinian 
newspaper EI Mundo on 
October 31. The plane, according 
to El Mundo, flew two missions 
over Chile on September 7 and 
another two on September 10, 
and four more missions from 
September 11 through 13. The 
day of the coup, the B-57 
allegedly took off from Mendoza, 
Argentina, flew to La Serena, 
Chile, and then on to Montt 
Puerto, and had three 
emergency landing zones in 
Chile in case of trouble — 
Cerrollos, Pudahuel and Cerro 
Moreno, all in Chile. 

The plane was equipped, said 
the reports, with sophisticated 
communications equipment, and 
played a central role in 
coordinating communications 
for the Chilean military, an 
allegation that was also made by 
an Argentinian Congressman 
Hector Sandler. Butz, who is 
familiar with this type of 
aircraft, added that B-57’s do 
carry routinely the sort of 
equipment that would have been 
valuable in facilitating 
communications. 

(An Air Force spokesman who 
asked that his name not be used, 
contacted November 21 at the 
Pentagon, told the Phoenix that 
a plane with the same license 
number as the one mentioned in 
the El Mundo article did leave 
Mendoza, Argentina, ‘‘on a 
scheduled international flight 
plan’”’ on September 11. ‘‘It was 
not flying over Chile,’’ said the 
spokesman. ‘‘It did not intrude 
into Chilean airspace.’’ He 
maintained that the plane was a 
‘‘weather aircraft.’’) 

Butz supports his theory with a 
comment from a former CIA 
agent who just recently left the 
agency’s Analytical Branch. The 
agent claimed that liberal 
elements within the CIA think 
that the junta overreacted and 
will push the masses of Chileans 
to the left. ‘If you think morale 
in the CIA was bad a year ago,” 
he is reported to have said, “‘you 
should see it now,” indicating 
that the CIA was in no position to 
orchestrate the coup in Chile. 


Chances are that we may not — 
find out the facts, at least not for 
quite a while. The two 
Congressional committees that 
launched an investigation into 
United States involvement in the 
coup in September . abruptly 
suspended their hearings in 
November after having 
interrogated only a few 
witnesses, most of them 
government officials.

Iggy is_a ferocious woman, a 
friend of Mike. She has two black 
little eyes and a glorious nose 
that separates her face into 
hemispheres. 

There’s a sign on the counter 
and says ‘‘Please do NOT order 
a sub if you cannot PAY for it.” 
But it doesn’t mean a thing. 

‘Around here you live off the 
checks, ya know? That means for 
two weeks you do very well, and 
then for two weeks you wait.” 
(According to Mike, Iggy is apt to 
wait a good deal longer than 
that.) 

“This is a neighborhood of poor 
people, ya know? And _ poor 
people has got to eat just like 
you’ve got to eat. I’m making out 
all right and‘ I’m gettin stocked 
up, and I will not go up on my 
prices because people around 
here cannot afford to pay more. I 
see subshops all over town going 
up on their prices and you get 
maybe one slice of roast beef in a 
sub. My subs stay the same and 
you get anywhere between. three 
and four slices of roast beef. And 
that’s how it’s gonna be. And the 
people know it and_ they 
respectcha for it. 

“I’ve been running sub shops at 
different times for twenty years 
now, all over the South End, and I 
never once been mugged or 
beaten. Twenty years and I never 
so much as took a swing from a 
guy, knock on wood. 

“They bombed out the drug 
store on the corner, they bombed 
the liquor store next door, and 
they bombed on the other side of 
me, but they never once bombed 
me. I just stood there in the 
window looking out and they 
never so much as broke a win- 


dow. Course I did suffer what you 
call smoke damage. But I fixed 
it up myself, me and the girls, 
and I never even asked for a 


‘dime. Cost me something like 


a thousand dollars for paint and 
new stock, and all right out of my 
own pocket cause I never so 
much as asked for a dime. 

‘All I ask is to be left alone, ya 
know? To run my business in my 
own way, and for twenty years I 
haven’t had much trouble. Well, 
one time a few years ago when I 
had the subshop further up the 
street near the carwash, a guy 
came behind my counter and took 
thirty dollars out of the cash 
register. 

“I told him he could either put 
the money back or try to walk out 
the door. Well he tried walking 
out the door so I hit him in the 
middle of the back with a pot of 
extremely hot fat. He didn’t go 
out the door, he went to the 
City Hospital. The law came 
back and later and wanted me to 
prosecute. But I told them no, 
that guy would have those third 
degree burns scars long enough 
to remind him not to go after 
thirty dollars again.

“God damn it you kids keep it 
down! And don’t get out of your 
chairs. This is a _ business 
establishment! And Scotty you 
better have something to eat, 
your mother is going to be pretty 
mad at you if you don’t. Damn 
kids.”’ 

Notice the black guy by the 
radiator, in a cloud of wine, with 
the secret. smile, muttering 
himself an endless story. 


Notice the women with the 
swept-up white hair chatting over 
their coffees. ‘‘... and the most 
beautiful golden lions. In those 
days they used to throw the 
Christians to the lions to be eaten, 
just for believing that God was 
up in heaven. There were the 
most beautiful colors. O I used to 
love to look at those pictures.” 

You could sit here till the 
seventeenth of March and 
probably never hear a word 
about The Great Gas War, the 
Opel Kadette versus thirteen 
miles to the gallon, or sixty-eight 
degrees.

retirement The Keogh Act (HR-10), 

plan passed by Congress in 1962, 
gives self-employed individuals in unincorpo- 
rated businesses or partnerships a limited 
version of a privilege long available to corpo- 
rations: To invest tax-free dollars for employee 
pensions, and to defer any tax upon the 
income earned. 

A Keogh Plan allows you to put up to 10% 
of your income each year (not to exceed $2,500) 
in such investments as life insurance, mutual 
funds, re*irement bonds, or savings accounts. 
The choice of investment is up to you as long 
as it falls within guidelines established by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

The money you contribute to your plan, and 
the income that accumulates, is exempt from 
Federal and Massachusetts income tax until it 
is paid out as benefits. 

Except in case of physical disability or 
death, no money may be withdrawn from 
your plan until you retire. You can start 
collecting benefits (either in a lump sum or in 
installments) no sooner than age 59% and no 
later than age 70%. The benefits you collect in 
each retirement year will be taxed as part of 
your income for that year, when you'll prob- 
ably be in a lower tax bracket than you were 
before retirement. You'll also qualify for an 
additional exemption when you reach age 65. 

If you have any employees, they usually 
must be included in your plan. You must con- 
tribute at least the same percentage of each 
employee’s salary to the plan as you do your 
own. These contributions are tax-deductible 
for you as an employer, and very beneficial for 
your employers, who may collect the money 
contributed for them upon retirement or in 
case of physical disability or termination of 
employment for any reason. 

A Keogh Plan normally operates on a calen- 
dar year. If you invest in one before December 
31, you qualify for tax deductions on this 
year’s tax return. That’s a good reason to talk 
to your bank, broker, or insurance agency 
about setting up a Keogh Plan soon.

The YWCA: A Tradition of Feminism

When I first decided to write a 
column on the Boston and 
Cambridge YWCAs, it was with 
the idea of finding out whether 
the current women’s movement 
had succeeded in radicalizing an 
institution I'd always seen as 
genteel, conservative, and 
drearily wholesome. Talking to 
some of the women who worked 
at these YWCAs, I discovered 
instead a tradition of feminism 
I'd never known existed. 

First, I learned that the YWCA 
is emphatically not a ladies’ 
auxiliary to the YMCA. While in 
some communities the two have 
worked together, in others there 
has been hostility between them 
— and in any case the YW was 
formed quite independently in 
1858. Talking to Lois Greenwood, 
the YW’s Acting Executive 
Director, was an exciting 
experience — a kind of historical 
tour through a community of 
women that has existed for over 
100 years. A woman of about 50, 
Ms. Greenwood has been 
involved in various aspects of the 
YW for most of her life, and she 
v*2ws the organization ( or the 
movement, as the women I 
talked to always called it) as a 

“history of women’s concern for 
‘each other.’’ Although never 
radical in the strictly political 
sense of the word, the YW 
started off by providing a means 
for young women to live away 
from their parents’ homes and to 
find jobs which would supply 
them with, in the quaint words of 
anearly YWCA history, ‘‘a living 
wage which will assure the 
possibility of a virtuous 
livelihood.’’ Behind the 
Victorian wording lie the grim 
realities of the options open to 
the unprotected, unskilled 


working woman of the 19th 
century. Sheltered, young, rich 
women visited the factories and 
horrified at what they saw, they 
began, within the limited 
structures of their awareness, to 
ease the burdens of the women 
whose lives must have provided 
them with an incredible and 
horrible glimpse of reality. 
When: the invention of the 
typewriter provided a new 
profession for men, the YWCA 
began to offer typing courses to 
women — despite laws that 
demanded strict medical 
examinations before women 
were allowed to handle the new 
machines. The hypocrisy that 
allowed women to work 12 or 
more hours a day in factories but 
declared them too weak to type 
is evident; it was the YWCA that 
began to combat the began to 
And, in actions like the 
Lawrence textile strike of 1917, 
members of the YWCA joined 
in support of their striking 
sisters. 

Nobless oblige it may have 
been, but it provided a 
framework of support for 
women, particularly working 
women, which, while nearly 
dormant at times in the YW’s 
history, has always been part of 
its background. It is a 
framework that explains in part 
why the organization which, in 
my childhood, reeked of Father 
Knows Best and apple pie, has 
changed dramatically over the 
past few years.. (Even in the 
50s, ‘it must have been doing 
something right: at the height of 
the McCarthy days some 
patriotic soul wrote a stirring 
expose of its Communist 
corruption entitled Behind the 
Lace Curtain.) 


Crucial to the changes in the 
YW in recent years is the 
adoption of the 1972 convention 
of the One Imperative — a move 
toward a basic change in social 
structures clearly defined by the 
national organization. 
Surprisingly, the One Imperative 
is the elimination not of sexism, 
but of racism. My first reaction 
to this was strongly negative. 
Women have, after all, a strong 
tradition of ignoring their own 
needs while fighting for the 
liberation of others; there is the 
classic example of the women 
who fought so bravely for the 
abolition of slavery only to have 
their own demands for sufferage 
scorned by the men beside whom 
they had fought. If there is a 
central concept in the women’s 
movement, it is that we have to 
put our own struggle first. Yet 
the women I talked to at both 
YW’s identified themselves as 
feminists, and Gladys Maged, a 
program director at the 
Cambridge YW, is an old 
struggle-companion from 
Female Liberation whom I have 
long known as a radical feminist. 
The emphasis of these women — 
five from the Cambridge YW and 
two from the Boston — of the 
importance of the One 
Imperative differed, but their 
reasons added up to the same 
thing. Gladys felt that the battle 
against sexism was a given in a 
conscientious women’s 
organization, but that internal 
problems of racism had to be 
faced if sisterhood was to be any 
kind of reality. Paula Suvanto, 
also from Cambridge, feels that 
‘“‘racism’’ includes sexism, 
classism, and all the forces by 
which people are denied power 
over their own lives. For Susan 


Fahlund, the Director of the 
Adult Department at the Boston 
YW, the major factor in the One 
Imperative is that black women 
spoke up and demanded the 
recognition of their priorities. 
The immediate result of the 
adoption of the One Imperative 
was the establishment of the 
audit — each association 
throughout the country was to 
assess and report on the 
particular problems of racism 
most relevant in its own 
structure. Predictably, 
resistance has been more 
pronounced in some regions than 
in others: Cambridge, with its 
large radical and liberal 
population, was one of the first 
to turn in its audit; some other 
branches have not done so yet. 
Meanwhile, issues of sexism 
have not been avoided. Sandy 
Scott, who came to the 
Cambridge YW in 1968, has seen 
a marked change over the past 
five years, and that change is 
reflected in the bulletin of 
classes taught. In 1968 and 1969, 
the emphasis was on swimming, 
sewing, and ladies-type skills. 
By 1971, self-defense and black 
studies were offered. Then, in 
1971, some Female Liberation 
women attended a YWCA panel 
n ‘unfulfilled women’’; one of 
the panelists was a male 
psychiatrist who talked about 
penis envy. The Female 
Liberation women confronted 
him during the question period. 
and brought up the concepts of 
women being unhappy because 
of the limits of their roles. The 
beginning of this dialogue led to 
the establishment of an ‘Our 
Bodies Our Selves’’ course 
taught by one of the women from 
the Boston Women’s Health 


Book Collective, and by 1972 
several feminist courses were 
being prominently offered. The 
same has been essentially true of 
the Boston YW, though Ms. 


Greenwood emphasizes that 


there is often a disparity 
between the courses offered and 
those which women sign up for. 
Still, the Boston YW is clearly 
intent on emphasizing its 
growing feminism: the new 
winter 1974 bulletin is entitled 
‘‘We Do More than Swim,”’ and 
offeres a fair diversity of 
feminist-oriented classes as well 
as the more traditional courses. 
For Sue Fahlund, this 
combination of new and 
traditional courses is essential: 
she feels that the YWCA is 
uniquely able to reach those 
women who, while threatened by 
the image of ‘women’s lib’’ need 
a space for dealing with the 
realities and frustrations of their 
lives. For such women, even 
NOW may seem too political, too 
militant, but the YW provides a 
means for dealing with their 
problems in their own terms and 
at their own place. 

Predictably enough, the course 
of feminism has not run 
smoothly at the YWCA. There 
was some problem at the Boston 
YW last year that resulted in the 
resignation of several feminists, 
but from what I could gather the 
problem was one of tactics as 
much as ideology. At the 
Cambridge YWCA, a film series 
early in the year co-sponsored by 
Female Liberation showed some 
movies about lesbianism. The 
YWCA’s residents, usually not 
vocal, protested. It was the 
beginning of some painful but 
vital dialogue on the issue. Jo 
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The CIA’s Journalism

In April, 1961, a few days after 
the unsuccessful Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba, Allan Dulles, 
director of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, met in off-the- 
record session with the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors at 
its annual convention. 

Given the intelligence, by then 
obviously faulty, that had entered 
into Washington’s rosy advance 
calculations, he inevitably was 
pressed to tell: ‘‘Just what are 
the CIA’s sources of information 
about other countries?”’ 

One source, Dulles replied, was 
U.S. foreign correspondents who 
were ‘‘debriefed’’ by the CIA on 
their return home. The usual 
practice was to hole up in a hotel 
room for several days of intense 
interrogation. 

Much of the debriefing, I’ve 
learned over the years, is agreed 
to freely and willingly by in- 
dividual newsmen untroubled by 
the world’s image of them as 
spies. In at least one case, as 
admitted to me by the Latin 
America specialist on one of our 
mass-circulation weekly news 
magazines (neither Time nor 
U.S. News and World Report), 
the debriefing took place very 
reluctantly after his initial 
refusal to cooperate was vetoed 


by his superiors. Depending on 
the particular foreign crises or 
obsessions at the moment, some 
of the eager sessions with the CIA 
debriefers bring handsome 
remuneration. A U.S. reporter 
returning home shortly after a 
military takeover or other 
upheaval in a country where U.S. 
imperial stakes are high — such 
as the Philippines or Uruguay or 
Chile — can probably name his 
price. (The ultimate Achilles’ 
heel of the CIA and of the system 
it seeks to salvage is the almost 
instinctive belief —  un- 
derstandably derived from all the 
corruptible elements it knows 
and courts so assiduously around 
the world — that everyone does 
have a price.) 

Despite its awesome power and 
its general unaccountability, the 
CIA dreads exposes as much as 
the Devil dreads holy water. 
Perhaps because of a “‘prickly 
rebel’”’ family reputation stret- 
ching over three generations in 
Boston, the CIA has never ap- 
proached me about any of the 48 
countries I have visited, in- 
cluding four (China, Hungary, 
Cuba and North Vietnam) that 
had been. placed off-limits by the 
State Department. But the secret 
agency nevertheless showed 


intense interest in my travels to 
those ‘‘verboten”’ lands. 

Years later, I learned that the 
U.S. “vice consul” in Budapest 
who twice came to my hotel to 
demand (unsuccessfully) that I 
hand over my passport as I 
transited Hungary en route home 
from China in 1957 was, in fact, a 
CIA agent operating under a 
Foreign Service cover. During a 
subsequent lecture tour, I met 
socially in Kansas City a man 
who had served his Army tour of 
duty in mufti, on detached ser- 
vice in North Africa and 
elsewhere with the National 
Security Agency. Out of 
curiosity I asked him what 
would be the ‘‘premium’’ price 
for a newsman’s debriefing on 
out-of-bounds China. He thought 
for a moment and then replied: 
“Oh, about ten thousand 
dollars.”” Out of the CIA’s petty 
cash drawer. 


New York Conduit 


My first awareness of the CIA’s 
special use of minority-group 
newsmen abroad came at the 
time of the 1955 Afro-Asian 
summit conference at Bandung, 
Indonesia. Through Washington 
sources (including Marquis 


Childs of the St. Louis Post 
Dispatch), Cliff Mackay, then 
editor of the Baltimore Afro- 
American, discovered — and told 
me — that the government was 
planning to send at least one 
Negro correspondent to ‘‘cover”’ 
the historic gathering. 

The ‘“‘conduit’’ for the expense 
money and ‘‘fee’’ was the 
director of a ‘‘moderate’”’ New 
York-based national 
organization, supported by many 
big corporations, that has long 
worked against employment 
discrimination. The CIA cash 
was passed to the organization’s 
director by a highly placed 
Eisenhower administration of- 
ficial overseeing Latin American 
affairs who later became 
governor of a populous Middle 
Atlantic state, and whose 
brothers and family foundation 
have long been contributors to 
the job opportunity organization. 

Because of the serious im- 
plications for a press supposedly 
free of governmental ties, I 
relayed this information to the 
American Civil Liberties Union. I 
also told Theodore Brown, one of 
A. Philip Randolph’s Union 
associates in the AFL-CIO 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters. Ted’s response has 


always stuck in my memory: 
“I’m one step ahead of you, Bill. 
President Sukarno and the In- 
donesian government know all 
about this, and they are par- 
ticularly incensed at having a 
man of color sent to spy in their 
country.” 

Cold-war readiness to 
“cooperate” with spy agencies, 
whether motivated by quick and 
easy money (I’ve often wondered 
if under-the-counter CIA 
payments have to be reported on 
income-tax returns!) or spurred 
by a misconceived patriotism, 
had its precedent in World War I 
and in the revolutionary- 
counterrevolutionary aftermath. 
In the summer of 1920 Walter 
Lippmann, his wife and Charles 
Merz published in .The New 
Republic an exhaustive survey 
of how the New York Times had 
reported the first two years of the 
Russian revolution. They found 
that on 91 occasions — an 
average of twice a week — 
Times dispatches out of Riga, 
Latvia, buttressed by editorials, 
had ‘“‘informed’’ readers that the 
revolution had either collapsed or 
was about to collapse, while at 
the same time constituting a 
mortal menace’ to non- 
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The Pappas Family: Coming from the Cold?

“We have a sort of Boston 
Mutual admiration society with 
the Kennedys,” explained 27 
year-old “Jimmy” Pappas to an 
acquaintance recently, ‘‘they 
respect us for our business 
successes, we respect them for 
their political successes.”’ 

James A. Pappas, “Jimmy” to 
everyone, is the newly appointed 
president and heir-apparent to 
the helm of the $400 million 
Pappas Enterprises, Inc., a 
multi-national corporation with 
enormous investments in Greece 
and one of the most controversial 
new Boston fortunes. Jimmy is 
neither the oldest of the ‘‘Pappas 
boys’’ nor the son of the family 
patriarch, 73- year-old Tom 
Pappas, who still keeps a home in 
Belmont although he lives 11 
months of the year in Greece, but 
Pappas family friends say that in 
the quiet family confabs where 
such things are decided, young 
Jimmy has been tapped as next 
in line. 

The Pappas family is trying to 
come in out of the cold, according 
to friends and_ business 
assuciates. “For years they’ve 
been press shy,” said one friend, 
a Milton Academy classmate and 
associate of Jimmy’s, ‘‘and now 
they’re trying to come out of it.” 
With the assistance of Newsome 
& Co., a local public relations 
firm with strong Republican ties, 
the Pappas family is going to try 
to buff up the company’s public 


- venture they were in. I reported 


this to Erlichman,”’ said Dean, 
“and Erlichman told me to just 
give him a call wherever 
anything was necessary.” 

There was no further mention 
of Pappas in the hearings and the 
Dean story, like so many others, 
was not followed up in the 
Senator’s questions. Assistant 
Watergate Committee counsel

refreshed on Dean’s Pappas 
story. ‘“‘I know about Pappas,” he 
interrupted. Dorsey would go no 
further than to say that the 
Committee was still investigating 
Watergate and Campaign 
financing. “‘I’m not at liberty to 
discuss anything that we’ve 
turned up in our investigation,” 
he said. 

Pappas associates quote 
Jimmy Pappas as explaining 
Dean’s reference to business 
dealings with LaRue as a 
“nonsensical allusion to oil im- 
port tickets — something the 
Pappas’ don’t need or want.”’ In 
Business Week last July, Jimmy 
curtly noted that Dean’s 
characterization of his Uncle was 
“absolutely ridiculous.’’ But 
according to Dean’s testimony, 
the mysterious LaRue-Pappas oil 


ventures pre-dated and was on- 
going in March of this year. 

Oil is, however, a big chunk of 
the Pappas empire, particularly 
in Greece. 

The Pappas brothers, Tom and 
John, built their first fortunes 
here in Boston and a good chunk 
of the cache is still here. The 
brothers built a family grocery 
business into a chain of stores 
that they sold after World War II 
and used the capital to enter real 
estate, a large-scale wholesale 
operation, imports, and shipping. 
In the 50s, the Pappas brothers 
began to make sizable in- 
vestments in their Greek 
homeland and in 1963 entered into 
an enormous deal with the Greek 
government with a contract that 
described Tom Pappas as the 
“entrepreneur’’ technically 
responsible for financing a $110 
million refinery | and 
petrochemical complex, a deal 
that was subsequently inflated to 
require about $200 million capital 
investment. 

The Boston operation includes 
the metropolitan area’s largest 
liquor distributorship — if you 
drink Fleischmann’s, Brown and 
Forman, the Barcardi rums, 
Gallo or Mateus wines or Pabst 
beer, you drop a few coins into

the Pappas coffers. 

With a broad line of imported 
specialty foods, including olives, 
tomato products, oils, vinegars, 
nuts and spices from Portugal, 
Greece, France and Spain, 
largely under the ‘Gloria’ im- 
port label, the Pappas-owned 
Gloria Packing Company is ‘‘one 
of the largest in the nation in their 
specialized area,” according to 
the Mass. Grocer’s Assn. Only 
recently Jimmy Pappas com- 
pleted a two year project of 
consolidating Gloria and the 
other 37 Pappas companies under 
a single New York and Boston- 
based holding company, Pappas 


Enterprises. 

The real estate and shipping 
businesses are drawing priority 
attention in the Pappas 
organization today, according to 
business sources. Jimmy Pap- 
pas’s specialty is real estate. The 
Pappas properties in Boston are 
three large land parcels in South 
Boston, one on E Street, (and two 
on Summer, the largest of which 
is the Boston Harbor Industrial 
Park, beside the Navy Fargo 
building and across the street 
from the old Boston Army Base. 
The family also has extensive 
holdings in New York, both in the 
city and a major development in 
White Plains. 

At sea, a fleet of ten tankers fly 
the Pappas insignia of the Greek 
letter pi superimposed on a 
Globe, all under long term 
contract with Exxon, the firm 
that built the refinery and five 
chemical plants in partnership 
with Pappas in Greece. The 
company recently ordered a $25 
million 120,000-ton oi] and bulk 
ore carrier that will be chartered 
to Burmah Oil. 

Jimmy Pappas has been 
quoted by friends as saying he 
wants to take the business out of 
politics, but that is going to be 
some chore. 
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image through the media. It’s 
Jimmy’s move; the elder two 
brothers, old Tom and the late 
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Judge John Pappas, Jimmy’s 
father, never gave a damn about 
the press.

Communist Europe. Lippmann 
and his associates attributed the 
misleading coverage to a number 
of factors. Especially cited in the 
survey were the transcending 
win-the-war and anti-Bolshevik 
passions of Times. personnel, as 
well as ‘‘undue intimacy’ with 
western intelligence agencies. 


After 1959, when Fidel Castro 
came to power after having 
ousted the corrupt pro-American 
Batista regime, Miami became a 
modern-day Riga: a wild rumor 
factory from where Castro’s 
“death” and imminent over- 
throw were repeatedly reported 
for several years. Both in that 
city of expatriates and also in 
Havana, ‘“‘undue intimacy” with 
the CIA caused most North 
American reporters covering the 
Cuban revolution to parrot of- 
ficial U.S. optimism about the 
Bay of Pigs invasion. In the 
summer of 1961, on my fourth 
visit to that revolutionary island, 
a Ministry of Telecom- 
munications official told me of a 
not untypical incident shortly 
before the invasion. Through 
through 
thoroughly discredited 
Batistianos, the CIA was 
masterminding extensive 
sabotage inside Cuba — a policy 


doomed to failure not only 
because anti-Castro endeavors 
lacked a popular base, but also 
because kindergartens, depart- 
ment stores during shopping 
hours and similar public places 
were among the targets being 
bombed. In no country does one 
mobilize mass support by killing 
children in their classrooms and 
women where they shop. 


The Premature Bomb 


On one such occasion a bomb 
went off at 9:08 p.m. Five 
minutes earlier, at 9:03 p.m., an 
ambitious U.S. wire-service 
correspondent filed an “urgent 
press’’ dispatch the 
Western Union teleprinter in his 
bureau office, reporting the 
explosion that, awkwardly for 
him, came five minutes after the 
CIA’s scheduled time. When that 
correspondent and most of his 
U.S. colleagues were locked up 
for a week of two during the CIA- 
directed Bay of Pigs invasion and 
were then expelled, many U:S. 
editorial. writers were predic- 
tably indignant. 


Except perhaps in Washington 
itself and in the United Nations 
delegates’ lounge, the CIA’s 
department on journalism is 
probably busier abroad than with 
newsmen at home. In 1961, during 
a televised interview, Walter 
Lippman referred casually to the 
CIA’s bribing of foreign newsmen 


(editors as well as the working 
press), especially at the time of 
critical elections. All over the 
world, governments and political 
leaders, in power and in op- 
position, can usually name their 
journalistic compatriots who are 
known or are strongly suspected 
of being on the CIA’s bountiful 
payroll. I believe it was Leon 
Trotsky who once observed that 
anyone who engages in in- 
telligence work is always 

uncovered sooner or later. 


Even neutralist countries 
learned to become distrustful of 
U.S. newsmen. In early 1967, 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk ex- 
pelled a Negro reporter after just 
24 hours. In an official statement, 
the Ministry of Information 
alleged that he ‘‘is known to be 
not only a journalist but also an 
agent of the CIA.” In a number of 
Afro-Asian countries, entry visas 
for U.S. correspondents,. par- 
ticularly if on a first visit, can be 
approved only by the prime 
minister or other high official. 


_At Harvard, during 1956-7 
Nieman Fellowship year, New 
York Times Correspondent 
Tony Lewis and I were told by a 
woman anthropologist that, 
during her years at the State 
Department at the height of the 
cold war, she had been horrified 
to find herself reading CIA 
transcripts of the debriefing of 
academics who had traveled 
abroad on ‘‘scholarly’’ missions. 


No Denouncement 


She had complained to the 
Social Science Research Council, 
but at that time was unable to get 
that prestigious body to denounce 
the practice. I wasn’t at all 
surprised. Moldy cold-war 
“thinking” and reacting affected 
and infected professors as a class 
as well as generals as a class. 
From countless lectures on China 
and Cuba at colleges across the 
country in the late 1950s and early 
1960s — including the Middle- 
America cow colleges as well as 
the “‘better’”’ schools — I had a 
“feel” (and a very discouraging 
feel it was) of the campus 
climate. By and large, it was only 
a handful of lonely, isolated ‘‘red 
diaper babies’’ — students and a 
few young faculty members who 
were children of radical 
Depression-era parents — who 
were challenging the stale and 
stagnant ‘consensus’ of that 
period. Abroad, the U.S. empire 
was riding high, so at home there 
was ‘‘contentment and 
tranquility” 


But now the times and the all- 
important 
have changed, thanks in large 
part to a new image of the 
government per se (and the 
Nixon-Agnew Mafia in par- 
ticular) after Watergate and 
after all the eye-opening crimes 
and disasters in Indo-China and 
elsewhere. Today, to at least 
some degree, a goodly number of 


intellectual climate. 


the most respectable spokesmen 
for Establishment journalism are 
resisting the government’s in- 
sistence on turning newsmen into 
extensions of the police and 
prosecution agencies. Also, 
through and because of rank-and- 
file caucuses and various in- 
dependent groupings and jour- 
nals, newsmen are now more 
attuned to both subtle and crass 
threats, and are somewhat better 
organized to defend themselves 
against the encroachments of 
government. 


Under the sobering impact of 
impending troubles which just 
about everyone today an- 
ticipates, the older tradition of 
this country is reasserting itself. 
The public opinion polls on 
popular disillusionment clearly 
show that only a small and 
seemingly hopeless minority is 
still living in the fool’s paradise of 
the Eisenhower-Kennedy years. 
After Agnew’s disgrace and in 
this interregnum before Nixon’s 
downfall, who but the most 
vulgar and the most insensitive 
can wave the flag and express 
“pride’ in being a (North) 
American? 


In the mass media and on the 
campuses, the First Amendment 
“fundamentalists’””» may never 
become a majority. They don’t 
have to. They are again, as so 
often historically in crises, 
“raising a standard to which all 
honorable men may repair.”

Legislators What Did They Do?

“No man’s life, liberty or 

property are safe while the 

legislature is in session.”’

For the next few weeks at least, 
we are out of immediate danger. 
The 1973 Massachusetts 
Legislature, after being in 
session for 48 weeks — the third 
longest session in the state’s 
history — has prorogued, but it 
will hardly be missed. It was an 
unremarkable session marked by 
such a lack of major innovative 
legislation, in fact, that its 
uniqueness can be summed up 
easily in one word: Long. 

It was a session that actually is 
more notable for its disap- 
pointments than ac- 
complishments. This past week, 
when members of the State 
House Press were being asked, in 
an informal poll, to list the 10 best 
bills enacted this year, the most 
common complaint from 
reporters was that they couldn’t 
think of that many. 

But if the session was 
mediocre, what in heaven’s name 
took so long? There were no big 
complicated packages of un- 


tested legislation facing the 
lawmakers as the 1973 term 
faded away, with more a 
whimper than a bang, and, in- 
deed, Gov. Francis Sargent, after 
characterizing the session as one 
“more significant for its failures 
and delays’’ than its ac- 
complishments, said it could 
have ended by July 30. 

How do 280 supposedly in- 
telligent men and women fritter 
away four months? No _ two 
Beacon Hill observers come up 
with identical answers. It seems, 
therefore, that the length of the 
session was due to a number of 
unrelated factors: The long, 
drawn-out, and unproductive 
attempts to kill or cripple the 
racial imbalance law — a flap 
that ended the a gubernatorial 
veto that was overriden in the 
Senate and upheld by only a 
whisker in the House, indicating 
how frighteningly support for 
integrated education has shrunk 
since 1965. The inordinate 
amount of time the state Senate 
spent trying to redistrict itself, 
eventually resulting in the 
sacrifice of a Jewish seat to make 
way for a black seat. And the 
fact, of course, that nearly 10,000 


seperate bills were filed this 
year. 

Some observers cited a 
leadership vacuum as the major 
delaying factor this year, noting 
that the Senate leadership 
stumbled badly over both the 
redistricting squabble and Senate 
President Kevin Harrington’s 
horrendous error in judgment 
when he created a staff job for 
defeated Fitchburg Senator Joe 
Ward, spawning cries of outrage 
that briefly paralyzed the Senate 
in much the same way that 
Watergate has paralyzed the 


White House. 


And Democratic legislators are 
quick to take pot shots at the 
governor for filing his budget 
late, for coming in with sup- 
plemental budget requests after 
saying he wouldn’t, for expecting 
quick action on voluminous state 
government reorganization 
legislation which, according to 
House Speaker David Bartley, 
“from a technical point of view, 
was atrocious,” and for failing to 
show any kind of interest in the 
fate of legislation after he had 
filed it. ‘‘There is no governor,” 
said Rep. Barney Frank of 
Boston. “Frank Sargent is a 


rumor.” 

Other less dramatic reasons for 
delay: The Judge Jerome Troy 
removal proceedings, which 
served as at least a minor 
distraction, the observation that 
Rep. Joe Early of Worcester, who 
controls the all-important Ways 
and Means Committee through 
which all money bills are fun- 
neled, is “bright but slow,’’ and 
the fact that it was a non-election 
year and our lawmakers were not 
motivated to quit early and get 
out there on the campaign trail. 

Not that there’s any disgrace in 
a long session of the legislature, 
despite the fears of the assem- 
blyman in 1887, just so long as the 
session is reasonably productive. 
However ... 


AID TO ELDERLY 


The major accomplishment of 
the session, and one for which its 
sponsor, Sen. Jack Backman of 
Brookline, can be justly proud, is 
the passage of a bill guaranteeing 
a minimum annual income for 
the state’s elderly, blind, and 
disabled effective next March. 

That measure, coupled with 
cost-of-living increases for the 
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elderly beginning next July will, 
for the first time ever, bring such 
benefits up above the low stan- 
dard set by the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Despite lip-, 
service bi-partisan support of the 
proposal when it was introduced, 
it ran into a lot of difficulty, | 
mostly fears about its expense, 
and there were reports that the 
governor considering 
backing off until elderly groups 
threatened to sit-in in his office 
and, in horror over the political 
implications of that, Sargent 
signed the bill instantly. So let’s 
hear it for senior power, and also 
for a legislature that has finally 
recognized the need for special 
attention to the neediest segment 
of the population — but as long as 
the concept of a guaranteed in- 
come is sold on that basis, the 
meaning of the precedent, one 
that should be broadened to cover 
all needy people regardless of 
age, is in danger of being lost. 


TURNKEY TURNCOATS 


But if the major success of the 
year was in aid to the elderly, the 
tragic irony of the session exists 
in the failure of the legislature to 
pass a meaningful housing for the- 
elderly package. A multi-million 
dollar low income _ housing 
package was totally emasculated 
at the last minute when the State 
Senate succumbed to pressure 
from building trades unions and 
subcontractors and removed the 
key ‘“Turnkey”’ provision from 
the bill. 

Turnkey is a method by which 
private developers contract with 
local housing authorities to 
construct low income units and 
then sell them to the authorities. 
Observers on all sides of the 
issue agree that such con- 
struction is cheaper and more 
efficient this way and claim that, 
without Turnkey, such costs 
would be too high to be feasible in 
Boston. 

Construction subcontractors 
are traditional opponents of 
Turnkey, but their influence 
alone would not have been 
enough to kill it. The tide was 
turned when Martin Curry, 
secretary-treasurer of the Mass. 
Building Trades Council, sud- 
denly hopped in bed with the 
subcontractors and began lob- 
bying against the provision — 
even though sources in the 
mayor’s office now reveal that 
Curry had been privately assured 
that all Turnkey construction in 
the greater Boston area would 
have been done by union workers. 

Through either outlandish 
greed or stupidity, therefore, 
Curry and his organization 
successfully killed off the 
possibility of jobs for its union 
members, over a fourth of which 
he says have no work at all now. 
State Senator Joseph Timilty of 
Mattapan, who wants to be 
mayor, noting that Curry is on 
Mayor White’s payroll as a 
$12,500 a year ‘‘assistant com- 
mercial development specialist,” 
raised the possibility of the 
mayor’s office secretly working 
to scuttle the proposal to prevent 
any credit from going to Timilty. 

‘‘That,’’ responded Andrew 
Olins, White’s housing expert, ‘‘is 
total, absolute, unadulterated 
bullshit.”’ Olins pointed out that 
he and. other White staffers 
worked openly for the plan, that 
most of the Boston legislative 
delegation (with the notable 
exception of South Boston Sen. 
Billy Bulger) supported Turnkey, 
and that Mayor White “has no 
control over Curry’s actions 
when he’s representing his 
union.”’ 

“If there’s a guy on my payroll 
who’s working against the in- 
terests of my city,” said Timilty, 
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Continued from page 22 
“he either gets off the issue or he 
gets off the payroll.”’ 

“I wish,”’ said Olins, ‘that 
things were as simple as Joe 
Timilty makes them.” 

While the defeat of the housing 
package set White and Timilty to 
squabbling, though, the real 
culprits — in addition to Curry — 
appeared to be Senate President 
Kevin Harrington, who could 
have switched enough votes to 
save the plan but didn’t, and 
Ways and Means Chairman 
James Kelly of Oxford, who 
entertained a number of sub- 
contractors, by the way, at his 
recent fundraising dinner. 

Other than these notable 
successes and failures, the 1973 
legislative session was, well, 
unimaginative at best, and 
unresponsive to real areas of 
need at its worst. Examples: 


TRANSPORTATION 

This year, with the full 
cooperation of the governor, the 
cities and towns within the MBTA 
district were finally successful in 
getting the state to pick up half of 
the MBTA deficit they’ve been 
struggling with for years. The bill 
will give the city of Boston nearly 
$17 million and, with the an- 


ticipated increase in the deficit, 


that will save Boston roughly $10 
million over this year’s cost — a 
savings of about $3.60 on the 
property tax. 

In order to accomplish that, 
though, the legislature had to 
promise $40 million to the rest of 
the state to be used for ‘‘highway 
related’’ expenses — striking a 
political balance, therefore, 
between Boston and the western 
part of the state, and giving new 
meaning to the phrase, balanced 
transportation. Mayor White’s 
staff seemed quite pleased with 
all of this, but with the exception 
of this one action, the legislature 
has, once again, virtually ignored 
the deeper needs of the inner city 


poor. 

With the exception of the 
MBTA subsidy, there was no 
property tax relief and no 
meaningful moves this year 
toward anything resembling tax 
reform. Except for a cost-of- 
living boost to welfare recipients, 
nothing was done for the poor in 
the state’s other urban areas — 
Worcester, Springfield, and New 
Bedford. Except for a $10 a week 
increase in maximum unem- 
ployment compensation benefits, 
little was done about the state’s 
rapidly increasing army of idle 
workers. A bill to provide child 
care tax deductions ‘went down 
the drain, and Joe Timilty’s 
attractive ‘‘circuit breaker”’ 
proposal to place a ceiling on the 
percentage of income paid for 


property taxes or rents through a 
system of credits and rebates on 
the state income tax was shunted 
off to a study. 


CONSUMER PROTECTION 


Despite increased awareness of 
the plight of the consumer, here 
is another area where the failures 
outnumbered the successes. Most 
of the  consumer-oriented 
proposals also went down the 
drain. 

As the session was coming to a 
close, in fact, the most significant 
piece of consumer legislation to 
make it into law appeared to be 
one of the following (and you can 
take your choice): A _ bill 
requiring the use of non- 
flammable material in children’s 

' Sleepware, a measure to protect 
mobile home owners from being 
evicted, abolition of the auto 
insurance ‘‘assigned risk pool” 
(thus assuring that accident- 
prone drivers, who need it most 
after all, can get auto insurance) 
or a measure freeing motorists 
who are plainly not at fault in an 
accident from having to pay their 
property damage deductibles — 
correcting the major source of 
complaints about No Fault. 

But then, in the waning days of 
the session, when legislators’ pet 
projects and patronage bills are 
usually slipped through, House 
Speaker Bartley suddenly 
brought out his Pension Reform 
bill and it was whisked through 


‘both branches with no debate and 
no roll calls. And upon 
examination, the pension bill 
appears to be the most significant 
consumer protection legislation 
passed in years. (Bartley touts it 
as the strongest pension bill in the 
nation.) 

The measure, which has 
received surprisingly little at- 
tention in the media, mandates 
full disclosure by companies to 
workers of pension eligibility ‘‘in 
understandable language,’’ it 
gives the state retirement board 
authority to monitor the _in- 
vestment of pension funds, and it 
requires that pension funds 
“provide sufficient monies to 
guarantee minimum pension 
benefits for retirees.” ‘‘The 
Senate must not have read the 
bill at all,” said a Bartley aide, 
still dazed at how easily the bill 
slipped through. 

Less fortunate was a strong 
consumer protection measure, 
supported by Insurance Comr. 
John Ryan, that would have 
required insurance companies to 
turn over to the Consumer’s 
Council their records concerning 
injuries resulting from hazardous 
products. This measure died a 
quiet death in the now infamous 
Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, a committee which seems 
to have become increasingly 
receptive to the moneyed in- 
terests, particularly since 
Chairman James Kelly has been 
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raising money for his big push to 


become the next Senate 
President. 
QUALITY EDUCATION 


An area of shameful neglect in 
which, like housing and property 
tax relief, virtually nothing was 
done is public education. The 
legislature became so preoc- 
cupied with its efforts to sabotage 
the racial imbalance this year 
that most other educational 
issues took a back seat. 

The only positive educational 
reform bill that somehow made it 
into law, therefore, was the 
Teacher Certification Act — 
creating a system by which 
teachers are certified according 
to their demonstrated ability to 
teach, rather than the present 
tenure system. 


CAMPAIGN REFORM 


An area that did receive special 
attention on Beacon Hill this year 
in the wake, as they say, of 
Watergate, was the attempt to 
reform the way political cam- 
paigns are financed — but the 
legislature came up with a 
package that doesn’t go nearly 
far enough to make a dent in the 
problem. 


Postponing serious con- 
sideration of public campaign 
financing until next session, the 
lawmakers instead voted to limit 
the amount candidates can spend 
on advertising: $500,000 for 
governor and lieutenant governor, 
$250,000 for attorney general, 
$100,000 for secretary of state, 
treasurer, and auditor, $25,000 for 
governor’s council, $15,000 for 
state senate, and $5,000 for state 
representative. 

The new law also reduced the 
amount an individual can con- 
tribute, requires that a candidate 
account for all money he receives 
even before he officially an- 
nounces, and creates a ‘‘Director 
of Campaign and Political 
Finance” to oversee the new 
rules. 


Most significant perhaps, at 
least as a sign of things to come, 
is the new law allowing taxpayers 
to make a $1 tax write-off from 
their income taxes as a political 
contribution. It’s a step, however, 
short, toward next year’s public 
financing drive that will be 
engineered by Speaker Bartley, 
Common Cause, and Rep. Paul 
Guzzi of Newton. 


The legislature also made a few 
moves toward cleaning its own 
house including the opening up of 
governmental records to public 
scrutiny, the- opening to the 
public of most executive com- 
mittee meetings, and a 
strengthening of lobbyist laws to 
require lobbyists to disclose their 
earnings and itemize their ex- 
penses on days they exceed $35. 
Lobbyists themselves are happy 
about this provision, though, 
figuring it will protect them from 
shakedown tactics by pols. 


At the same time, ironically, 
the legislature gave final ap- 
proval to a_ constitutional 
amendment, to be placed on the 
ballot next year, reducing the size 
of the House of Representatives 
from 240 to 160 members. If 
approved, of course, the lobbyists 
will then have a much easier time 
of it when it comes time for 
buying votes, there will be less 
minority representation, and we 
will have the League of Women 
Voters to thank for it. 


Other new laws of some note 
include the lowering of the age of 
majority to 18, meaning that the 
kids who can already drink and 
drive can now make out their 
wills first; passage of a uniform 
voter registration law, designed 
to end harrassment of students 
who try to register to vote in their 
college towns by mandating that 
veters be registered after 
signing, under penalties of 
perjury, a sworn statement; and 
a series of business tax credits to 
encourage new industry. 
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suggests, they would be $76 short 
month after month. Over the long 
haul, the nutritional deficiency 
would translate into more disease 
and higher costs for medical 
care, an unnecessary toll on the 
family and a financial burden the 
Commonwealth ultimately has to 
shoulder. 


In addition, said Walton, the 
scope of the food stamp program 
is less extensive than under the 
old system. Where the Com- 
monwealth now distributes per 
year $45 million worth of free 
food, after July it will be ad- 
ministering only $36 million 
worth of food stamps.

titles them to $116 worth of 
stamps for which they would 
have to pay $59. Since they have 
only $50.23 and can purchase the 
stamps only in increments of ‘4, 
Ve or 34, they will be able to buy 
only $87 worth of stamps for $46. 

A Welfare Department official 
asked about the accuracy of these 
statistics admitted that, if 
anything, the estimated budget 
was higher than the amount 
such a family would normally 
receive. The official, Stan Boris, 
head of the current food stamps 
program, had been requested by 
Welfare Commissioner Stephen 
Minter to review the Peoples 
Union assessment. 

Walton pointed out further that 
by United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) standards, a 
food budget of even $116 for a 
family of four is grossly 
inadequate. The USDA recom- 
mends at least $163 per month for 
a well-balanced low cost diet. If 
the Peoples Union prototype 
family’s food outlay of $87 were 
compared to what USDA 


Aside from’ these con- 
siderations, the food stamp 
unlike the food surplus program 
places troublesome restrictions 
on recipients. Some will be 
required to register for work, and 
others deemed unable to manage 
money may have their food 
allotment deducted from their 
welfare checks. This sort of 
paternalism reflects the 
frequently voiced suspicion that 
families go on welfare not out of 
need but rather out of a refusal to 
support themselves, and that 
their lack of resources stems 


from irresponsibility rather than 
low budget allowances. 


As the Prices Go Up, Up, Up 


Whereas at one time the 
donated food program offered a 
variety of 24 staples that con- 
tributed to a balanced diet for the 


low income family, now the 
available surplus stock is 
scarce. Welfare’s Public 


Relations Director Pam Bush 
acknowledged that most of the 
food outlets generally have only 
“seven or eight items, but they 
vary from month to month. I 
think it’s getting progressively 
worse. We’re ordering it, but the 
Department of Agriculture just 
isn’t sending 

A Somerville Welfare mother 
with two children, Marge 
Clingan, described the paucity at 
her local warehouse on Pearl 
Street. ‘‘We haven’t been getting 
flour, powdered milk. There 
hasn’t been cheese for a year. 
There’s no cornmeal, no luncheon 
meat, no canned turkey left any 
more either. No split peas. That 
leaves very little Butter, some 
canned meat, corn’ syrup, 
macaroni, peanut butter, 
vegetables and canned fruit, and 


orange juice. Sometimes they 
don’t have that. I’ve been wat- 
ching it slowly dwindling. 
Powdered milk, people are really 
upset about because they use it to 
make baby formula. The last 
time I was there, they didn’t even 
have evaporated milk.”’ 

Clingan complained, too, that 
recipients were harrassed at the 
Pear! Street outiet, and not given 
reasonable explanations why the 
stocks were low. 

Warren Castillo, Director of the 
USDA Distribution 


_ Program in Washington, ex- 


plained that the Department now 
has temporary special authority 
to buy foods ‘‘at prudent market 
prices” to replace decreasing 
surpluses, without which USDA 
would have been able to provide 
only 60 percent of foods formerly 
available. 


Castillo claimed that shortages 
on the state level probably result 
in part from local 
mismanagement. He may very 
well be right. From the harvest to 
the table, surplus foods go 
through about six different 
agencies, all of which have their 
own intricate bureaucracies. 
There is ample opportunity at 


every juncture for delays and.. 


mistakes. In Massachusetts, for 
instance, there has been a dearth 
of freight cars to transport the 
food. 

Despite Castillo’s assurances 
that commodities would be forth- 
coming until the cutoff date of 
June 20, he admitted the USDA 
now has only 10 million pounds of 
butter in inventory, just as one 
example, when three years ago 
the average would have been 
twenty times as much. His fur- 
ther protestation that the last 
time he checked Massachusetts 
had a ten months’ supply of 
evaporated milk is little con- 
solation to the welfare mothers 
who can no longer depend on the 
government to feed _ their 
children. 


Getting the Stamp of 
Approval 


The Welfare Department 
anticipates that anywhere from . 
100,000 to 125,000 families per 
month will qualify for food 
stamps, only about 12,000 of 
whom .are already on the 
program. Actually certifying all 
these people is, itself a task that 
cannot even be tackled until the_

state legislature approves the 
money for it. The Welfare 
Department has submitted a 
budget that will be presented in 
two installments when the 
legislature reconvenes_ in 
January: one for administration 
of the program during fiscal year 
1975, but more important for the 
supplementary or deficiency 
funds to implement the program 
by June 30. The conversion 
request is for $2.2 to $2.4 million, 
a large amount by any standards 
and particularly awesome these 
days. If the legislature balks at 
approving the funds, or stalls for 
any length of time, the Depart- 
ment’s schedule will be thrown 
off considerably. 


When asked if he forsaw any 
problems on the hill, Stan Boris 
at first replied optimistically. 
“There’s a fine line between what 
you need and what you can do 
without, and it usually ends up 
somewhere in the middle. We can 
probably get it jury rigged. 
Everybody seems to be in favor 


of getting this thing going. Even 
in an austerity year, it’s a 
priority.” 

Later he abandoned the 
polyanna pose of other welfare 
officials. ‘‘Things are never 
exactly what you conceptualize 
them to be . You say that this will 
go through and then two months 
later, who’s got egg on his face? I 
don’t want to get people’s hopes 
up, but dammit, the last five 
years have been austerity years 
as far as our department is 
concerned. Worst thing is, who 
gets hurt the most? Not me. The 
people. They’ve got enough 
problems without another 
defeat.”’ 


If and when the deficiency 
budget is passed, the Welfare 
Department has to hire and train 
new employees, contract with 
another agency to process and 
deliver the stamps and formalize 
the program for all those 314 
communities that have never 
seen a food stamp before. Much 
of the work of conversion will be 
done by computer — the same 
computer that brought you three- 
year backlogs in payments to 
medical vendors and delayed 
checks to welfare recipients. — 


Barring any bugs, however, 
officials hope to have pilot 
projects on the Cape in operation 
by March and in the rest of the 
state by April. 

Again, Boris was cautious in 
evaluating whether the timetable 
is realistic, especially if the 
requested deficiency budget is 
pared down. ‘‘We can probably 
get most of it done if a lot ot 
people do extra work. That’s 
asking something. I don’t know if 
it’s asking a lot. It may be 
displeasing to a lot of people. I’m 
crossing my fingers.”’ 


The social workers compelled 
to work double time to complete 
the conversion may indeed be 
displeased. Boston welfare of- 
fices alone are already short 150 
workers, according to regional 
administrator Jack Toby quoted 
last week in the Globe, and 
hardly have the Capacity to 
absorb the additional respon- 
sibilities. 


Another issue still unsettled is 
which third party will handle the 
stamp transactions. The Welfare 
Department hopes to entice the 
Post Office into the contract 
instead of private banks that 


have done it in the past in some. 
places. Aside from being more 
accessible and having its own 
internal auditing system, the 
Post Office has the advantage of 
being 20 percent less expensive 
than the banks if the banks are 


chosen, they stand to gain in 
aggregate $1.5 million from the 
deal. Apparently the Post Office 
is reluctant to take on the job, and 
welfare is suggesting that 
anyone, even community groups, 
can make a bid for it.

ann Del Sardo, a volunteer 
deeply involved in the YWCA, 
feels good about the 
confrontation — this kind of 
situation forces the facing of 
uncomfortable issues that are 
dangerously ignored otherwise. 
Helen Brooks, a member of the 
Board of Directors at 
Cambridge, was especially 
concerned with the problem of 
dealing with lesbianism without 
either oppressing lesbians or 
alienating women threatened by 
lesbianism. And the question 
became even more delicate 
when black women expressed 
distrust of the lesbian issue: the 
clash of racism and sexism is 
one of the stickiest problems the 
women’s movement has to deal 
with, it is to the credit of the 
women at the Cambridge YW 
that they have not ignored it, but 
are working patiently and 
commitedly in a difficult aspect 
of the struggle. 


It is this committment to 
struggle that impressed me most 
about the women of the YWCA 
that I talked with: The One 
Imperative seems to mean to 
them, above all else, a deep 
committment to working 
through all the issues that 
separate women from each other 
— class, race, even sexuality — 
and there is strong awareness 
that this process will have to 
take its own shape based on the 
needs and perceptions of all the 
women involved. I still have 
trouble with the One Imperative. 
My gut tells me that the One 
Imperative. of women is fighting 
our own oppression. But it is also 
clear that the women’s 
movement cannot dictate to 
women the terms of their 
struggle — not if it isto remaina 
real women’s movement. 
Paradoxically, the elimination of 
racism may be a more feminist 
Imperative than the elimination 
of sexism would have been, since 
it is a response to the demands of 
the women themselves. 


Before I started on this article, 
I had planned to join the YWCA 
so I could take some of their 
courses. I still want to take the 
courses, and it may be all I ever 
do in the organization. But the 
idea of membership has taken on 
a meaning in its own right. The 
YWCA is, as Lois Greenwood 
said, ‘‘a history of women’s 
concern for each other.’’ I like 
the idea of becoming a part, 
however peripherally, of this 
living and growing history.

of a 3.5 million barrel shortage 
from January to March; 
according to the April 9 Oil and 
Gas Journal, the oil companies 
could easily extract from 50 
Texas fields at least 50 million 
barrels of crude oil per year for 
the next 20 years — but, says the 
magazine, ‘unfortunately, the 
industry. . . isn’t 100 percent 
behind this means of boosting oil 
recovery.” 

General George Lincoln, 
chairman of Nixon’s Oil Policy 
Committee, offered a Senate 
hearing the insight which 
Nixon’s November message 
seemed to lack: ‘‘We might as 
well recognize,’’ Lincoln said, 
“that because of the system 
under which we operate in this 
country, we are primarily 
dependent on our energy supply 
industry...’’ 


Massive Waste 

The energy ‘‘crisis’’ is, in 
itself, unimportant except as a 
warning that the fundamental 
economic structure in this 
society encourages massive 
energy waste. Nixon’s grand 
energy conservation scheme 
ignores these large-scale 
patterns of waste and shifts 
responsibility, incredibly, to the 
individual consumer. Practically 
none of his measures touches big 
business, which consumes 70 
percent of the energy (industry 
alone accounts for 43 percent). 
Almost all of them focus on 
individuals in their homes, which 
account for only 19 percent of the 
energy use. As a coalition of 
environmental and consumer 
groups said in their recent 
“‘countermessage’’ on energy, 
Nixon’s ‘“‘appeal to consumer 
sacrifice is being used as a 
pretext to avoid making hard 
decisions regarding corporate 
practices and structure.” 

Last year, the White House 
Office of Emergency 
Preparedness published a 
detailed report called ‘‘The 
Potential’ for Energy 
Conservation,”’ which analyzed 
different ways the nation can 
conserve energy. Can you guess 
which strategy the OEP 
concluded was least effective? 
It was “educational programs to 
encourage good energy 
conservation practices in the 
home’”’ — the main thrust of 
Nixon’s plan for ‘‘reductions in 
home heating, reductions in 
driving speeds, and elimination 
of unnecessary 
strategy, the OEP computed, is 
about three percent as effective 
in saving energy as measures 
affecting industry. Nixon did 
restrict heating oil for 
businesses, and cut back on 
unnecessary airline flights — 
scarcely the big savings called 
for. Turn on your Christmas 
lights and you'll go to jail. 
Industries will merely get a 
letter from Commerce 
Secretary Frederick Dent, 
urging them to be frugal. 

Here’s. the OEP energy 
conservation plans: ‘‘The most 
significant realizable measures 
to effect conservation are: a) 
improved insulation in homes; 
b) adoption of more efficient air 
conditioning systems; c) shift in 
intercity freight from highway ta 
rail, intercity passage from air 
to ground travel, and urban 
passengers from automobiles to 
mass transit... and d) 
introduction of more efficient 
industrial processes and 
equipment.” 

But the OEP staff noted that 
‘‘many of the conservation 
measures suggested may not be 
acceptable.”’ 

Let’s take home heating and 
air conditioning. The giant 


_ financial institutions, including 


the banks, finance homes and 
other buildings only if they are 
relatively cheap to. construct, not 
if they’re cheap to operate over 


lighting.”’This 


years of use. Building efficient 
energy use into homes and 
buildings increases the initial 
costs, — and the banks 
discourage it. The Atomic 
Energy Commission's Oak Ridge 
Laboratories estimates that good 
insulation could cut home heating 
fuel consumption at least 42 
percent. It’s the same _ with 
businesses and office buildings. 

Incidentally, concerning 
buildings, hére’s an interesting 
energy tidbit: about one quarter 
of all the electrical energy in 
America keeps lights burning, 
and up to 60 percent of the 
electricity in new office 
buildings. The brighter the lights, 


_ the more energy they soak up — 


and did you ever wonder who 
decides how bright the lights 
should be? Most building codes 
rely on the Illuminating 
Engineering Society of America, 
a trade association of lighting 
engineers from major utilities 
and utility equipment 
manufacturers. Since 1930, for 
some reason unexplained by 
scientific literature, the IES has 
increased by five times the 
minimum amount of light it 


claims is necessary to keep us 


happy and productive and to 
prevent us from going blind. 
Office lighting has become so 
bright that the major purpose of 
energy-intensive air conditioning 
is to battle the enormous heat 
generated by the lights. 


The single most effective 
energy conservation measure, 
says the OEP report, would be to 
raise energy prices — which 
would drive to the heart of 
massive industrial waste. The 
gas and electric utilities have 
long sold energy under the 
‘declining rate block system”’ 
which means that the more 
energy you use (and waste), the 
less money you pay. 


‘‘Let me conclude,’’ the 
President told the country in his 


televised statement — and he 


concluded with a short sermon 
on ‘‘one word that best 
characterizes this nation... 
‘independence.’ ’’ And with that 
Nixon ushered in Project 
Independence-1980, ‘‘a series of 
plans and goals to ensure that by 
the end of this decade, 
Americans will not have to rely 
on any source of energy beyond 
our own.”’ What Nixon means is 
quick construction of the Alaska 
pipeline, which the Interior 
Department has concluded may 
cause environmental disasters 
and severe economic depression 
in Alaska when the feverish, 
inflated building activity comes 
to an end; construction of East 
Coast supertanker ports and 
refineries; off-shore oil drilling; 
a surge forward with the 
government-industry master 
plan to strip mine federally- 
owned wilderness in the 
Mountain States; and a crash 
program to build fast breeder 
nuclear reactors, which even the 
Atomic Energy Commission 


staff warns are not safe. In other 


words, more of the same. 
Project Independence 
obviously does not mean 
developing infinitely renewable 
and pollution free resources like 
solar energy. Even now, with 
current technology, solar energy 
could supply half the home 
heating needs in America. Until 
last year, the government spent 
less on developing nonnuclea: 
sources of energy than the 
airlines spent on two 747’s. This 
year, Nixon has asked for a 
paltry $13.2 million for solar 
research in his one billion dollar 
energy budget. Fully half of the 
budget will pour into nuclear 
reactors, and $168 million into 
coal industry research. Energy 
conservation research wins a 
piddling $15.5 million. So much 
for Nixon’s concept of Project 
Independence. ‘‘So far, nobody 
has found a way to make a profit 
out of the sun,’’ energy writer 
James Ridgeway says. ‘‘So 
development of solar energy 
proceeds at a snail’s pace.”’

in the art world demonstrates, it 
has become increasingly dif- 
ficult, though far from im- 
possible, to steal or forge pain- 
tings. There are catalogues on 
top of catalogues, and the 
provenances — or pedigrees — of 
paintings are attested to, often in 
scrupulous detail. There is even 
one set of catalogues devoted 
entirely to the work of Picasso. 
Although it is not unusual for a 
gallery owner to find on sale in 
London a painting which was 
stolen from him in New York, it is 
becoming harder for the thief to 
pull it off. Under such conditions, 
_ antiquities and primitive art 
become ever more lucrative to 
the criminal; if, as they may 
have in this case, the thieves can 
carry off all the papers on their 
loot, things are that much easier. 

The New York Times last 
month, in a series of articles, 
carried the fascinating saga of 
the Afo-A-Kom, the sacred 
religious idol of a small kingdom 
in the Cameroons. After six years 
underground, from the night it 
was carried off from behind the 
king’s compound, the statue 
mysteriously reappeared this 
summer in the hands of a New 
York collector; he had bought it, 
he said, from a ‘‘reputable 
dealer.”’ This is undoubtedly 
true; one reputable dealer of my 
acquaintance was offered the 
Statue five years ago, by a 


mysterious, and no doubt 
disreputable, source, who was 
unable to come up with a 
satisfactory provenance for the 
item, and then disappeared. It 
was only a matter of time before 
this source either manufactured 
a provenance or found a 
“reputable dealer’’ who was not 
quite as scrupulous as the first 
one. 

What will become of the 
missing coins? Perhaps they will 
be held for ransom, although 
there has been no indication so 
far that this is a_ possibility. 
Perhaps they will be melted down 
for their valuable metals — a 
prospect which horrifies ar- 
cheologists and art historians — 
although the amount of money to 
be gained that way is piddling in 
contrast with the value of the 
metals in their present form, and 
would hardly justify a late night 
armed robbery as _ skilfully 
planned as this one obviously 
was. There is the possibility that 
the thieves had a buyer for the 
stolen goods before they ever 
went into the Museum, making it 
a sort of commissioned un- 
dertaking, a possibility which the 
F.B.I.’s Boston. office admits it 
has considered. One New York 
dealer scoffs at that idea, though. 
“Anything like that can move 
very easily,”’ she says. ‘‘It’s not 
at all complicated.’’ In fact, she 
suggested, it may have been the 
Metropolitan Museum, that 
grand dowager of the American 
art world, which first put the idea 
for the theft into the malefactors’ 
heads. Last year, in line with the 
“‘de-accessioning”’ policy of the 


Museum’s director, Thomas FP. 

Hoving — the controversial 

process in which the museum 

raises money for new art objects 
by selling old ones — the Met sold 
off a collection of ancient coins at 
suprisingly high prices. There 
seems to be some truth in the 
theory that art thieves pick and 
choose according to the current 
market, as witness the recent 
theft in Cambridge of several 
Jackson Pollock paintings from a 
private collection hard on the 
heels of the sale of a Pollock for 
$2 million. In any case, the New 
York dealer, believes, the coin 
thieves will have little trouble 
disposing of their booty through 
any of several channels. They 
could smuggle the coins out of the 
United States and into any 
number of Europeans countries 
where customs checks on art are 
lax, to say the least. In many 
countries, if you declare art at 

the border, assure the customs 

agent that you are the legal 

owner, and attest to the fact that 

you don’t intend to sell the stuff, 

you will be admitted with no 

further ado. You don’t really 
have to take it out of the country, 
in point of fact; law enforcement 
Officials say that they are 
assuming that many, if not all, of 
the coins, might be headed for 
American destinations. 

Who will buy the coins? “A 
dealer,’’ a dealer told me. ‘‘An 
unsuspecting dealer who would 
then sell to an _ unsuspicious 
collector.” ‘If the F.B.I. finds a 
dealer with a knife in his back 
somewhere on the Lower East 
Side, they might assume that he 


had something to do with it,” one 


art connossieur said. Of course, 
dealers worry about provenance, 
just as car salesmen worry about 
registrations and real estate 
brokers worry about deeds. “‘A 
dealer who is suspicious of it 
better damn ask for the 
provenance of it,” the art con- 
noisseur said, “But there are 
certain circumstances in which it 
is considered rather poor taste to 
ask. 

Taste is at the root of the 
problem. If a respectable person, 
say, a collector well known to 
the dealer, were to walk in with a 
handful of the coins, most dealers 
wouldn’t make it their business to 
be too curious about provenance. 
If a shifty, beady-eyed hoodlum 
type appeared in a Park Avenue 
gallery, his advent would more 
likely be greeted with a sharp 
intake of breath and repeated 
demand for explanations and 
affidavits. But the people who 
were smart enough to know what 
to take from the Fogg are cer- 
tainly smart enough to know how 
to dispose of it. 

Of course, barring’ the 
possibility that some strange 
Goldfingeresque character was 
responsible for the theft, and 
intends to hide the coins away in 
some mountain stronghold, 
chances are that the plan calls for 
the disposal of the coins in small 
lots. They may be hidden away 
for years, or they may go on the 
market directly. ‘‘Sooner or later 
those coins are going to show 
up,” a dealer says. But ‘‘sooner 
or later’? may mean a hundred 
years. The art market has ex- 


panded well beyond the confines 
of Europe and North America. 
Stolen art may find its way to 
Zurich, as it often has in the past, 
to acquire a pedigree and a 
“reputable dealer,” but from 
there it may go as far afield as 
Buenos Aires and Tokyo. With the 
Japanese cash position as 
favorable as it is, increasing 
numbers of Japanese collectors 
and speculators have been 
frequenting the art auctions at 
Sotheby’s and Parke Bernet, 
snapping up art for art’s sake, 
and art for its financial value. It 
is probably not unwise to 
speculate that some of the coins 
may be destined for points far 
from Cambridge.

The Celtics, Knicks and Garbage Time

If they booked a rematch 
between David and Goliath after 
announcing that the little guy was 
coming off knee surgery and had 
a busted slingshot to boot, how 
many tickets would they sell? 
Would you pay money to watch 
a footrace between Bob Hayes 
and Orlando Cepeda? Secretariat 
and Francis the Talking Mule? 
In this case, if you happen to be 
a Celtics — or a Knicks — fan, 
you probably would. At least 
15,320 of them did on Wednesday 
night, and never mind that the 
Knicks came into the game with 
only 4 remaining members of 
what was only three years ago a 
World Championship team — or, 
for that matter, but seven 
holdovers from last years roster. 
And never mind that the New 
Yorkers finished the game with a 
quintet of Harthorne Wingo, Tom 
Riker, Dick Garrett, Mel Davis, 
and Henry Bibby on the floor. 
They were still wearing those 
hated (or adored, choose one) 
blue-and-orange uniforms, and 
when those colors show up at the 
Boston Garden a _ remarkable 
metamorphosis invariably 
transforms the Celtics and the 
Knicks — and a sellout crowd 


evenly divided in its vehement “ 


loyalty — into the Sharks and the 
Jets. And, over the past couple of 
years had you dressed Goliath, 
Hayes,and Ron Turcotte in green 
and white and assigned the blue 
and orange silks to David, 
Cepeda, and Donald O’Connor, 
you'd have discovered that there 
really is some cosmic force 
called the Great Equalizer. 

Not only have the Knicks for 
the past two seasons been left in 
the dust over the course of the 
regular season only to come back 
and eliminate — eliminate with 


ease — the Celtics during the 
playoffs, but in truth they have on 
numerous occasions showed up at 
the Garden with teams at least as 
crippled as the one they brought 
to town Wednesday only to blow 
the Bostons right off the court, 
sometimes as badly as the Celts 
did to them this time, which is to 
say by 22 points. 

“IT can’t understand what all 
this excitement was about,’’ 
remarked an otherwise-astute 
observer of pro basketball who is 
new to town. ‘‘I mean, the Knicks 
are playing with half a team, and 
they’re having a lousy year.’’ He 
couldn’t comprehend the frenzy 
that pervaded the Garden all 
night. By the second quarter a 
fight had broken out, resulting in 
a Knick fan and a Celtic fan being 
hustled off to jail and one of their 
wives being taken to the hospital 
with a broken leg. Both teams’ 
fans, in fact, were still exploding 
effusively at every basket well 
after Garbage Time had of- 
ficially commenced. The uproar, 
bloodcurdling as it was, didn’t let 
up all night. 

really,’’ explained 
Globe basketball writer Bob 
Ryan, “‘have to have been around 
here the last few years to un- 
derstand what all that was 
about.” 

Indeed. In fact, while the final 
score was 119-97, for three and a 
half quarters this one had the 
familiar earmarks of a classic 
New York-Boston confrontation, 
so much so that when on two 
occasions — at the beginning of 
the third period and in the middle 
of the fourth — the Knicks 
charged to within four and six 
points, respectively, there were 
groans of ‘“‘Oh, no, here we go 
again” and ‘Here it comes”

echoing all over the press table. 

But in the end, there were two 
telling factors. One was that a 
combination of sheer fatigue and 
bench weakness on the part of the 
Knicks allowed the Celtics to put 
the game literally out of sight at 
the very moment New York 
seemed to be right back in it. 
With just under nine minutes left, 
the Knicks had managed to erode 
the Boston lead to six at 85-79, 
whereupon the Celtics ran off 11 
straight points and effectively 
end the game. 

The second was that over the 
course of the game the Knicks 
employed four different centers, 
none of whom was named Willis 
Reed and one of whom should 


have been named Half-a-Jerry 
Lucas. The ailing Lucas played 
only seven minutes and was 
never a factor. The pivot was 
manned for the most part by Phil- 
Jackson, who is almost in- 
Sstitutionalized as a Big Factor in 
these games when he plays 
forward. When he plays center he 
is almost a Celtics asset. 

“He plays a center like for- 
ward,’’ observed Don Chaney, 
who had spearheaded the fourth 
quarter surge that put the game 
away, blasting through the 
middle for spectacular driving 
layups. ‘“‘The way (Walt) Frazier 
plays me, I’ve always been able 
to drive on him, but before the 
middle would always be blocked. 
He always had help there before. 
Tonight he didn’t.” 

Chaney wound up with 16 points 
in a balanced attack that also saw 
Dave Cowens get 16, Don Nelson 
14, Paul Silas 18, and John 
Havlicek 25. The nebulous state 
of the center spot also led to 
Boston’s outrebounding New 
York (58-35) so devastatingly 
that Jo Jo White’s 10 were more 
rebounds than anyone on the 
entire Knicks team. 

But the excitement never let up 
from the time The Green Man 
(Celt fans’ answer to Dancing 
Harry, who continues to be 
eighty-sixed from the premises at 
the Boston Garden) made the 
rounds on the floor in what is fast 
becoming a pre-Knicks game 
ritual until the final buzzer. In 
point of fact, Celts-Knicks 
Garbage Time is even _ in- 
teresting, and on Wednesday 
Artie Williams unanimously 
picked up the coveted Golden 
Trashcan Award when, in the last 
two minutes, he expertly and 
methodically passed up shots 


himself to set up baskets by Hank 
Finkel and_ rookies Phil 
Hankinson and Steve Downing. 
Hambone would have had a 
perfect card in the Department of 
Assists, Refuse Division, if Paul 
Westphal hadn’t missed a layup 
off a Williams feed. 

Knick fans, of course, remain 
unconvinced, despite the fact that 
the Celtics have now beaten their 
heroes three times in three tries. 
“Just wait’ll we get our whole 
team back,”’ said one. ‘Then 
we'll see what happens in the 
playoffs. It'll be the same as it 
was last year. And the year 
before that and the year before 
that.” 

No one who’s lived through the 
past two seasons would dismiss 
that as impossible, but it has to 
remain a matter of conjecture 
whether New York’s ‘‘whole 
team”’ is what it was last year, or 
the year before that, or the year 
before that. Dick Barnett is no 
longer a player but an assistant 
coach. Dave DeBusschere is a 
lame duck playing his last year 
before taking over the Nets. Red 
and Lucas, have so deteriorated 
physically over the years that 
even ‘‘a hundred percent 
healthy’’ at this stage they 
represent only a shadow of what 
they once were. Of the old Knicks 
only Frazier (who seems to get 
better each year, if anything) and 
Bill Bradley (for what that’s 
worth) remain as threatening as 
in years past. Add to that the 
continuing vitiation of their 
bench strength, and it has to be 
open to question just how good 
this year’s version is, even at full 
strength. 

For that matter, it is scarcely 
fait accompli that the Knicks will

be in the playoffs at all. At this 
point they not only trail Boston by 
6% games — 9 in the All- 
Important Loss Column — but 
they are only two games ahead of 


Buffalo in the A.I.L.C. (More 
embarrassing still, Philadelphia 
is only one game further back 
than the Braves. But then, the 
‘76ers have to rank as the most 
improved team in the NBA; their 
nine wins give them three times 
as many as they had by January 
last season.) Should their key

The Islanders have 
played 23 games and won 4 of 
them, and the Rangers have won 
12 of 26. The Golden Blades 
moved to New Jersey and Abe 
Beame got elected mayor. The. 
Nets have won 14 of 26, and lest 
you dismiss that as a study in 
mediocrity remember that the 
Knicks have won 14 of 27.

Here was 
Jimmy Connors, who looks a 
little like Prince Valiant with his 
dippety-doo hair, acting like Sir 
Lancelot, or maybe Gawain the 
Green(as in dollar bill-green) 
Knight. Which would make him 
the first knight in history from 
East St. Louis, Illinois. He had 
just announced this week that he 
had been betrothed to his fair, 
two-fisted backhanding maiden, 
Lady Christine Marie, and he was 
apparently out to prove to her 
that he is the best knight in the 
land. When tennis raekets are 
swords, and Wilson shirts are 
shields. 

But despite the fact that his 
opponent Stanley Smith 
sometimes gives the impression 
of being a dragon on the court, 
and despite the fact. that 21-year 
old James Scott was sure God 
slew him Wednesday night last in 
a round robin match of the 
Commercial Union Masters, 
Connors is too much swash- 
bucking villain to ever be a 
romantic hero. Romantic heroes 
don’t swear and spit and throw 
their rackets; do clever finger 
routines to the crowd; heck, word 
has it that romantic heroes don’t 
even sweat. 

“Mind if I ask the first 
question?”’ Ilie Nastase, Connors’ 
mentor and soul. brother, called 
out in the crowded press room at 


Hynes Auditorium after Connors . 


had grunted and gutted his way to 
a 6-0 (yes, 6-0, Margie), 3-6, 8-6 
win. ‘‘Would like to ask: Why do 
‘you take so long? I am sweating 
and swearing up in the stands.” 

Connors grinned his press room 
grin at him. ‘‘Nasty.”’ he said. “I 
am sweating and swearing, too.”’ 

Sweated and swore and came 
back from.1-4, 30-40 deficit in the

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Brian Dowling: From Ivy Bush

Many moons ago a poetic 
chap by the name of Durocher 
made the immortal statement 
that nice guys finish last. In the 
case of the Patriots’ cab squad 
quarter-back Brian Dowling and 
recently-deposed offensive tackle 
Bob Reynolds, truer words were 
never uttered. In decent, 
Bostonian lingo, nice guys seem 
to get the short end of the stick, 
the bad breaks. In everyday blue- 


collar vernacular, the nice guys 
get screwed. 

Pitifully, the New England 
Patriot management has handled 
Mssrs. Dowling and Reynolds 
with all the grace of Chesty 
Morgan jogging along the 
Charles. If Tuborg beer is class, 
then Patriot hierarchy must 
drink Haffenreffer. 

With Chuck Fairbanks 
departed the land of the Okies 
from Muskogee and descended on 
the hallowed soil back east, he 
arrived chanting slogans of 
fairness: and honesty. Every 
player would be given an equal 
chance with his ball club. Every 
player would be treated “‘like a 
man.” I can recall being seated 
in a conference room in Tampa, 
Florida one March evening when 


Fairbanks made those asser- 
tions. The scene was the first 
annual Spring Indoctrination 
Camp and some 50 veteran 
players were on hand. The words 
fair, honest, and equal echoed in 
my ear. 

But nine months later that echo 
has been deceitfully erased, a 
figment of the imagination. After 
all, promises are like pie crust: 
they are made to be broken. 

Take Brian Dowling. You 
remember B.D., don’t you? A few 
years back the 26 year-old signal- 
caller was the best thing to come 
out of Yale since the Whiffenpoof 
Song. But the three-year veteran 
has never had the opportunity to 
display his talents in the National 
Football League. Take last 
season, for example. Dowling 


compiled some _ impressive 
statistics as Jim Plunkett’s 
backup. Under difficult con- 
ditions — the Patsies were 
usually at least three touchdowr~ 
behind whenever B.D. entcred 
the game — he completed 29 of 54 
passes for 383 yards and two 
touchdowns. Dowling’s passing 
percentage was a healthy 54 
percent, all the more impressive 
in light of the fact that he was 
coming off the bench cold turkey 
and immediately was thrust into 
the jaws of some football 
machine that was in the process 
of devouring the Patriots. 
Dowling did a solid job and 
optimistically looked forward to 
the Fairbanksian code of ethics. 
He performed well during the 
meaningless exhibition season,

but when the start was opened for 
the ’73 season against Buffalo on 
September 16 at Schaefer 
Stadium, Dowling once again 
became the forgotten man, save 
for holding on extra points and 
field goals. 


Today he doesn’t even do that. 
Brian Dowling has been neatly 
tucked away on the club’s taxi 
squad. 

“All I ask is a fair shake. I’ve 
never been given the chance to 
prove myself,’’ Dowling ex- 
plained. ‘‘Granted, Jim Plunkett 
is a good quarterback, but I also 
think I can do as well in certain 
situations.” It distresses Dowling 
to realize that the head coach has 
so little faith in his ability to 
quarterback the team even when 
it is hopelessly behind or sur- 
prisingly ahead. 

A conference between Dowling 
and Fairbanks after the first New 
York Jets loss proved a lesson in 
futility for the young Californian. 
The Namath-less Jets defeated 
the Pats 9-7 behind the leadership 
of a nobody named Bill Demory. 
Plunkett played poorly and didn’t 
generate a semblance of offense 
the entire afternoon. Dowling 
thought he could have. 

“IT went in on Tuesday and 
discussed the possibility of 
playing when Jim isn’t moving 
the team,’’ Brian recalled. 
“Fairbanks defended Plunkett 
and said that the Jets game was 
his first bad performance of the 
year and he didn’t want to pull 
him. He wanted to show Jim he 
had confidence in him.” 

Dowling left Fairbanks’ office 
as if he had just attended a Nixon 
press conference: totally con- 
fused. 

From then on Dowling went 
through the motions at weekday 
practices and occasionally held a 
placement for Jeff White on 


_.Sunday. . Several...weeks: later 


Fairbanks obtained journeyman 
quarterback Dick Shiner on 
waivers from the Atlanta. 
Falcons. Dowling sensed trouble 
in River City. ‘I couldn’t un- 
derstand why Fairbanks brought 
Shiner here. I thought maybe he 
was going to replace Bill Nelsen 
as quarterback coach,” Brian 
joked. 

After a few weeks the joking 
ceased. Shiner was used more 
extensively in practice, Dowling 
less. It culminated when the team 
traveled to Houston to play the 
pathetic Oilers.

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“I felt like I was being phased 
out. When Shiner learned the 
offense he took over running the 
second team in practice.”’ At the 
Saturday workout in the 
Astrodome prior to the Oilers 
game Dowling didn’t do much of 
anything. On Sunday he went to 
his locker to dress for the contest 
only to discover that one im- 
portant item was missing. His 
uniform. 


“J couldn’t believe it. My 


jersey was nowhere in sight. I 


asked the equipment man, 
George Luongo, about it, and he 
told me I wasn’t going to suit up. 
Nobody said a word to me, not 
even Fairbanks. This _ is 
professionalism?” 


Another person who has 
become disenchanted with the 
Patriots version of 
professionalism is Brian’s wife 
Betsy. “This year has been 
a nightmare, she emphasized. 
“a disaster. Fairbanks came 
here and said Brian figured in his 
plans for the future. He said 
Brian would get the opportunity 
to play. Now he’s not even on the 
active roster. They didn’t even 
have the courtesy of telling him 
he was deactivated in Houston. 
They hid his jersey instead.”’ 


Mrs. Dowling added that in the 
face of adversity, Brian has 
remained cool. ‘‘He’s disap- 
pointed and hurt, but his con- 
fidence is still there. If he can’t 
play here then he’ll play 
somewhere else.” 


Dowling is indeed pondering 
his future with the Patriots. ‘I 
feel like I’m running uphill on ice. 
I like the team and the area. As a 
matter of fact, we just bought a 
home in Canton. I’d love to stay 
with the Patriot organization, but 
if I can’t contribute to the team 
I’ll go elsewhere. All I’m asking 
for is a fair shake, a shot at being 


~ a pro quarterback. If I fall flat on 


my face, then at least I know I 
gave it my best.” , 


So from now until December 
14th, Brian Dowling will be going 
through the motions at Schaefer 
Stadium. If the Patriots then 
decide to let him go, I hope they 
have the decency to let him know 
about it. Gas is expensive and it’s 
a long drive from Canton to 
Amherst just to discover a 
missing jersey. 


And then there’s Bob Reynolds, 
at one time one of the premier 
tackles in the NFL. Bob is cut 
from the same stock as Brian 
Dowling, a class guy. The 
Patriots showed their ‘‘class” by 
placing the il-year veteran of 
waivers with three meaningless 
games left on the schedule. The 
Patriot management callously 
told him to get lost. Take a hike, 
son. 

To the player, football is like a 
love affair. You romance it 
through the years and when it’s 
over you try to exit with a little 
grace. Ray Nitsche of the Green 
Bay Packers is a good example. 

When Nitsche decided to hang 
up the cleats; he called a press 
conference, shed a few tears, and 
bid a fond farewell to football. 
Bob Reynolds would have liked to 
bow out in similar fashion. The 
Patriots, however, saw to it that 
he needn’t worry about press 
conference and goodbyes. 

“I was called into Fairbanks’ 
chambers and told that my 
services were no longer needed. I 
wasn’t performing up to Patriot 
standards.’’ Reynolds was 
shocked. ‘‘I couldn’t believe it. 
Only three games to go and they 
axe me. Why. I tried to help the 
team any way I could. I worked 
with the young kids, Gray(Leon) 
and Adams(Sam). Heck, the 
tackle situation was even cloudy. 
Neville and Adams have been 
hurt most of the season, and Gray 
is just a rookie.” 

Bob thought a few minutes and 
sadly, almost inaudibly, reflected 
on the past. ‘‘Eleven years in the 
League and now I’m left with 
only a bitter taste in my mouth. I 
didn’t want it to end so 
depressingly. And my pride, 
man, my pride is really hurt.” 

The pride he mentions is that of 
an aging warrior, the sound of 
that last hurrah. Pride made Bob 
Reynolds a man’s man. A man 
who was never fined during his 
entire career. A man who played 
in several Pro Bowls. A man 
who personally saw to it that 
needy kids had a ticket to a ball 
game. A man who in his first year 
won sufficient respect from his 
teammates to be elected alter- 
nate player representative, and 


who threw a party at his own 


expense this year just to promote 
team unity when the Patriots 
were having a number of 
problems. 

What galls me is the manner in 
which Chuck Fairbanks let a Bob 


Reynolds go. A few terse lines in 
the paper, a few words of praise. 
That’s all. 11 years of blood, 
sweat, and tears, and then faster 
than you can say Kerry Jackson, 
it’s over. Unfortunately, a player 
is a commodity, a piece of meat. 
The more a piece of meat gets 
chewed up, the less it is worth. 11 
years in the pit and Bob Reynolds 
resembled chopped sirloin: he 
was on his way downhill and he 
knew it, but he had earned the 
right to go out with dignity, a la 
Nitsche. Reynolds had paid his 
dues ; he was playing pro football 
when Chuck Fairbanks was an 
obscure college assistant. 

Bob Reynolds will leave for his 
home in St. Louis at the end of the 
season. Why the end of the 
season, I asked? “‘Oh, I'll stick 
around and help Gray and Adams 
any way I can. They’re gonna be 
fine linemen one day. I’d like to 
teach them all I know.’ 


In a month or so the polyturf at 
Schaefer Stadium will be wind- 
swept and snow-covered, the 
stands peacefully silent. Then in 
late January the annual college 
draft will take place, and once 
again the aura of playing in the 
NFL will mezmerize hundreds of 
starry-eyed collegians 
throughout the country. 
Boyhood dreams of playing 
professional football may finally 
be realized. Hopefully, they will 
be spared the pain of Brian 
Dowling or a Bob Reynolds. But 
then don’t some dreams turn into 
nightmares?

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‘Murray’ s Place: The Last of the Shvitz

“Two things are holy: synogogue and 
sauna” — old Russian proverb 

“Tell me jokes. Business is so bad I could 
just as soon lay all day in the Turkish 
baths." — a Jewish clothing merchant in 
Clifford Odets’ Awake and Sing. 

Time was, and not so long ago, 
when people did just that. Shule on 
Saturday, shvitz on Sunday, just like 
the proverb. Long life, holy and 
healthy. And while nobody at 
Murray’s Place considers business 
good today, no matter what your 
line, not many do sit and shvitz all 


day in the garage-like building in 


\ orwood. Only a handful of old men, 
naked but for loose towels and 
operation scars, even on Sunday, 
even with free bagels. 

There once were many more, but 
either they’re dead or sick or they 
got a condominium in Florida, says 
owner Murray Weisman. 
Everyone’s moved in so many 
different directions, he muses as the 
sweet smell of steam and cedarwood 
drifts up from downstairs. Business 
is slow. 

Not that Murray complains. He 
still runs a first-class shvitz. Clean 
with good heat, good service, once in 
a while a few celebrities, but at least 


a steady: clientele: No broads- or 


faggots like the massage places. It 
beats ling linoleum at my age, 
says Murray, 47, who did that until 
seven years ago. That was when 
Roxbury Baths, on Otisfield St., 
Officially recognized Jewish 
emigration and ended its 30 years of 
ritual massages. ‘‘I couldn’t see just 
lettin’ it die,” says Murray. “If only 
’cause I was a user, I woulda missed 
it.””

Shvitz: Literally, it means to sweat. In practice, 
it has come to mean the whole Russian-Jewish 
steambath describedhere.

Literally, platza 
means shoulders, but has come to describe an 
entire process. 


Shule: Synogogue 


Shtetl: Self-sufficient European Jewish 
community. 


Shvarze: Yiddish for black, has come to be a

wood ovens. While the men slept, the ~ 
fires warmed the rocks of the steam 
room, just as they once did in Russia 
and Poland. The merchants had 
brought corned beef, herring, 
kishka, lox before the price got so 
high, for the hundreds of people, 
packed so you could hardly move. 
And if it was that way in Boston, 
imagine Brooklyn on a Sunday. 

For awhile there were big crowds 
— not like the old days, but big — 
when-Murray first opened Blue Hill 
Baths in a basement below City 
‘Bank and Trust on Blue Hill Avenue, 


Mattapan, still nearly all-Jewish _ 


when he began seven years ago. ‘‘It 
was fright between the G&G 
Delicatessen and the Cutlass 
Poolroom,”’ says Murray a bit 
cynically, out of realization that 
those landmarks are no more real 
today than the West End, of which 
little remains but an Alumni 
Association with its annual banquet. 
The Blue Hill Credit Union is on 
Harvard Street in Brookline now, 
the G&G out of business, and Blue 
Hill Baths has moved to “our new 
location”’, following its clientele to a 
spot off a divided exurban highway. 


“The customers just stopped 
coming,’’ says Murray, adding 
circumspectly, neighborhood 
changed.” The shyartze follow the 
Jews. Murray recites the axiom 
without malice. Like everyone at his 
place, he misses the old neigh- 
borhood. But such are the facts of 
the latest Diaspora, the American 
Jewish urban Exodus. And so it was 
that the non-descript, corrugated 
metal structure in Norwood, sand- 
wiched between a transmission 
repair and a sheet metal shop, 
anonymous like a franchised pizza 
joint or Chinese restaurant, became 
the last bastion of Boston’s old 
Jewish neighborhoods. The last 
place in Boston, and one of few in the 
East where one can still perspire in 
an old immigrant experience. It is, 
as Murray says, the last of the old- 
time shvitz. 


Not many of the sons and 
daughters of the sons and daughters 
of those sad-faced Eastern 
Europeans who found new names on 
Ellis Island 70 years ago could tell 
you what a shvitz is. A rare few 
maybe who went with their grand- 


- father to the last one left on New 


York’s Lower. East Side, and.a few 
more who can perhaps literally 
define the word as “sweat’’. For 


most, though, the word strikes a 


vaguely familiar chord ringing in 
the collective unconscious of the 
third generation. The kind of word 
overheard inchildhood from grand- 
parents, but not one included in the 
limited number of Yiddish ex- 
pressions that gained currency — 
like chutzpah or some of the words 
from Fiddler on the Roof. My father 
would sometimes mention it in the, 
same kind of tones he reserved for 
matters as ancient as the Old 


Testament. He spoke the same way 
of the South Philadelphia neigh- 
borhood on whose corners he was 
raised. 

All of which is a pity, less for 
sentimental reasons than in the case 
of shvitzing, for the purely physical. 

Naked Joe swears by the process, 
and he’s not even Jewish, which 
must put the shvitz in the same 
league as rye bread. An Italian 
construction worker famous for his 
rubdown and endurance for heat, 
Joe says, “Once you been here, 
you’ll have to come back. There’s 
just nothing to dislike about the 
place.”’ 

I, for one, have come both to 
Murray’s Place and to a shvitz on 
the Lower East Side of Manhattan as 
something of a cultural voyeur on a 
pilgrimage to my own recent past. I 
left each time, however, as a Con- 
vert to the process itself, thoroughly 
relaxed, well able to understand the 
old menwholink the properties of the 
steam and soap—not to mention the 


booze they bring in — with longevity. 


The novice at Murray’s Place 
would likely be baffled, even though 
its not nearly as big as those in New 
York, nor so filled Yiddish. If it’s 
your first time, Murray looks you 
over, then offers. to show you 
around. 

First you gotta take off your 
clothes, which is hard on the goyim, 
he scoffs, who don’t like gettin’ 
naked. ‘“‘One guy left his boxer 
shorts on the whole time,’’ says 
Murray. It’s a bit foreign to a third- 
generation Jew, too, however whose 
upringing included neither nudity 
nor much mingling § across 
generational lines, let alone sharing 
a row of leather armchairs at 7 a.m.

Right around this time last 
year I went to a press luncheon 
for Carol Lynley, an affair I now 
remember as something of a flop. 
Ms. Lynley was hereto giggle 
about how wet and cold and 
miserable she’d been during the 
making of her then-Christmas 
picture, The Poseidon Ad- 
venture, and I was mostly bored 
‘to tears. She related the plot of 
the thing, about this capsized 
ocean liner, and about how Er- 
nest Borgnine was in it, and it all 
struck me (and still does) as a 
singularly uninteresting project. 
Then she told us she’d decided to 
be in the picture because she’d 
known it would be “a big, big 
hit,”’ and I just figured there’s no 
accounting for taste and went 
home, forgetting all about her 
until The Poseidon Ad- 
venture’s started 
coming in.

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Success Spanks Timothy Bottoms

Don Morgan, unit publicist 
on Vroder’s Hooch, called me: 
“Timothy Bottoms saw the 
review of The Paper Chase you 
did for The Los Angeles Weekly 
News and asked if you would be 
available to interview him.” 
“T’m available.’’ (I’m the most 
available person in Hollywood.) 
“Available is my middle name.” 
I had written that The Paper 
‘Chase is a good, if reactionary, 
movie. “Considering that the last 
time we were treated to movies 
about campus romance, the hero 
was properly heroic if a 
rebel, The Paper Chase seems 
to espouse a peculiarly reac- 
tionary ideology: not only 
because Hart (Bottoms) con- 
siders grade point the sine qua 
non Of his Establishment desires, 
nor because Professor Kingsfield 
(John Houseman), though a 
tryannical ‘living extension of 
tradition,’ is curiously protrayed 
sympathetically, but because the 
idea that intelligence quite 
naturally must govern — as 
people once thought that kings 
rulec by divine right — is never 
questioned.” 
So what could Bottoms want to 


_ talk to me about? Probably he 


agreed with my analysis. Maybe 
he violently disagreed. Maybe he 
had something to say and wanted 
to say it through the guy who had 
written those things about his 
latest film. 

But it was nothing like that. His 
stand-in, Bill, a high school buddy 
(and now a tree surgeon) spilled 
the beans even before I was in- 
troduced to Bottoms on the set 
of Vrooder’s Hooch, now filming 
at the West Los Angeles Veterans 
Administration Hospital under 
Arthur (Love Story) Hiller’s 
direction. Bill and Tim had 
bought a couple of copies of The 
Weekly News and liked it. Bill 
was tired of topping oak trees in 
Santa Barbara, where the boys 
grew up, and wanted to do some 
writing but still found the 
possibility of rejection (from The 
Weekly News?!) fearsome. So 
even if his ambition to write 
about his chum was stymied, he 
still felt an article about Bottoms, 
an interview in a popular un- 
derground newspaper, would be a 
good idea. 

His tactless admission made 
me feel used. Available or no, I 
didn’t see myself as press agent 
for an actor whose work had not 
particularly fascinated me. Well, 
at least there was some con- 
solation in knowing that Bottoms 
had read and liked my stuff. My 
ego and I always wonder who 
reads me. I was determined not 
to let the insult get me down. 

But when I opened the in- 
terview by saying, “I figured 


- when you said you wanted to talk 


you had something on your 
mind,” and he said, ‘‘No, I just 
like The Weekly News,” and I 
followed with “‘I was told that you 
had asked to speak with me after 
reading my review of The Paper 
Chase,’’ and he came back 
patronizingly with, ‘““You wrote 
that? Oh. It was good,’’ I knew for 
sure I had been set up, I had been 
elected Bill’s amanuensis to do 
the writing and submitting he 
was too chicken to do. Whereas I 
had been thinking of changing 
that middle name from Available 


to Ablaze, Aloft, or Assured, now ~ 


Adolescent, Amateur, even Ass 
seemed more appropriate. 

Bottoms started talking about 
Kingsfield and law school. 

Wait a minute. What does 
Bottoms know from law school? 
He went right into the movies 
from nigh school when he got the 
leadin Johnny Got His Gun back 
in 1970. The day may actually 
come when he will be the last 
middle class caucasian male of 
his generation to have had no 
college education whatsoever. 
God forbid he should ever be 


unemployed. 


“I came back from a trip to 
Europe,’’ he said, ‘‘and decided 
to repeat a year in high school, 
also because the school had an 
excellent theater department, oh 
yes, it was an excellent theater 
department. Also in my last year 
of high school I attended 
university classes, you see, and I 
swam for the university. Santa 
Barbara’s a silly college up there 
on the hill.”’

They tell a story about John 
Ford and the shooting of She 
Wore a Yellow Ribbon. Ford and 
his crew were filming in 
Monument Valley. All day long 
the sky had been overcast. Oc- 
casionaly a light rain had fallen 
and moistened the craggy 
monuments that give the valley 
its name. Late in the day the sun 
broke through the clouds and lit 
up the red clay of the desert. Ford 
cried, ‘Camera, action,’ but 
nothing happened. Winton Hoch, 
his director of photography, 
refused to shoot. The light 
reflected from the oddly shaped 
clay monuments was too red. 
Ford adamantly insisted that 
Hoch shoot. Hoch just as 
adamantly refused. But Ford 
prevailed, though Hoch inscribed 
on every slate, “Shot under 
protest.”” When the picture was 
completed and released in 1949, it 


print the legend.”’ 

So when history repeated itself, 
and Bogdanovich was shooting a 
scene for The Last Picture 
Show by a Texas lake, and the 
day had been overcast and 
drizzly, then suddenly the clouds 
parted and light poured through, 
and Bogdanovich cried, 
“Camera, action,’”” and Bottoms 
flubbed his line, and the clouds 
closed once more, and the op- 
portunity to be Ford, actually to 
be Ford faded with the sun, 
Bogdanovich was naturally 
upset. So upset that at a recent 
symposium in New York 
honoring him, he swore that he 
would never work with Bottoms 
again. 

In Bottoms’ version of the story 
it was raining. The mud was so 
thick and sticky that bulldozers 
were needed to pull the equip- 
ment out of the location at the end 
of the day. But he cannot recall 
Bodganovich’s having expressed 
any feelings that he wanted a line 
delivered when the sun appeared 
from behind. ‘‘He never told me 
that, so if he doesn’t tell me, how 
am I going to know? 

‘‘Peter’s gotten too much 
publicity as being the person 
responsible for The Last Picture 
Show. I thing Larry McMutry 
deserves much more. That book 
was written about that town that 
we were in, and those places were 
actual and real. The pool hall is 
there, and we came in and shot it. 
Larry captured those moments. 
The dialogue is right out of the 
book.” 

“Would you work again with 


Bogdanovich?”’ 

“I would definitely work with 
BBS (the production commpany 
that made Picture Show) again if 
they’re still together. It’s a good 
group to work for. Bert Schneider 
(of BBS) is really another much 
more responsible person than 
Bogdanovich in a way for The 
Last Picture Show. He got this 
thing really going. He kept it on 
its feet. I don’t know, I think 
Peter has gone overboard as far 
as receiving complete praise for 
his total work. It takes a lot of 
people to make a movie. He tried 
to make it all by himself. There 
would have been no one in the 
picture, there would have been a 
white frame of space if other 
people hadn’t helped: make that. 

“Every other director I’ve had 
has been more of a director. 
Peter is the type of director who 
likes to take individuals and have 
them mimic him. He wants to be 
in total control of everything. And 
when you try that, problems 
arise. Robert Surtees (director 
of photography on Picture 
Show) got into the car and 
wanted to leave, because he told 
Peter he couldn’t do the picture if 
he wanted him to copy Peter; 
Peter didn’t hire him for that.” 

“Does he act out for you 
exactly what he wants you to 
do?’’ 

“Yes, that’s his technique. 
That’s what he likes to do. And 
when he’s not doing that, he’s 
imitating Jimmy Stewart.” 


On Acting 


Morgan explained to me that 
Tim is very much a free spirit, 
happiest when not constrained. 
And a director whose technique 
and aspirations are as 
Bogdanovich’s are is certainly 
bound to be constraining. So if 
Bogdanovich has given the im- 
pression that Bottoms is difficult 
on the set, it is hard to know how 
much is fact and how much is 
ego. What price legend? 

On the other hand, it is im- 
possible to discount rumors that’ 
Timothy Bottoms is difficult. 
(Even Morgan wouldn’t do that 
categorically.) Dalton Trumbo, 
perhaps charitably, has laid 
Bottoms’ behavior on Johnny 
Got His Gun to its being his first 
picture. (It was Trumbo’s first 
picture as director, too.) 

Actors have to derive the 
energy, the inspiration, the 
emotional material from which 
they form their performances 
from somewhere. Some are 
simply technicians who can turn 
on the tears or anger, be quiet or 
bold on command. Others rely on 
emotional memories, analogies 
to their own experiences. Some 
play to the other actors in the 
scene. Those who are renowned 
for tantrums often use the high 
tension atmosphere they create 
to shape their performances. 

Yet another _ technique 
derivative of the Method is to 
whip another player into a state 
and then draw energy off him or 
her. There is some indication that 
Bottoms does this, by his own 
word and by that of others. The 
result is that some of his per- 
formances appear quite effective 
on the screen, but the manner in 
which he got them may not be 
appreciated by the other actors 
whose entire emotional reserves 
he has drained, leaving them 
with nothing to act from. A for- 
mer co-star accused him of being 
“an emotional leech, a_blood- 
sucker’”’ on camera, though all 
soft soap and acquiescence off 
camera and in rehearsal. 

Even in our interview I found 
that to be true. He had begun 
patronizingly enough but then 
had proceeded to turn questions 
back on me. “Stop working? Do 
you intend to stop working?” 
What had he asked me there for, 
anyway?

Sunday with old bodies, wrapped 
loosely in sheets or towels, their 
extra bellies and supplementary 
chins hanging down. A portentous 
scene for one long out of gym 
class and already eyeing a 
receding hair line and fighting a 
pot belly. Not that the style of the 
new generation doesn’t puzzle the 
long-time clientele. You are 
incorporated into the repertoire 
of one-line insults delivered 
loudly over bagels. 

“If you’re Jewish,” an old man 
asks, with an eye toward 
whiskers and hair, “how come 
you make yourself look like 
Jesus?” 

‘“‘What about Jesus?’’ you 
reply. ‘‘This is how Moses 
looked.’’ From the common room 
of food and insults you descend 
into the heart of the shvitz: the 
inner sanctum of steam. The 
rocks have been warmed by gas 
for six hours before the thick 
wodden door is opened and the 
naked take their places on the 
three-tiered bleachers, each row 
getting hotter until the tem- 
perature passes 200 degrees. The 
gas has long been turned off by 
that time, stresses . heat-master 
Naked Joe. No chance of any 
fumes like the cheap new saunas 
with their hot steel and its 
dangerous vapors (Readers 


Digest has attacked those. It’s 
not like the old wood-fired 
saunas, but it’s still Old World, 
says Joe, as he sprinkles a wisp of 
water on the rocks to up the heat, 
and a blast of hot air scorches the 
occupants, opening and shutting 
the door and sending the naked 
reaching for the buckets of cold 
water 

All of this, however, is mere 
Prelude to platza— the soapy 
rubdown and bath that truly 
differentiates Murray’s Place 
from any other in town. 

“How can you describe a 
platza?’”’ Murry asks 
rhetorically. ‘‘It’s like tryin’ to 
describe blue to a blind man.” 

Although the sensation itself 
may well elude words, the 
process, direct from peasant 
Russia, begins with the scrub oak 
tree, like those that abound both 
on the steppes and in the Blue 
Hills Reservation. The scrub oak 
leaves, when picked at the height 
of their life in July and August, 
are filled custom has it, with a 
aresin healthy for pores, 
especially those filled with a 
week’s sweat or Boston air. 

More than anything else, the 
platza—the rubdown with scrub 
oak—reflects the mortality of the 
shvitz tradition. Only a handful of 
old men—mostly in their 
seventies—know the delicate 
craft of converting the leaf 
harvest into the ‘“‘brooms’”’ that, 
when soaked in soap of pure 
vegetable oils, and in the hands of 


a master like Joe, rudely awake ' 


one’s sleeping pores. as you lie 
prone at 200 degrees on the top 
shelf of the cedar bleachers. 
From there you head for an ice- 
cold shower, not quite on par with 
the frigid swimming pools of 
European-New York-West End 
tradition, but more than enough 
to schock your senses so 
thoroughly that, for a rather 
orgasmic few moments, you 
enjoy a transcendent narcosis, a 
state of no feeling, a sensation- 
less relaxation. ‘‘Death should be 
so pleasant,”’ said one novice. 

Murray prides himself on his 
service, offering not only the 
good heat, but shaves, haircuts, 
sunlamps, regularly massages, 
but nothing gives him the nachus 
of Naked Joe, the puchik who 
gives the platza. 

“In New York they don’t 
believe him,’’ says Murray, 
who’s been to all of the ten or so 
shvitzes remaining in the East. 
“Sixty-one platzas in a row he 
gave once and not even Jewish. 
He can take the heat for 12 
hours.’”’ ‘‘He’s a master ass- 
washer,’’ Murray adds, ‘‘which I 
guess makes me a rear admiral.” 

He holds up the whisk broom- 
like platza brush. 

“I can remember these used to 
cost two dollars, and lox was fifty 
cents a pound. Now if you can get 
one, it’s ten dollars, twelve 
dollars. Manufacturers have 
tried, but they can’t duplicate 
one. 


“One of the guys, Larry Liss, 
who owned the Roxbury Baths, 
he taught his grandchildren to 
make them. They go out and pick 
the leaves with him. But of course 
they’re not as_ good...”’ 

Murray’s Place is no country 
club, but he likes to talk 
nonetheless about the celebrities 
who’ve found their way to a good 
platza. He discusses them much 
like a good delicatessen owner 
gesturing toward autographed 
photos of the stars who sample 
the cheesecake. ‘‘I should tell you 
about Morty, the Israeli tank 
commander,’’ says Murray. 
“Right there on his tank he’s got 
one of my bumper stickers, ‘‘Sit 
and shivtz.’’ Today I don’t even 
know if he’s alive...” 

Which is one of Murray’s major 
worries about all his patrons. The 
old men that come out to Nor- 
wood from points disparate are 
thinning quickly in ranks. Some 
are weak, or their children don’t 
like they should drive so far and 
go drink with the boys. ‘‘We get 
all kinds here,’’ says Murray. 
“Doctors and dentists, old 
boxers, merchants, truckdrivers, 
cops and, well, ex-bookmakers.”’ 
The old neighborhood come 
together even though the 
tenements are long razed. It 
seems that the ritual bath, the 
Sunday morning shvitz, confirms 
something for their old friends: 
this week, at least, they’re still 
alive. Such questions come up: 
why isn’t Abe here, is he all 
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right? 

And to think I grew up in a 
neighborhood, even a Jewish 
‘neighborhood it’d be called where 
I worried I'd drop dead on a dark 
street while walking the dog and 
no one would notice. Or that my 
own grandfather, awaiting death 
in a luxury high-rise, may not be 
missed until he doesn’t answer 
the door for the housekeeper. 

Not that the shvitzers take it all 
so seriously. 

“Will you look me up when you 
get to Miami?’’ I once heard a 
Brooklynite ask a New York 
puchik. 

“Look you up, sure,’”’ was the 
reply. “I'll look you up in the 
obituary column.” 

“Obituary column, hell. I’ve 
got a lot of living yet. You know 
what ambition I have? To live ’til 
85, then get sent up to Sing-Sing 
for rape.” 

Despite such bravado, 
Murray’s main competition 
remains Levine’s Funeral Home, 
not the YMCA. Like the neigh- 
borhoods and shtetls from which 
it sprung, shvitzing is disap- 
pearing, vanishing as a culture 
dilutes in the mainstream. To be 
replaced by health clubs, old age 
homes, projects for the elderly, 
and Jewish homes that would no 
sooner have an aging parent in 
residence than a kitchen without 
a disposal. The neighborhoods 
are gone—replaced by areas 
which are Jewish only in that 
they are non-Jewish. There are 
no aromas, no Yiddish cures, no 
crazy old uncles who spend big 
and run numbers or can get you a 
deal on fixing your car. Not even 
good bagels. They’re like card- 
board half the time. The Irish 
may have South Boston, the 
Italians the North End, but the 
Jewish neighborhoods? Hardly a 
remnant. 

It was only coincidence, really, 
that I found Murray’s Place at 
all. It was not part of a past about 
which I was taught. Shvitzing is 
supposed to die with the old men. 
Apparently the first and second 
generations have decided for the 
third that such things are not 
important. College is important, 
Israel is important—shvitzing is 
embarrassing. Once in a 
newspaper I described, quite 
accurately, a group of Jews as 
owners of small stores—and was 
accused of anti-Semitism. Our 
stay in the urban neighborhoods 
of America is not to be discussed. 
Jewish neighborhoods changed 
color first because the Jews, a 
middle class exiled, wanted out 
so very much. 

My own proper,’ go-to- 
symphony grandparents never 
let on about less proper origins. 
The old neighborhoods for them 
were merely points of depar- 
ture—as quick a departure as 
possible. In a short 50 years, not 
only my Eastern European but 
my American ghetto origins are 
as remote to me as Egypt. One of 
an over-educated generation 
raised virtually without culture, 
almost universally in search of 
“roots’’, for a sense of being 
somebody, almost anybody. Why 
didn’t anyone ever tell me about 
Murray’s Place , while I flirted 
with other ethnic identities whose 
histories hardly even apply to 
me. Why didn’t anyone ever 
discuss those funky forbears, the 
robust men with dirty tongues, a 
taste for good food, who survive 
today telling tales I never 
dreamed of. 

It would be nice to go each 
week, like the old men at 
Murray’s, but of course there are 
complications: you need a car to 
get out there, you need the time, 
and even the nominal charge 
(average $7) mounts up. But, of 
course, more than that, my 
laundered upbringing is 
defining—I am, at Murray’s 
more reporter than participant. 
The old men entrance me, but I 
am not like them. I can only hope 
that there will be some place, 
when I reach their age, where my 
absence some Sunday morning 
will not go unnoticed. 
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Music: Less Then They Need to Get By

If the Valerie Simpson-Nick 
Ashford show at Sanders was any 
indication of what the ‘energy 
crisis’’ will mean for con- 
certgoers this winter, we’ll all be 
buying up cans of Sterno to stave 
off frostbite and chilblain. While 
a faithful few braved the icy 
drafts of starchy Sanders 
Theater (more than once I 
overheard suggestions to chop up 
the seats for firewood), wiser 
heads were obviously home 
readying themselves for the 
UCLA-Maryland basketball 
game. 

Valerie Simpson and Nick Ash- 
ford are the team responsible for 
writing all those great Marvin 
Gaye-Tammi Terrell songs like 
“Ain’t No Mountain High’’ and 
“You’re All I Need To Get By”’. 
They have also produced and 
written for Diana Ross (‘‘Reach 
Out And Touch’’) and in the 
process made quite a reputation 
for themselves in Detroit. Most of 
the attention has been focused on 
Ms. Simpson, who, along with her 
songwriting producing talents, 
tured out to be a gifted singer as 
well. Her two Motown albums, 
particularly the first, Exposed, 
received a large amount of 
critical attention. Unfortunately, 
they didn’t sell as well as was 
expected, meaning that a bona 


fide hit single never developed, — 


and her status was never 
established outside of an ‘“un- 
derground’”’ audience. 

Motown has had its share of 
problems with acts leaving the 
label and many groups, Gladys 
and the Pips for one, have been 
very vocal about their discon- 
tentment with Detroit (now 
California). Ashford and Simpson 
left Motown for Warner Bros. 
early this year when their con- 
tract ran out and have been 
reluctant to talk about ..what 
caused them to leave. Unlike the 
other groups, Ashford and 
Simpson still have production 
commitments to Motown, but the 


_ details of that are equally as hazy 


and may have even been can- 
celled, as they were originally 
announced to be the producers of 
the Diana And Marvin album. 

The Sanders concert was part 
of a large promotional campaign 
celebrating the release of their 
first Warners album, Gimme 
Something Real. It’s evident that 
the label thinks that they’ll be 
able to make Ashford and Simp- 
son into a white audience at- 
traction, meaning that they’re 
“clean’’ enough (not too funky) 
for white people to dig. Right 
now, the main problem seems to 
be establishing any audience at 
all 


Somebody laid out a lot of 
money for this tour. Perhaps it 
was Valerie and Nick, who were 
obviously used to getting the best 
at Motown. The ace band headed 
by Nat Adderley Jr, was made up 
of studio musicians from LA and 
New York; even the conga player 
read charts. The backup vocal 
trio was high-class, including 
Joshie Armstead and Valerie’s 
brother. Word before the concert, 
however, was that they were 
tired and rather irritable, un- 
willing to perform an encore if 
called upon. They needn’t have 
worried. 

The show was close to being a 
disaster, though to be fair to 
them, much of what happened 
was not their doing, including the 
cold, the incredibly disruptive 
technical problems (are college 


concerts always going to be 


ineptly handled?) and a 
nauseatingly annoying 
comedian. 

Much of their own stage dif- 
ficulty revolved around their 
awkward onstage personalities. 
Nick Ashford, who had trouble 
singing on key, reminded me of 
Ben Vereen in Pippin with his 
overly dramatic ote readings. 


moon at Nick with forced, pasty 
smiles that got embarrassing 
when she stopped singing and 
started talking. For a minute I 
thought that somebody had 
substituted Sesame St. 

The only time any momentum 
was built was during the trip 
“down memory lane”’ Valerie sat 
down at the piano and Nick sat on 
a stool nearby, got relaxed, and 
began to sing snatches of all the 
Marvin and Tammi numbers that 
they had written. It was the first 
time the audience really could 
identify with anything in the 
show, and the songs brought 
immediate shouts of recognition. 
But before any significant rise in 
energy level could take place, the 
feedback problems’ which 
cropped up all night completely 
drowned them out for an in- 
furiating minute. Only during 
certain moments did Ms. Simp- 
son rise above the miserable 
atmosphere of the evening with 
her enormously ranging voice, 
but those moments were few. At 
one point in the middle of the 
show, while introducing the band, 
Valerie announced how happy 
she was to be in “Baltimore,” 
and for all she and Nick cared 
that’s where they could have 
been.

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Randy Weston Back From Africa

For Boston jazz listeners, the 
autumn of 1973 will be remem- 
bered as the season of return. 
Long-absent musicians have 
been flocking to the city like so 
many reissued recordings. First 
we had trumpeter Howard 
McGee and vocalist Joe Carroll 
celebrating bebop at the Jazz 
Coalition’s all night concert 
(McGee and Carroll will return 
this weekend at Debbie’s in the 
Haymarket), then a full week of 
Sonny Rollins at the Jazz 
Workshop. When a booking snag 
left the last week in November 
open, the Workshop decided to 
continue the returnee policy and 
brought pianist Randy Weston 
and group in for a week. Booked 
at the last moment and thus 
unable to publicize Weston’s 
presence, the Workshop did light 
business, far too light for a 
musician of Weston’s talents who 
had not performed in this city 
since 1964. Another prolonged 
absence would only be our loss, 
for those who did hear Randy 
heard a master who has reached 
something of a creative peak. 
Equally important as com- 
poser and pianist, Randy belongs 
in a small group of rarefied 
musical talents, what I’ll call 
the orchestral school. These men 
turn out pieces crammed with 
orchestral possibilities. They 
revel in the sonic possibilities 
inherent in brass and percussion, 
and select sidemen with par- 


_ ticular talents for realizing these 


possibilities. Their piano playing 


is orchestral, filled with dense 
harmony and personal voicings, 
but it is not the bare competence 
that often passes for ‘“‘arranger’s 
piano’: each man has evolved 
original piano techniques and 
each, in his way, is a virtuoso. 
Duke Ellington is the foun- 
tainhead of this orchestral 
school, and Thelonious Monk its 
most daring practitioner. Herbie 
Nichols and Elmo Hope, two bop- 
era figures who lived and died in 
obscurity, are important con- 
tributors. Randy Weston is the 
most productive (at this 
moment) living practitioner. 
“‘Monk’s a good friend of mine. 
When I was younger I spent a lot 
of time hanging out with him; I 
just about lived at his apartment 
for two years. His music was 
extremely important to me; 
hearing Monk, Ellington and 
Tatum as a young man opened up 
a whole new world of music.” 
These influences have merged 
into one overpowering piano 
style. Monk is still present in the 
dissonances and off-center rhyth- 
mic stabs, not to mention an 
occasional elbow smash on the 
keyboard. The Duke is suggested 
in the sweep of Weston’s piano 
solos, and in his almost 
traditional touch which im- 
mediately improves the tonal 
quality of the most recalcitrant 
instrument. Tatum, a figure who 
on first impression was too much 
the piano virtuoso to sit com- 
fortably with the orchestral 
pianists, is an important and 


hitherto unnoticed component of 
Randy’s style: the furious 
flurries of notes, the difficult 
counter rhythms in his two 
hands, and his uncommon 
dependence on the left hand all 
reflect a Tatumesque virtuosity 
missing in Monk and Duke. The 
mix would be_ incomplete, 
however, if we omitted mention 
of a fourth influence; not a person 
but an entire continent — Africa. 

An interest in all things African 
which was nurtured by Weston’s 
father and led to his expatriation 
to Morocco has become the 
defining feature of Weston’s 
music. He calls his working 
groups, of whatever size, African 
Rhythms, and the music makes 
use of a variety of rhythms 
popular in Africa today, as well 
as transplanted rhythms of the 
Caribbean. The percussive at- 
tack of the piano solos is a further 
extension of Randy’s notion that 
rhythms should take precedence 
in defining his music. When 
Randy tore through long unac- 
companied passages or cooked 
over his rhythm section, the 
music was brilliant and strong, 
but the effect was often deflated 
by the sidemen. William Allen, 
new to the band, showed his 
unfamiliarity with the material 
and didn’t say much in his bass 
solos. Sonny Morgan, who 


replaces Randy’s son Azzedin 


(now with Ahmad Jamal) on 
percussion, was refreshingly 
melodic when he played congas 
and drab in his long berimbau 


solos. Scobey Stroman, a 
drummer who, like Morgan, first 
appeared with the mid-60s energy 
players in New York, offered the 
only consistent support with 
busy, deep-toned drum work. 

A long stretch of Weston’s 
absence can be explained by his 
five years of residence in 
Morrocco. ‘‘After my tour of 
Africa and the Mideast in 1966, I 
had decided to leave the United 
States. My original thought was 
to settle in either Beirut or Cairo 
because of the many composers 
and musicians I had met in those 
cities, but as I made plans to 
leave the Six Days War broke out. 
I gave some thought to Nigeria 
next, but they had a war of their 
own, and I finally ended up in 
Morocco. An important part of 
my decision involved finding a 
country where the government 
would not be uncooperative, in 
terms of American musicians 
coming and going. The Tangier 
72 festival I organized was 
scheduled for early September, 
and three weeks earlier an at- 
tempted coup had taken place in 
Rabat, but the Moroccan 
government still let us go ahead. 
They were slow in approving the 
initial plans, but as I said they 
are generally not uncooperative 
and that’s the best you can ex- 
pect.” 

Randy’s African Rhythms Club 
in Tangier, where he and Azzedin 
would duet and jam _ with 
musicians from all over Africa, 
has been dark for a year now 


during which time a Weston 
renaissance was being launched 
in the United States. Tanjah 
(Polydor PD 5055), with arranger 
Melba Liston and an all-star or- 
chestra, is the most recent 
product of the American trip, and 
Randy is currently preparing a 
second Polydor album of blues 
material (‘‘Something I’ve 
wanted to do for a long time. I’ll 
use all types of blues: funky 
blues, African blues, Jamaican 
blues, space blues...) and a 
Carnegie Hall concert of his 
compositions which will feature 
piano solos, duets, quartet, sextet 
and full orchestra. All, of course, 
steeped in African rhythm.

outstanding, but none falls below 
the middle-level songs they wrote 
for Marvin and Tammi, which 
isn’t bad either. Gimme 
Something Real is a well for- 
mulated, pleasant album that 
should have been sung with 
Marvin Gaye. 

Valerie and Nick were sup- 
posed to be outstanding at the 
Soul At The Center program in 
New York this summer, so it’s 
obviously not fair to make final 
judgments on their performance 
at Harvard. I hope they return to 
play a club like Paul’s Mall 
where they can relax and not feel 
the need to overproject what isn’t 
there.

Loudon Wainwright III’s very 
clever lyrics are milled in a 
grimacing mouth. We hear the 
moans and hollers, the standard 
guitar changes, of coffeehouse 
white blues, meshed with a 
manic-depressive satirical 
streak. His uniqueness asserts 


_ itself in morbidity. His despair is 


serious, so the cover picture is 
disorienting; Loudon happily 
taking the air next to a plaster- 
cast polar bear Madonna, suffer- 
ing another frozen mustache, his 
stocking feet planted in subur- 
ban crabgrass. On the next, 
identical lawn, an echo bear 
anchors the triptych. Actually it 
looks like he wandered out in the 
front yard bombed and 
somebody snapped a picture. 
Combined with his song 
“A.M. World” which apologizes 
for “Dead Skunk’s” success, his 
posture adds up to a denial of 
stardom. Just a down-home rich 
kid wearing his mail-order 
clothes in a housing tract. One 
song rakes over “Bell Bottom 
Pants” with an air of aggrieved 


senility, yet Loudon can mount 
enough boyish vigor for a live 
number derived from Woody 
Guthrie’s ‘“‘New York Town,” 
called “I Am The Way”: “‘Don’t 
tell nobody but I kissed 
Magdalen/Right on the mouth/I 
said Mary it’s okay/l am the 
Way.” He should run that by 
Kris Kristofferson to see if the 
latter’s neck is really red or just 
stuck way out. 

“Clockwork Charteuse” is a 
rather ineffective riff on Ed 
Sanders’s sarcastic Iliads of rural 
violence. ‘Down Drinking at the 
Bar” helps confirm the greening 
of booze in recent years. ‘‘The 
Man Who Couldn’t Cry’”’ 
smacks of Thurber. The singer 
thwacks his acoustic through 
several wry verses, then pulls on 
his painfully funny mask of 
bitterness for the last verse, 
detailing in a few strokes the 
finally triumphing stoicism of 
his hero when he lands in 
Heaven. 

A Long Way’’ is 
written by Kate McGarrigle, and 
sung straight. Loundon’s un- 
affected delivery does justice to 
the earth-mother wisdom of her 
nicely-gaited ballad; ‘‘...the 
earth really ends where you 
started to roam/But you and I 
know what a circle is worth.” 
“Nocturnal Stumblebutt,” an 
egregriously distressful specimen 
of his melancholy, ushers in a 
domestic nightmare. I can’t dec- 


‘ide if Kate and Loudon’s voices 


on “Dilated To Meet You” are 
tender or callous. Their quaver- 
ing prairie duet spells out a 
pessimistic greeting to a baby: 
“You can not get inside again/ 
Once you have come out.” By 
way of recommending 
“Lullaby,” the closing cut, I can 


only invite you to rub your face 
in dour anguish. 

But two more endearing cuts 
are left from earlier in the record. 
“Liza” has to be Liza Minnelli, 
apparently Loudon’s childhood 
neighbor. When he truncates his 
a cappella rhythm to intone her 
two words (“I asked you what 
will you be and you quickly said 
a nurse’’) the mimicry is so deft 
as to seem unconscious, and an 
urgent fondness creeps into the 
dry humor. And finally, ‘The 
Swimming Song,” which leads 
off the album. The arrangement 
is energetic (Bob Johnston’s 
production is crisp and true) and 
the fatalism droll. Loudon’s list 
of prosaic strokes is momentous 
in light of his “Suicide Song” on 
Album II. And though he “‘might 
have drowned,” Loudon sounds 
hopeful, for once, on a record 
that has him salting his wounds 
with an increasingly eerie 


courage.

Spooky Tooth: WITNESS 
(Island SW-9337) 


Spooky ‘Tooth strongly resem- 
ble Free, not only in volatility 
(this is roughly the fourth band 
for front Teeth Gary Wright and 
Mike Harrison, while rumor has 
Free reassembling again for their 
fourth time), but also in their 


parallel developments. Both 
bands grew from a platform of 
rock-steady vocal flash (“Evil 
Woman” had Harrison and 


Wright trading off lines to ex- 
cellent effect, while Paul 
Rodgers’s splendid phrasing ‘un- 
questionably made “All Right 
Now’), and progressed to a slow, 
thoughtful amalgam of all 
familiar elements that would be 
revivified in combination. 

This kind of playing attempts 
to synthesize a sensitive music 
out of the simplest riffs and 
changes. Result: a Spooky Tooth 
song’s formal structure is very 
easy to grasp, which is to say it 
takes comparatively few 
listenings to get a sense of the 
outline of a tune. About half the 
songs end there, because this 
kind of playing is ‘‘experimen- 
tal” in the sense of “‘Let’s try this 
and see if it works.” At its 
pragmatic best, though, the 
music can be very beautiful — 
the same stone makes barren 
huts and glorious cathedrals. 
The best tunes can conjure up 
whole worlds of sense and mood 
expression, operating somewhat 
preconsciously upon the listener. 

It would seem banal to write 
out the lyrics to and analyze “As 
Long as the World Keeps Tur- 
ning,” but viewed all together it 
takes on a whole shape of affir- 
mation to a loved one. “All Sewn 
Up” gives an impression of 
pride, tempered only by guitarist 
Mick Jones’s inability to capture 
the glory that was Grosvenor. 
“Sunlight of my Mind” is about 
introspection, and ‘Things 
Change”’ is a good stab at 
fighting off culture shock. 

The factor that makes this all 
sometimes possible is Spooky 
Tooth’s control of sound. In the 


old days, Luther Grosvenor was © 


able to make his guitar sound 
like Wright’s organ or Mike 
Kellie’s drums. A large part of 
their aesthetic is still based on 
the transmogrification of in- 
struments: in “Ocean of Power” 
the piano sounds like a second 
acoustic guitar, and Mike 
Harrison gets, the world’s dir- 


tiest, guttiest guitar sound out of 
an ostensibly human voice. 
“Pyramids,” which the band 
recognizes as the most important 
song on the album by using that 
shape in the back cover design, 
gets a full string orchestra sound 
out of the guitar and bass, and 
the voices sound anciently wise 
in a moving, mystcrious tribute 
tu human bravery. 


Taj Mahal: OOOH SO 
GOOD ’N BLUES 
(Columbia 32600) 


This is Taj in his rootsier 
mood. Taj’s meditations on the 
origins of black music combine 
academic accuracy with real 
warmth. For a guy raised in 


Springfield, Mass. and schooled 
in Amherst, (and playing 
nothing but Dylan songs ten 
years ago), Taj just seems to love 
southern Negro culture. His was 
the livest performance in 
Sounder, both as an actor, and 
as a musician performing 
prodigies of reconstruction on 
black folk music. 


The new album runs through 
the greatest variety of folk music 
since Taj came out as a folkie 
with De Ole Folks at Home 
(that’s the one with “Colored 
Aristocracy” on it). Taj takes the 
Chicago blues warhorse “Dust 
My Broom” and plays it as 
Robert Johnson must have; the 
result is a delicate lovesong. He 
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takes my favorite Willie Dixon 
song, “‘Built for Comfort,”’ usual- 
ly done as a slow boogie by 
Howlin’ Wolf and such, and 
turns it into a philosophical 


statement in 1920s barrelhouse 


piano style. Taj makes it his own 
debut on piano, and also turns in 
some bass lines on “Teacup’s 
Jazzy Blues Tune,” an original 
dedicated to his brother. 

Perhaps the most astonishing 
- restoration job is “Mama Don’t 
You Know,” a venture into the 
modalities of Skip James. James 
was the weirdest of a weird 
group, the Mississippi Delta 
bluesmen, but Taj recreates 
James’s nearly Elizabethan 
sense of composition on a set of 
folk lyrics from Lightnin’ 
Hopkins. I had never seen either 
Hopkins’s manic improvisations 
or Taj’s baritone vocal stylings 
as having much to do with Skip 
James’s intricate compositions 
and countertenor vocals. They 
do, and the whole thing adds up 
to a tender love lyric. 

Taj’s lovely music and warm 
performance have a weak side. 
That weak side is the tendency 
to substitute energy for feeling at 
times. When that happens, the 
folk persona fades, and the 
music becomes a sort of 
Hollywood buckdance. This 
happens only once on this 
album, a sign of maturity. The 
clinker is “Franky and Albert,” 
overpowered by Taj, and 
redolent of the Pointer Sisters, 
who feally are the black Andrews 
Sisters, and don’t belong here. 

Each side begins with a nice 
but unnecessary instrumental, 
‘“‘Buckdancer’s Choice” or 
“Railroad Bill.” Both have a 
very tasteful lack of flash, but 
are probably better live than as 
album filler. 


Cavils aside, Taj Mahal has 
established himself as the most 
satisfying re-creator of black folk 


“music ‘since Leadbelly: Being 
satisfying is important work, and 
Taj is a journeyman satisfier.

SOUND OF PHILA- 
DELPHIA ’73 (Phila. Inter- 
national) Stylistics 
ROCKIN’ ROLL BABY 
(Avco 11010) THE DELLS 
(Cadet 50046) 


The new batch of Philadelphia 
Int. soul releases (Blue Notes, 
O’Jays,et al.) was disappointing, 
but I was counting on the Sound 
of Philadelphia album (which I 
understood was to be the label’s 
greatest hits) to be some sort of 
occasion for a review of the new 
Gamble-Huff albums. Instead 
the record is an odd assortment 
of G-H soul records, not so much 
a-collection album, but one for 
collectors only. 


The million sellers are includ- 
ed (‘Love Train,” “Me and Mrs. 
Jones,” “If You Don’t Know Me 
By Now’) and so are the big 
R&B hits, things like the 
Ebonys’, “It’s Forever’ and 
Johnny Williams’s ‘‘Slow 
Motion,” the type of records that 
are really the meat of the 
Philadelphia Sound. But for 
whatever reasons G-H chose to 
include several songs that were 
outright commercial failures, 


déservedly so in the case of the 
Talk of the Town’s “Super 
Groover,’’ or just plain 
mediocrities like the Bunny 
Sigler entry and the Futures’ 


(which is the wrong side of their 
great hit, “Love Is Here”). Why 
then would Gamble and Huff 
put out such a sloppy collection 
of their own material, especially 
given the rich catalogue they 
have to chose from? Who knows. 
It’s too bad that at the height of 
its commercial and artistic 
success the Sound of 


Philadelphia °’73 isn’t given a> 


classier representation. 


It looks like all the nasty 
rumors floating around Philly 
about the Stylistics either 
weren’t true or have been ironed 
out. Philadelphia magic man 
Thom Bell had produced what 
may be the finest Philadelphia 
single of the year (it’s been a year 
of great singles, too), giving sub- 
stance to an album that would 
otherwise be an even dish of 
whipped cream. 


‘Rockin’ Roll Baby” is a novel 
record for Bell, beginning with 
the lyrics: 


Tootsie roll soul and little 
white shoes 

Papa’s sure proud of his little 
bitty 

Rockin’ Roll baby 

Singin’ at the age of two 

He can hardly talk 

But he sure knows how to sing 
the blues. 


It’s the Johnny B Goode of 1973. 
Bell has discarded the stings and 
sitars and concentrated instead 
on surrounding Tompkins’s 
fragile voice with a thumping 
rhythm section, sparse but effec- 
tive harmonies from the group 
and a dainty, uncluttered slide 


_ vocal, 


guitar solo from Norman Harris 
to tie it all together at the bridge. 

The Dells aren’t from Philly, 
obviously, but their latest album 
is as good as any group album 
from there or any place else 
(ranking ahead of both the In- 
truders and Persuaders albums 
of earlier this year). What makes 
it even more impressive is that 
their last album, Standing Ova- 
tion, was so bad. Somebody at 
GRT was on the ball, realizing 
that the Dells were suffocating in 
Chicago with hackneyed songs 
and arrangements. Don Davis, 
who works with Johnnie Taylor, 
was brought in to spruce things 


up. What he did was get some 


songwriters for the group 
(including Tony Hester, who 
produces the Dramatics) and 
take the Dells down to Muscle 
Shoals for some sympathetic, 
solid bottom arrangements. 


The Dells have been around 
for so long, and have such 
classically great voices that it’s 
gratifying to hear them recorded 
properly. “Don’t Make Me A 
Storyteller” and ‘My Preten- 
ding Days Are Over” are my two 
favorites, both moderately paced 
with all those straining vocal in- 
terchanges that the best Dells 
records have. 


If you’ve been wondering what 
all the fuss was about the last 
two years with all this talk about 
the return of high quality 
“group” soul, this is the place to 
start.

QUEEN (Elektra 0598) 


This is a relatively exciting 
rock quartet from England. Its 
excitement is relative despite 
undeniable strengths in nearly 
all departments; instrumental, 
and compositions; 


because virtually everything —~ 


within has been heard before 
with variations. The way the 
group juxtaposes sections of soft 
rock with sudden onslaughts of 
smashing nosebleed is 
reminiscent of King Crimson and 
Yes, to name a couple. The way 
lead guitarist Brian May attacks 
his guitar recalls Pete 
Townshend, Robert Fripp, 
others. ‘‘Liar’’ sounds a bit 
similar to the Free cut of the 
same name. 


But there’s nothing wrong with 
imitation if it’s done well, with a 
smattering of grace, conviction, 
and originality, and this Queen 
does. They draw together 
disparate elements; raucous 
textures gained through fast 
strumming of guitar on fuzztone 
and felicitous, choirlike blending 
of voices, and mix them together 
in an undeniably exciting, if 
formularized brew. Lead singer 
Roger Meddows-Taylor has the 
perfect English rock singer 
voice; again, a pastiche of all the 
English rockers we have known 
and loved. 


This band is most definitely 
English in the way they 
communicate their direction 
with this initial release. While 
they are eclectic, and more 
significantly, successfully 
eclectic within single songs, they 
have a lot of guts. They are 
intense and intelligent, a 
welcome relief from the surfeit 
of laid-back strummers and 
pluckers that regularly issue 
from American labels like 
somnambulant woodchucks out 
for a check of the weather. There 
isn’t a weak track on the record. 
Of particular interest is ‘“‘Keep 
Yourself Alive,’’ a thrilling, 
vague directive, and ‘‘Jesus,”’ a 
beautifully sung rocker about 
the Blessed One (Praised Be He) 
with a Mozart-like chorus.

ore Easy Theatrical Solutions

In this time, when people think 
twice about laying out a couple of 
bucks for the theatre, two of 
Boston’s oldest companies are 
still hanging in there. Caravan 
and Om depend on grants and the 
price of admission for their 
existence and considering the 
fact that they have been serving 
the public for nine and seven 
years respectively they deserve a 
round of applause before we go 
any further. 

Small theatres in New York 
City will often have their 
programs and posters paid for by 
a local restaurant. Certain shop 
owners will subsidize neigh- 
borhood theatres because they 
bring more people into the area. 
Theatre in New York means 
business and the people in 
business know it. They are 
concerned about the theatres 
staying open because they can 
still make money on the latest hit. 

But people come to Boston to go 
to school. Restaurants serve food 
to college kids. They don’t have to 
cater to theatre folk. And as for 
performing a public service, 
government officials know that 
Boston is known for its univer- 
sities and not the quality of its 
theatre. No, there is neither 
money nor prestige for the people 
doing theatre in this town. That a 
theatrical season even exists is 
due to a few dedicated companies 
and their functioning as a beacon 
in these darkening days. 

Unfortunately, this time 
around, the traveler is provided 
with poor illumination by the Om 
and a bare bulb by the Caravan. 
Toward The One is essentially a 


participatory staged journey 
enacted by the company and 
those people in the audience 
willing to travel in the direction 
of Jerusalem, the city of peace. 
Guides warn of quicksand and 
describe the mountains we are to 
climb. They lead us to cosmic 
guides who ask us to perform 
certain rituals in conjunction 
with our inner journey. After 
reaching the city of peace, 
discord suddenly breaks out 
among the guides, but luckily a 
timely chant and a_snake-like 
shuffle reunite the travelers and 
guides. We finally leave the 
theatre as ‘‘one’’ peaceful group. 

I was very much turned off by 
the easy social answers. The 
predictability of the journey 
made me feel more like a robot 
than a peaceful soul. My 
humorless guide didn’t help 
much either. He seemed more 
like a motorman ina hurry than a 
person on a spiritual quest. 

I must say that as I was leaving 
the theatre I did notice that a few 
of the twenty odd travelers did 
seem to have a glow to their 
faces. So maybe there is an ex- 
perience waiting for you, 
provided your head is in the 
approved transcendental place. 

There definitely a 
recognition scene awaiting you in 
Caravan’s Suppose I Fall, but 
whether you are apt to learn 
much from it is another question. 
What you will see is four actors in 
a series of scenes demonstrating 
how a certain kind of person 
attempts to liberate (her )himself 
through an effort of the will. 
Whether these people were ever 
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free or what caused their loss of 
freedom is not explored. We 
watch them approach and 
usually turn away from each 
other, but we gain very few in- 
sights into this choreography. 
The characters’ obsessive need to 
be held is sometimes poignant 
and sometimes funny but always 
painfully egotistical. Stan 
Edelson’s personae are relen- 
tlessly dependent. The world is 
nothing but a breast. Neither a 
psychological nor a political 
context is provided for the 
dilemma. Suppose I Fall, may be 
more reflective of our times than 
Moonchildren is of the late 60’s 
but both plays engage a par- 
ticular social class. Caravan’s 
audience is entertained as they 
see themselves in the mirror 
awkwardly reaching out, but I 


don’t think the play would 
necessarily involve too many 
people from Columbia Point. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. 
Edelson is not decribing the 
human condition, he has found an 
audience and with their help has 
very much improved his material 
since last year’s version. Some of 
the new scenes are similar to 
Brecht’s Lesson-plays. The 
“Transparent Woman”’ and “‘I’m 
a Rock”’ are bitterly funny. There 
is an ethical message whereas 
Brecht talked politics, but the 
style is similar. I also like the 
way Mr. Edelson has economized 
that action. There is a suggestion 
here of Godard’s work in the late 
60’s. We permit ourselves to be 
fascinated by a _ conversation 
before really having a frame of 
reference. 


Joanne Ristauand Cynthia Whitman in Suppose I Fall? 


Cynthia Whitham and Joanne 
Ristau both had a comic side to 
them that I found enjoyable. 
Indeed, I was nearly charmed by 
the simplicity of the production. 
But suddenly I would think of 
Rosemary’s baby playing with 
his tapes. Where is the connection 
between the play and peoples’ 
actual lives? We are shown the 
symptoms of a societal sickness, 
but not the etiology of the disease. 


Plays like Toward The One and 
Suppose I Fall?, sporting their 
themes of peace and love, make 
strange and often indecipherable 
that which is fundamentally real. 
It is their function, un- 
consciously, of course, to lead us 
to theatrical solutions. They 
reflect our inability to do 
anything about that damn baby.

Macbeth at Harvard

It is unclear whether the 
initially apparent virtues of 
Harvard Dramatic Club’s 
Macbeth are genuine virtues. 
One notices oddities, con- 
tradictions of personality and 
acting styles, and even textual 
changes — all of which can be 
read either as directorially in- 
tended strengths or unconscious 
failures of consistency. To give 
Harvard’s group the benefit of 
the doubt, I’ll assume that what 
struck me as odd or troublesome 
in this production was _ in- 
tentional, rather than the result 
of practical failings. With this 
perspective, the performance 
was never less than interesting, 
notwithstanding Director Emily 


Mann’s cuts, substitutions, and 
additions to Shakespeare’s text. 

The small roles of the Doctor 
and the Porter, often weakly 
cast, were here performed ex- 
pertly by David Eisenberg and 
Howard O’Brien, respectively. I 
feared at first that Lady Macbeth 
was being played by a person 
“who had always wanted to be an 
actress.’’ Instead, as it turns out, 
Marianna Houston simply wants 
to impersonate a woman she 
perceives to be a trifle stagey. 
David Gullette, as Macbeth, is in 
perfect control throughout. The 
conception of these’ two 
characters and their evolving 
relationship is clearly the most 
interesting feature of the 
production. 4 

Mr. Gullette’s Macbeth is not 
the usual study of a contradictory 
human being, simultaneously 
soldier and seer, whose failure to 
accept true visions finally sub- 
jects him to false ones. His 
Macbeth is much less mysterious 
to himself and to us, an energetic 
pragmatist who expresses not 


horror but outrage in the 
discovery that he “hath mur- 
dered sleep,’’ a damned 
necessary thing for a man in his 
position. He is a bit prosaic, to be 
sure, but, while the other, 
imaginative Macbeth mainly 
frightens himself, this one is 
better at frightening us. His 
ignorance of surrounding human 
opinion is the source of his 
ineptitude as a criminal and his 
almost magical unpopularity. He 
commands men’s dislike. (I kept 
thinking of Watergate, but then I 
do that anyway.) Macbeth’s 
interview with the Murderers, 
though, is a triumph of crude 
fear-mongering. Afterwards, 
rushing out to ambush Banquo, 
the killers enthusiastically clutch 
each other, an instant mini-mob. 
It is one of several bright 
directorial ideas visible in this 
production. 

A more important example is 
the effective contrasting of the 
personal styles of Macbeth and 
his wife. Miss Houston brings a 
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Macbeth

certain terpsichorean intenstiy to 
her playing from her first springy 
entrance down the stairs at stage 
right with Macbeth’s letter to her 
last, more languorous descent of 
the same stairs by candlelight. 
For a while her flamboyant self- 
awareness works well with the 
sturdier, trudging egotism of 
Macbeth. When he hesitates to 
kill Duncan, she practically 
tangos him into the deed, 
sweeping around the set until she 
moves him physically to her own 
tempo. Her breakdown after the 
‘murder is not so much a matter 
of a sensitive nature recoiling 
from the bloody facts of life as a 
response to Macbeth’s newly 
apparent indifference to her. The 
dancer needs a partner for her 


act. Macbeth — it becomes 
evident only after he fulfills his 
nature — walks alone. The 
portrayal of this estrangement, 
worked out in several scenes 
chiefly through _ gesture, 
positioning, and body attitude, is 
on a professional level of 
stagecraft. Lady Macbeth’s 
despair is a painfully moving 
experience for the audience long 
before the sleep-walking episode. 

I have two specific objections 
to parts of the performance. 
First, the director apparently 
never made up her mind whether 
Malcolm was an imbecile or a 
hypocrite. He baffled me. So did 
his accent. Second, the Weird 
Sisters come across as nutty- 
weird, really crackers. They 
could be twice as obscene and 
scary as they are here, if they 
were allowed to make audible 
sense. They mean business, after 
all. And most of it is the business 
of this play.

Super- Realist Vision’’ 


By Kenneth Baker 


The De Cordova Museum in 
Lincoln currently has on view an 
excellent show of ‘““New Realist”’ 
painting called “The. Super- 
realist Vision.”’ This show is, so 
far as I know, the best exhibition 
of this tendency in painting yet 
to be seen in the Boston area, 
and it is sufficiently varied and 
representative to raise a lot of 
good questions. 

Perhaps the first question to 
ask yourself when you look at a 
show like this is whether these 
paintings represent what you 
consider to be reality. You may 
find that instead of being able to 
answer yes or no, you feel that 
the question doesn’t make sense 
for some reason. It may be that 
we don’t know what to call reali- 
ty anymore because we now 
sense “the real”’ to be a matter of 
(unspoken) pragmatic consen- 
sus, and .yet we have no clear 
way of registering or testing such 
consensus. This situation may 
have something to do with the 
ascendancy of electronic com- 
munications media. Television 
especially promotes the sense of 
common reality, while at the 
same time promoting our sense 
of remoteness from other tv- 
watchers. The subject matter of 
most ‘‘New Realist” paintings is 
the sort of thing to which we 
might say, “Well, it’s not un- 
real,’’ but which does seem es- 
pecially representative of the 
concept “reality.” 

There is an interesting critical 
argument implicit in the 
writings of Michael Fried on 
abstract painting that is worth 
recounting here. One way of 
describing the condition in 
which we don’t know what is ul- 
timately real to us is to say that 


tions lie. When there is no longer 
a thing or a body of phenomena 
that is peculiarly representative 
of what is real to us, we have to 
look elsewhere to find evidence 
of what we treat as real. The 
assumption here is that we never 
behave as if nothing were real to 
us unless we are quite deranged. 
So our own actions must express 
our certainties better than 
anything else, and if we don’t 
know what is finally real to us, 
this must mean that we are blind 
to whatever in our own actions 
expresses this. The only conclu- 
sion seems to be that our 
problem about deciding what is 
real to us is a problem in seeing 
and understanding ourselves, 
not a matter of seeing and un- 
derstanding the physical world. 
(Fried apparently wanted to 
claim that the abstract painting 
he sponsors uniquely offers us 
the experience of conviction in 
its quality, and that this ex- 
perience can teach us to 
recognize when we express con- 
viction elsewhere in our lives.) 
Now the curious thing about 
most ‘‘New Realist” paintings is 
that they express no vexation at 
all about questions of reality, 
almost as if these painters 
recognized that reality in human 


terms has little or nothing to do ~ 


with physical place. Most “New 
Realists” seem in fact to be 
bypassing issues in painting 
altogether. Works like Jack 
Mendenhall’s, Tom Blackwell, 
David Parrish’s, and Audrey 
Flack’s, for example, seem to be 
straightforward delectations of 
visual stuff performed with a fine 
awareness of the history of 
modern painting. The choice of 
subject matter in these pictures

than their execution. Many of 
the most attractive pictures in 
the De Cordova show are quite 
abstract in the sense that they 
require a real effort to be seen as 
images. I’m thinking of Joseph 
Raffael’s ““Navaho Brave” and 
Ben Schonzeit’s ‘“‘Mackerel’’ as 
examples. Both their paintings 
are actually easier to see as 
abstract than as figurative. 
Formally, many of the pain- 
tings in this show effect a kind of 


treatments of the canvas that 
abstract painters in recent years 
have set in opposition. The very 
notion of a realistic picture im- 
plies a uniform clarity of surface, 
a uniform illusion of transparen- 
cy. At the same time, many 
Realists,” working from 
photographs, tend to compose 
their pictures with the focus of 
attention at the center. Ben 
Schoenzeit’s ‘‘Mackerel” is a 
painting with a central platter of 
fish, like a target, as the center

of attention. But the colors and 
textures in the picture are handl- 
ed in such a way that our atten- 
tion is simultaneously spread 
over the entire surface. We see 
the surface and see through it at 
the same time; this is the kind of 
doubleness of aspect that 
abstract painters frequently try 
for. 

It is plain in the De Cordova 
show that the old dichotomy 
between representation and 
abstraction is not really to the 
point any more. Many of the 
paintings on hand here were ob- 
viously done with an awareness 
of abstraction not just as a foil 


but as a limit. The old assump-. 


tion was that non-objective art 
was the art of the dehumanized 
modern age. But now, at a time 
when the term “‘modern” sounds 
a little dated, represcntation in 
painting seems to be as 
dehumanized as abstraction 
must have looked at one time. 
The world depicted in “New 
Realist’’ pictures seldom in- 
cludes human beings, and when 
they are brought in, it is either 
with irony, as in Mel Ramos’s 
“Touche Boucher” or because 
they are so unself-conscious as to 
look like representations of the 
past, of a purely fictional condi- 
tion of innocence, (Richard 
Maclean’s “Albuquerque’’). 

The world depicted in most of 
these pictures is simply a world 
in which the problem of human 
reality is mooted perhaps 
because there’s no way of raising 
it in figurative terms at this 
time. What we’re left with is the

The Secret Life of Our Times: 
New Fiction from Esquire, 
Gordon Lish, editor, Doubleday, 
641 pp., $12.95. 


This is a collection of three 
dozen stories, many like none I 
have ever read before, and the 
more I think about them and the 
literary movement which they 
represent, the more I’m con- 
vinced that a time of gi 

osperity is upon us. Certainly 
this onal a sign, if we still need 
one, that fiction has become 
another kind of art than it used to 
be, different in its aims and 
methods from the novels and 
stories we grew up with, and 
different, too, in its requirements 
of us. But the relative novelty of 
this fiction”’ is of secondary 
importance: what matters first 
of all is the talent it has turned 
loose, and judging by the writers 
in The Secret Life alone, in- 
novative fiction is in for a strong 
season. 

To tell you why I think so, I can 
think of no better way to begin 
than by. quarreling with Tom 
Wolfe, who wrote an introduction 
to this book. He’s right about the 
basics: the conventions of realist 
narrative have passed over to the 


journalists and the 
moviemakers, and writers of 
fiction have created a 


renaissance of ‘fable, legend, 
parable, myth,’’ But there’s 
something fatally approximate 
about the rest of what he says. 
Some of these writers do, as 
Wolfe puts it, ‘“‘write directly in 
the form and rhythms of the 
fable, the fairy tale, or the old 


epic histories,’ but most of them 
go about it differently, and all he 
can find in their work is a new set 
of conventions that sound, as he 
describes them, exactly like 
cliches. Not that he’s completely 
unjustified: looking over the 
“new” writers included here — 
they’re new to me — I find two 
tales of miraculous gluttony, two 
paranoid fantasies, two 
triangular relationships in- 
volving man and wife and car. 
Gail Godwin and Joy Williams 
seem to be writing the same sad- 
eyed lady. Earl Thompson and 
Alan V. Hewat both set three men 
afloat on the sea and end up 
laughing at death. Likewise 
among the more established 
authors: Borges and Marquez 
contribute legendary adventures, 
James Purdy and Don DeLillo 
offer baroque decadence, Barth 
and Gardner revisit the classics. 
I think we’re up against one of the 
collection’s organizing principles 
rather than a limitation of the 
new fiction itself, but Wolfe has a 
point just the same. Some of 
these stories are a little too a la 
mode. 

But I don’t know what to make 
of him when he says they give 
him the feeling ‘‘that there is no 
hope, and, worse, no point, that 
the world is coming to an end, the 
game is up, the darkness is 
rolling in.’’ The world is coming 
to an end for everyone someday, 
of course, even, for some of us, 
today. But I don’t owe this insight 
to The Secret Life of Our Times, 
and if I hadn’t taken it with me 
when I opened the book, it 
probably wouldn’t have occurred 


to me at all. These are not 
prognostic assessments of the 
world situation. These are stories 
of the secret life, the life more 
private than the private life it- 
self, the solitude from which we 
hear dim rumors of a world of 
facts and figures, laws and wars, 
all the noise of ‘‘the news’’ in all 
its forms. The claims they press 
are the claims of the imagination, 
and where else can we nourish 
our hopes and look for the point of 
it all? I’m speaking of the 
imagination as a pure human 
resource, a defensive weapon 
against the devils that stalk us. 
“We have it because we do not 
have enough without it,” as 
Wallace Stevens once said, and 
because there’s so much of it in 
The Secret Life it’s actually a 
cheerful book,. an exuberant, 
even a festive book. 

But it’s also a book of our 
times. ‘‘Absence, sterility, 
mourning, oprivation and 


separation abound throughout 


the land,’’ says a voice in one of 
these stories, a man on the radio, 
and most of the others bear him 
out. Hilma Wilitzer’s heroine tells 
her husband, ‘‘Love has left this 
land,’’and the woman of the 
house in ‘“‘Wednesday,”’ by Joyce 
Carol Oates, declares that she 
“can’t live like this much 
longer.’’ David Ohle’s Moldenke, 
a humanoid Bozo who wants off 
the bus, lives ‘‘the haunted life,’’ 
and the loving, happy father-of- 
three in Robert Ullian’s ‘‘A Snag 
in the Harp” is also haunted. ‘‘A 
blurred, clandestine instinct deep 
inside him’’ makes’ him 
vulnerable to the violence and 


anxiety and the lives of the people 
he meets. Thinking of his wife 
and family, he wonders whether 
“perhaps the times would leave 
them alone,” and this is a 
primary issue for most of the 
authors represented here. The 
sense that the world is in pursuit 
yields up the theme of escape, 
release, deliverance. So Don 
DeLillo’s cop, pounding a mercy 
beat through Times Square, 
offers the city’s victims ‘‘a shady 
nook of the mind. A sort of grassy 
mental resting place. A leafy 
ensconcement. A mytho-lyrical 
bower deep in a dell.’’ But 
Michael Rogers ends ‘‘A Great 
Feeling’’ with his narrator riding 
off into oblivion ‘‘on an immense 
blast of boiling air and flame... 
through the thin and aged plaster 
of my yellow ceiling and past the 
solid rafters of the attic, and 
then, in a cloud of cedar shingles 
and roofing papers and bed linen, 
I am launched, for the space of a 
heartbeat, as the brightest of 
stars in the cloudless night sky.” 
An imposing exit, and closer, I 
think, to the spirit of the book as a 
whole than DeLillo’s shady nook. 


For, like the parables, fables 
and myths which it resembles, 
this kind of fiction gives us the 
unofficial view of reality, and it 
seems to be against us, just as it 
seemed to the fabulists of other 
times. Like them, the writers in 
The Secret Life don’t stop with 
complaining about it: accepting 
the adversary relationship with 
reality, they do something about 
it. To a mind like Wolfe’s, this is 
“‘nihilism,”’ but it’s nothing of the 


sort. It’s just that the fable 


‘doesn’t revere reality, and the 


fabulist, the true lie-minded man, 
fas aspirations against it. And so, 
in “‘Blacaman the Good, Vendor 
of Miracles’ by Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez we have a hero who is 
“capable of convincing an 
astronomer that the month of 
February was nothing but a herd 
of invisible elephants.’’ And John 
Barth’s ‘‘Dunyazadiad’’ recalls 
the thousand-and-one. nights 
through which, by the power of 
tale, Scheherazade preserved 
herself and the virgins of her 
kingdom from the ravening 
tyrant. James Purdy chronicles 
the life of Elijah Thrush — 
“mime, poet, painter of art 
nouveau, most beautiful man in 
the world’’ — a tale to the taste of 
our times “‘in neither vocabulary 
nor meaning... and _ for 
this reason also I embrace it 
wholeheartedly.”” The point of 
this brief list is that these writers 
exult in the fabulous, and The 
Secret Life is a celebration of its 
return. 


As for reality, it’s still out 
there. How much does it matter 
to us? ‘‘My notion,’’ says William 
Harrison (in ‘“‘The Warrior’’) “‘is 
that the philosophers can never 
tell us — nor the artists or anyone 
else.’’ There’s no time for that 
question anymore, reality itself is 
out of control, and all we can be 
expected to pay attention to are 
“things that zoom and explode 
beyond our immediate com- 
prehension like comets, so that 
we stop and ask, —_ what was 
that?’ ”

A DELICATE BALANCE. Good screen 
adaptation of a truly grating play, so it all 
comes down to how you feel about Edward 
Albee. Kate Reid gives a perfect Albee 
performance, which means she comes across so 
shrill and flabby asto make even Shelly Winters 
(who is not in this, by the way) look genteel by 
comparison; she is also forced to carry on that 
great length about “stinking green sickness’’ 
and “L-O-V-E-” and “‘hate” and so forth. But 
Katharine Hepburn is not your usual Albee 
type, and thank goodness for that; the hauteur 
she radiates is entirely her own, and not quite 
perverse enough for the play’s purposes. Paul 
Scofield and Lee Remick are good, Joseph 
Cotton is wasted in a mealy-mouthed role, and 
Tony Richardson’s direction makes the most of 
everyone.

Dul- 
ly photographed and abominably paced; it 
gives no palable sense of time passing, though 
it runs nearly three hours. Perpetual chop- 
ping, plowing, hewing and so forth may have 
some appeal for closet ascetics, but that’s 
about all.

THE LONG GOODBYE.,. Originally billed 
as a latter-day detective story, and now 
advertised as straight satire, Robert Altman’s 
reworking of Raymond Chandler is not so 
easily pigeonholed.

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Toy Shopping — ‘“‘You Better Watch Out

Each brightly wrapped toy 
under your Christmas tree 
presents a potential Pandora’s 
Box for your child; toys can 
maim, burn, blind, and kill 


— An eight-year-old girl was 
playing with outdoor lawn 
darts. She was struck in the 
head by one dart and 
sustained permanent brain 
damage. 

— The hair of a little girl’s 
doll caught fire and burned 
like napalm. Molten flame 
flashed at the little girl and 
her face became ‘‘a horrible 
smear of flesh without any 
definition of nose, cheeks or 
chin.”’ 

— An eleven-year-old boy was 
playing with a toy airplane, 
attached by a cord, that could 
be propelled at an unsafe 
speed. The boy was struck by 
the plane and blinded in one 
eye. 

— When a “toy” crossbow 
misfired, a ten-year-old boy 
accidentally killed his eight- 
year-old brother. 


Edward M. Swartz, Boston 


lawyer and author of the book 
Teys That Don’t Care, has taken 


on the major toy manufacturers 
in important court battles 
against dangerous toys and in 
defense of the innocent children 
who have suffered. 

Since the publication of his 
book in 1971, Swartz said that the 
toy industry and the government 
have waged a strong public 
relations campaign ‘‘to lull 
consumers into believing that 
there are safer products and that 
more is being done to protect the 
consumer.”’ 

But ‘‘substantial pockets of 
resistance’ to toy safety 
awareness still exist this holiday 
season, Swartz said. He finished 
his annual shopping tour of the 
area November 12 and found a 
doll that advertised flame-proof 
hair and ribbon. ‘‘But the rest of 
the doll’s body turned into a 
torch when it was lit,’’ he said. 


A “‘safe’’ label is a marketing 
gimick, he said. Whep a toy 
product carries an age 
recommendation or a ‘‘safe’’ 
notice that applies to only one 
aspect of the toy, the company is 
trying ‘‘to pawn it off as a safety 
label’’ For example, a dangerous 
dart game received a new label 
and is now called a ‘‘sport

game,”’ Swartz said. ‘‘This is lip 
service safety. Some things 
cannot be made safe by a 
labeling change.”’ 

Slingshots, bean blowers and 
other projectiles have been 
banned in Massachusetts, he 
explained, but in a Sears 
Roebuck store he discovered the 
Dick Dastardly parachute man, 
launched by a slingshot. If the 
parachutist is lost or thrown 
away, the slingshot remains, he 
said. 

“Projectile toys generally 
should be banned,”’ he stressed. 


*‘*They’re not really toys. 


They’re weapons and they cause 
too many eye injuries.”’ 

The prevention of injuries is 
the interest of the Toy 
Manufacturers’ Association of 
America, according to their 
representatives, Swartz said, but 
whenever he and other toy 
vigilantes complain about a 
particular product, the 
companies ask for casualty 
statistics. 

“T hate the toy industry when 
they say ‘Show us a body 
count.’,’’ Swartz said. ‘‘How 
many children have been hurt 
and burned? We have been 
unsuccessful if one child dies 


One is one too many.”’ 

Before a dart gun can be 
declared hazardous, it is 
necessary to present statistics 
on the number of persons who 
have been blinded, he continued. 
Before blindness even. occurs, 
the culprit should be removed 
from the marketplace, he said. 

The toy industry argues that 
greater parental awareness is 
needed. This can be used in their 
defense. 

“But what if kids don’t have 
parents who are aware?”’ Swartz 
asked. Often, toys become 
‘‘surrogate baby sitters’’ and the 
child is left unwatched. To 
complicate Sawrtz’s task, one- 
third of all toys are bought by 
children directly without their 
parents. These children are 
‘‘captive consumers,”’ he said. 

‘‘What right have they (the toy 
companies) got to make a profit 
on a toy that hurts children?” 
Swartz continued. When he 


showed evidence of dangerous | 


products in his book, the toy 
companies battled him in their 
trade journals. They denied that 
toys were dangerous and blamed 
foreign import toys, he added. 
“Toy companies have not 
recalled a toy on their own 


initiative without government 
intervention,” he said. ‘‘They’ve 
polluted the environment. These 
toys are already in the toy 
boxes.”’ 

“Companies only understand 
bucks, money,’’ Swartz said. 
“And it’s going to cost them 
money to make bad toys. We will 
get larger and larger verdicts 
against them.” 

In the courts, the children are 
finally winning. Toys once 
considered innocent must now 
prove their innocence, he said. 
Children feel personally 
threatened and it teaches them 
to be suspicious. ‘‘There are 
people out there who will make a 
buck on their hydes,’’ Swartz 
emphasized. 

For safety in the Christmas 
season, Swartz suggested that 
parents save the toy money for 
their children’s education and 
instead, make the toys at home. 
Another plus is that if the child 
breaks a home-made toy, he will 
not feel ‘‘guilty’’; when an 
expensive, Christmas toy is 
destroyed, the child feels the loss 
is large and not easily reparable.

When you 
purchase toys, make sure that 
they span the ages of all the 
children in your home; small 
children are very likely to get 
into the toys of the older 
brothers and sisters, he 
explained. 

High price is not an indication 
of safety, he said. Some 
expensive dolls are more 
flammable than cheaper dolls. 
“You can’t equate price with 
safety, but knowledge will buy 
safety,” he said. 


Federal and State Toy Law. 


According to Barbara 
McEachern, public information 
officer at the Boston office of the 
federal Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, parents 
should buy toys without sharp 
points, edges, pins, or squeakers 
that the child can find and 
swallow, and are proper for the 
child’s age. Another dangerous 
toy is the high-rise handlebar 
bicycle that is unstable to mount, 
she said. 

Other federal hints for 
choosing safe toys include 
checking fabric labels for ‘‘non- 
flammable’’ ‘*flame- 


damage a child’s ears. Shooting 
games, especially dart and 
arrow toys, should not be bought. 

Swartz adds to this check list 
‘‘electrical’’ toys that operate on 
110 volt household current. 

For small children, the federal 
guidelines approve toys that will 
not break easily into small 
jagged pieces, do not contain 
straight pins, wire or nails, are 
not made of glass, do not have 
parts that can pinch fingers or 
catch hair, and do not have 
detachable parts that can lodge 
in the windpipe, ear or nostrils. 

For additional information on 
toy safety, you can call toll free 
800-638-2666 from 9:30 a.m. to 8 
p.m. 

According to Ms. McEachern, 
the federal government has 
banned 1,500 toys but some of 
these dangerous toys are still on 
the market. The banned list 
includes such products as 
‘“clacker’’ balls, some archery 
equipment and dart games, dolls 
and stuffed animals with sharp 
pins on them, some whistles and 
toy tents that are flammable. 

The Massachusetts Child 
Protection and Toy Safety Act, 
passed in 1972, was opposed by

Mr. Nixon’s Christmas gift to 
the nation darkened stores and 
lowered home thermostats — 
notwithstanding, it’s not likely 
that people are going to give up 
on holiday gifting. There is a way 
however, to put a warmer 
seasoning to your shopping 
spree. 


There are a large number of 
independent artists in 
Cambridge-Boston whose wares 
not only provide a boost to 
alternative economics, but also 
make unique gift choices. No 
listing of these places can be 
complete — even the American 
Friends Service Committee’s 16- 
page booklet on holiday 
alternatives (available for 25 
cents by writing to 48 Inman St., 
Cambridge) doesn’t attempt to 
be exhaustive. 


We can make a few 
suggestions, however, and shall. 


A good place to begin is by 
checking out those stores which 
specialize in gifts from the poor. 
New this year is THIRD WORLD 
GIFTSHOP at Packard Manse. 
which not only avoids the 
corporate middleman and sends 
the profits directly to peoples’ 
coops around the world, but also 
benfits the ecumenical training 
center. From Route 128, take 
Rte. 24 to Stoughton Center and 
ask when you get there how to 
find 583 Plain Street. The Manse 
features wares from 30 differnt 
countries ranging from Korean 
brassware to alpaca goods (for 
expensive gifties to a number of 
lower priced gifts — dolls, 
woodcarvings, baskets, 
patchwork quilts. The gift shop 
is open 1-5 p.m., seven days a 
week, or by appointment. 


THE APPALACHIA SHOP, 
located this year in Garage 
decor at 36 Boylston Street, off 
Harvard Square, is selling gifts 
from the mountains, toys, quilts, 
long skirts, cheap rugs. And 
what you spend goes directly to 
VISTA-founded coops or 
individual makers.

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The Tree Decision — 


Cut, Live or 


Ry Dean Huggins 


A political refugee from 
Germany set up the first 
documented Christmas tree in 
Boston. 

Charles Follen, who decorated 
the tree for his son in 1832, 
taught German at Harvard 
College until his dismissal for his 
interest in the anti-slavery 
movement, more than a quarter 
century before the Civil War. 

Modern Bostonians have a 
larger selection of trees than 
‘Follen did. In addition to cut 
pines and firs, dealers today sell 
live Christmas trees for the 
ecology minded and artificial 
trees. 

Cut trees average one dollar a 
foot at the Faneuil Hall Flower 
Market, the largest Christmas 
tree dealer in the Faneuil Hall 
area. The price also ‘‘depends on 
the size and shape of the tree,”’ 
according to Harry McCue, 
owner of the open air market. 

Haggling over the price is ‘‘a 
customary thing,’’ he said. 
About 90 percent of the 
customers dicker over the price. 
‘‘People enjoy the fact that they 
can do it,”’ he said. 

The most popular tree for the 
season, part of ‘‘the old 
tradition,’’ is the balsam fir,

McCue said. But the scotch pine 
has been gaining in preference. 
The balsams come from Canada 
and the pines’ from 
Pennsylvania. 

Selecting a tree ‘‘depends on 
the individual,’’ McCue said, but 
he suggested several points to 
keep in mind when shopping. 
Search for a four sided tree 
“unless you want to put it in a 
corner,”’ he said. In that case, 
find a three sided tree. 

Look for symmetrical tiers on 
the tree. The branches of a 
conifer grow in a ring about the 
trunk. In addition, ‘‘you’ve got to 
get a good, strong needle,’’ he 
said. The needle should be firmly 
attached to the branch. The tree 
should also smell fresh and the 
color should be ‘‘a good forest 
green color,’’ McCue said. 

Once the tree is purchased and 
brought home, a few inches 
should be cut off the bottom of 
the trunk and a cross sawed into 
the newly exposed wood. These 
two steps help the tree absorb 
moisture. The tree should be 
placed in water. Directions 
come with the trees sold at the 24- 
hour stand, he said. 

McCue also hopes to have live 
(i.e. replantable) Christmas 


trees for sale. Their height will 
vary between three and four 
feet. Other dealers will be 
selling trees, including Tree- 
Land, Inc. at 889 Memorial Drive 
in Cambridge. They will sell six 
varieties of trees, from 30 inches 
to eight feet tall, that range in 
price from $2 to $25, according to 
Paul McLay, president of the 
firm. 

Price is related to size and 
variety. The least expensive tree 
is the white spruce, he said. The 
height range that is popular for 
the live trees he has sold in the 
past is four to five feet. 

Tree-Land also sells cut trees 
and McLay said that in the past 
two years the interest in live 
trees has increased more than 
the interest in cut Christmas 
trees. 

When looking for a live tree, 
check the price and then 
examine the tree’s color, McLay 
suggested. It should be a 
“vibrant green color,” he said. 
Then check the needles. They 
should feel rubbery; fallen 
needles around the root ball are 
a sign of root damage or 
dehydration.

Once the tree is home, he 
advised keeping it: away from 
heat and placing the root ball in a 
pan or soaking it to retain the 
moisture. Lights should be used 
as little as possible; the heat will 
dry out the tree. The tree should 
be kept in the house no longer 
than 10 days to two weeks, he 
added. 

The New England Chapter of 
the Sierra Club also has 
recommendations on caring for 
a live Christmas tree. Owners 
should select a spot to plant it 
after Christmas and dig a hole 
for the root ball before the 
ground freezes. The dimensions 
for the hole should be a foot 
wider than the ball and six 
inches deeper than the ball. 
After the hole is dug, a six inch 
mound should be built with good 
soil on the bottom. Then the hole 
should be filled in with hay, 
leaves, or peat moss and 
covered. Some dirt should be 
kept indoors. 

Once the tree is purchased, the 
club suggests it be kept in a cool 
place, but no colder than 15 


degrees, to prepare it for indoor 
temperatures. After the tree is 
brought into the house, it should 
be kept in a cool room or the 
temperature set at 70 degrees 
and left standing for only five to 
seven days. It should be watered 
daily, enough to keep the roots 
moist. 

The tree should be placed back 
in the cooler temperature for 
two days after it is taken down so 
it can adjust to the cold outside. 
Then, to plant it, the Sierra Club 
suggested that the ball, including 
the burlap wrapping, be placed 
in the hole, two-thirds of the hole 
filled and tamped, and then a 
pail or two of water added. Once 
the water is absorbed by the soil 
the rest of the hole can be filled 
and mulched with hay or leaves. 

“Before anyone buys a live 
tree they ought to think about 
what they’re going to do with it 
after Christmas,’’ according to 
Saundra Cohen, office manager 
at the Boston chapter. One 
option she suggested was giving 
the tree to a friend who can plant 
it in his back yard. 

A pamphlet on live Christmas 
trees is available from the club 
by sending a self addressed, 
stamped envelope to the New 
England Chapter of the Sierra 
Club, 14 Beacon St., Room 719,

The third choice Greater 
Bostonians have for a Christmas 
tree is an artificial tree. Various 
sizes and models, at a wide 
range of prices, are available 
throughout the city. 

Lechmere Sales at 88 First St., 
Cambridge, has trees with four 
fullnesses, from four to seven 
and a half feet tall, and a price 
range of $7 to $75, according to 
Randy Gould, assistant manager 
of the seasonal department. 
Most of the trees are green or 
greenish blue and are a spruce or 
balsam type, he said. The most 
popular height for an artificial 
tree is seven to seven and a half 
feet. 

The store carries trees with 
two styles of assembly. For the 
first style, the branches must be 


. placed one by one into the proper 


holes on the trunk. It takes 15 
minutes to a half hour to finish. 
These tend to be the cheaper 
trees, he said. The other style 
‘takes only a few minutes to set 
up. The branches are connected 
to rings, forming tiers, and the 
rings are slipped down the trunk. 
Then the branches open up like 
an umbrella, Gould said. 

Lord & Taylor at Boyston St. 
carries a scotch pine and a 
regular pine, six to seven and a 
half feet tall and priced from $60 
to $80 and trees three to four and 
a half feet tall, priced from 
$12.50 to $27.50, according to 
Nancy Quick, head of the 
Christmas shop. Prices are 
basically determined by height. 

“They all are rather full. You 
can’t see through them,” Ms. 
Quick said. The branches must 
be put into the trunk individually 
and the tree must be shaped, she 
said. All are green. 

The decorated display trees 
can be purchased as they are. A 
six-foot, $60 tree, decorated, 
would cost about $170, she 
estimated. 

The range for trees at Jordan 
Marsh, 450 Washington St., is $2 
for a two-foot tree to $95 for a 
seven and a half foot tree, 
according to Florence Anderson, 
assistant buyer of the trim and 
tree department. The price 
depends on fullness, shape, 
length of the needles, and

lobbyists from the toy industry, 
according to Joseph Lawless, 
legislative assistant to House 
Speaker David Bartley. But 
strong support for the law came 
from the Consumer’s Council 
and from individual citizens, 
especially those whose children 
had been injured, he said. 

Some Massachusetts 
consumer groups had criticized 
the federal government for 
“dragging its feet’’ on the toy 
safety legislation, he said; in 
addition, early Massachusetts 
toy laws had been fragmented 
and lacked conprehensive 
guides. 

Lawless said that the new act 
compliments the federal law and 
has strict, universal application. 
“It’s probably the strongest 
state toy law in the country,” he 
added. 

The law stipulates that if a 
person buys a banned toy, the 
seller must buy it back and pay 
for all costs such as mailing, he 


_ explained. The Toy Act with its 


broad guidelines covers ‘‘any 
conceivable hazard,”’ he said, 


and carries heavy fines up to 
$10,000. Lawless stressed that 
the act has sweeping powers 
with the strength to embargo any 
item and ban it outright. Also, 
Massachusetts consumers have 
finally gained the right to sue the 
toy manufacturer directly, he 
added. 

The Toy Act describes 
dangerous toys as those which 
present ‘‘thermal, mechanical or 
electrical hazards such as sharp 
cutting edges, loose parts that 
could be projected, or parts that 
heat up,’’ Lawless said. 


He cited one example of a 
stuffed monkey with real fur that 
was preserved with arsenic. 
When the toy animal was ripped 
open, the inside contained a lye- 
substance instead of a non-toxic 
filler and the mechanical parts 
were ‘‘razor sharp.” 

Other hazards include dolls 
with spikes to keep the heads on 
and toys with parts that can be 
swallowed, he said. The Food 
and Drug division of the State 
Department of Public Health is 
the regulatory agency for the 
Toy Act and it recently found a 
toy gun for sale that could be 
converted into a pistol and then 


could fire a projectile, he 


explained. 
The health department works 


jointly with the federal 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, according to Dr. 
George Michael, head of the 
state department. 

‘“‘We send our people to the 
stores and then we determine if 
any of the toys on the market are 


hazardous,’’ Michael said. 


“We look for shattering plastic 
toys that can break into sharp 
pieces, baby strollers that 
collapse under weight, and baby 
jump-seats that have scissor-like 
parts that can pinch fingers 
when the baby jumps up and 


down in it,’’ he explained. 

The department also checks 
for proper labelling on toys 
powered by flammable fuel. 
“Some toys have leaky fuel 
reservoirs and we look for that,”

method of assembly. They are 
all green. 

No discussion of Christmas 
trees can ignore the hazards and 
the special rules that should be 
observed during the Yuletide 
season. The National Fire 
Protection Association in 
Boston, a _ non-profit 
clearinghouse of fire safety 
information, recorded 1,460 
Christmas tree and decoration 
fires last year. Cost of the 
damage amounted to $6,200,000. 

The association stressed the 
importance of buying a fresh 
tree, being wary of trees with 
brittle or shedding needles, and 
storing it in a cool place with the 
base in water. 

When setting it up, at least one 
inch of the tree trunk base should 
be cut off to help the tree absorb 


water. The tree should be in a 
non-tip, free standing holder that 
contains water. 

The Christmas tree should be 
kept away from heat and never 
block an exit, the association 
stated. It should be watered; 
when the tree stops drinking it 
should be thrown out. In 
addition, the association warned 
against depending on self applied 
sprays or other chemical 
treatments to keep the tree from 
catching fire. 

For the tree lights, the 
association recommended the 
inspection of last year’s sets for 
damage. Broken light sets should 
be thrown away. New light 
strings should be approved by a 
testing agency and not be 
plugged into a circuit greater 
than 15 amperes. Extension 
cords should be used rarely and 
not placed near foot traffic, 
through doorways or under rugs. 
The tree lights, as well as other 
holiday lights, should be turned 


off when going out or going to 
bed 


With an artificial tree, the 
association advised that the 
plastic should have a fire 
retardant label. Trees with their 
own electrical system should 
have a testing agency label. And 
indirect lighting should be used 
on metallic trees; light sets on a 
metallic tree present a shock 
hazard. 


Artificial tree branches are 
made by wrapping the needles 
around wire branches, according 
to Robert Kilpatrick, director of 
community services of the 
Boston office of the federal 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. Thus a tree with a 
wood trunk still has the shock 
danger. 


Tree lights carry a full 110 volt 
house current, ‘‘which is 
sufficient under the right 
circumstances to kill you,”’ he 
said.

And if you can do 
what my aunt did, incorporating 
love and care, you can put 
someone in contact with 
something that will be felt for a 
lifetime. 


The trick is to start with the 
person, what you know about his 
or her interest. Athletes are 
easy: the most elaborately 
equipped skier can always use a 
lift ticket. A tennis player would 
like time on an indoor court, a 
rider time on a horse, and so on. 
The less well you know someone 
the harder it will be, and because 
we tend to know people least who 
are much older or much youngcr 
than we are, I’ve concentrated 
here on ideas for kids and 
grandparents. Many, including 
the ones above, can be arranged 
for $10 or less. 


If you decide to give a kid a 
day in Boston, $2.40 will get you 
both into the Children’s Museum 
where there are thing to do as 
well as look at. The Aquarium 
tor two is $3. Together, with a 


lunch break, these would give a 
kid between 5 and 14 a big day.

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The Original Energy Conserving Holiday

The commercial power of the 
American Christmas is so 
enormous that its merchandising 
extends even to places where 
populations are not Christian. 
Xmas has come to South Korea, 
even to New York. Considering 
the seductive marketing, it’s not 
surprising that a holiday called 
Channukah, cursed with the 
coincidence of falling between 
Thanksgiving and December 25, 
has been adopted, in recent 
years, as the unlikeliest of 
festivals: a Jewish Christmas. In 


many a Jewish home gifts and 


gelt (money) have _ been 
dispensed to the young. 

This year the economic power 
of Christmas may be_ un- 
diminished, but no such claims 
can be made for other forms of 
power. And while it is all well and 
good to cut out Christmas lighting 
and the glowing image of plastic 
Jesus, the serious, God-fearing 
energy conservationist may find 
in poor, maligned Channukah, 
some striking new relevance for 
religion. Jews have never been 
ones to prosletyze, but, by rights, 
the drift of assimilation on these 
shores should reverse. 

Historically, there have been 
many scholars who maintain that 
Channukah is merely a reminder 
of a mideast war fought about 
2000 years ago by the Jews and 
Syrians. And, though there is 
truth to that, an obscure group of 
contemporary scholars are 
viewing the holiday in a new 
light: they see it as the original 
energy conservation holiday. The 


Festival of Lights, as Channukah © 


literally means, is nothing less 
than the Jewish celebration of 
triumph over the original oil 
shortage. 

Plenty of New Englanders 
would like to have a winter 
heating contract with a certain 
Jerusalem fuel distributor who, 
denied access to Syrian oil to 
light the city’s fabled temple, 
delivered, instead, a most 
remarkable substitute. It is that 
which Jews today commemorate 
as they wisely light candles, not 
light bulbs, in Menorahs for eight 
nights this month. They recall the 
following time: 

It is 168 B.C. Following a bloody 
guerilla war with the Syrians, the 
Jews of Palestine (then Judea) 
had retaken their capital city of 
Jerusalem. The holy temple, 
desecrated during the war, was 
finally to be cleansed and 
restored to Judiasm where once 
idols had been built. Doing that 
entailed re-igniting the Eternal 
Light, the kind of lamp still kept 
going constantly in synogogues 
today. It was that step which 
posed a problem. 


The oil required for such a 
lamp could not, by law, come 
from Syrian stock — pagan hands 
would have rendered the lamp 
unholy. After three years of war, 
the Jews’ holy refining capacity 
was, however, at an all-time low. 
A new supply of oil was not ex- 
pected for at least eight days. 


There was no shortage of 
Syrian oil. But Jewish leader 
Judah Maccabee (Judah the 
Hammer) would have none of it. 


A Channukah Menorah — definitely energy conserving. 


The Syrians had long been willing 
to supply Judea, but only on their 
own, empire-building, political 
terms. These included drastic 
changes in Jewish life-style, as 
well as tax payments to Syrian 
King Antiochus III. 


“We will not be party to in- 
ternational blackmail,’’ Mac- 
cabee is rumored to have said in 
a strategy session with his chief 


energy advisor, Simon ben 
Rockefeller. ‘‘I intend to see that 
within eight days we will have all 
our holy men working non-stop 


toward the great goal of oil in- 


dependence.” 

The Jewish population rated 
Maccabee’s credibility highly. 
During the three-year war, he 
had deftly led guerilla armies 
that had turned near-domination 
by Syria into long-awaited 


political independence for Judea. 
But energy independence seemed 
another ball game. Maccabee, 
facing many critics who over the 
course of the fighting had been 
willing to make concessions to 
the Syrians, now had to prove he 
was as skilled at domestic affairs 
as he had been at foreign policy. 
Energy advisor Simon had to 
meet the challenge. His only

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Ski Touring Ecological Winter Sport

I have an issue of a skiing 
magazine in which there is a 
piece entitled ‘I Love Touring, 
But...’’ Here are a few quotes 
from it: “One of the major 
myths affecting cross-country: 
You can jump on your skis 
anytime there are a few inches 
of snow on the ground and go 
galloping across any old bit of 
countryside... This go-anywhere 
myth is linked with a couple of 
hypes — namely, that cross- 
country will take you back to 
nature and that it’s the ultimate 
do-it-yourself sport...Let’s stop 
thinking of ourselves as hikers 
and backpackers on skis...We’ll 
have to drop another myth, that 
touring is skiing on the cheap.”’ 


The article is wrong on every 
point. This is a classic example 
of the kind of thinking many old- 
time tourers fear will spoil the 
sport. This kind of thinking 


‘usually has as its source the 


commercial motive, and its 
manifestations are expensive 
equipment and clothes, and 
special places to stay and tour — 
also expensive. These remarks 
cannot do otherwise than please 
the magazine’s advertisers — 
the manufacturers of equipment 
and clothing, the proprietors of 
resorts and inns. 

How can touring be spoiled? 
It’s such an essentially simple 
sport. Let those who want to pay 
high prices and spend their time 
in Alpine environments do it. But 
there’s no way they can force 
you to dance to their numbers, 
you Say. 

Well,the old-timer responds, 
just look how those simple skis 
you buy have gone up in price 
through the years. And, he says, 


if you care about whether other 
people are being bilked, and 
whether they’re having the 
pleasure they should, you have to 
care about such a thing as the 
commercialization of ski 
touring. 


This is quite a controversy in 
the world of touring, a 
most people touring 


finer experiences I've had in my 
touring seasons. Some of the 
prepared tracks I’ve skied on 
rank as some of the best places 
I’ve skied. I, too, am fascinated 
by the products of technology 
and like to profit from them. 
Although I think taking off on 
one’s own down some tree- 
walled woods road is the 
ultimate experience in the sport, 


prices double, and trail fees 
abound, you begin to wonder if 
the average Joe or Jane will 
even look at the sport that 
seemed tailor-made for them. 


You see, if touring develops in 
the proper manner — if the word 
that gets out about it is 
undistorted — it has the potential 
of a true mass spent, as it is in

If touring became a mass 
sport, it would strengthen the 
hand of all those interested in 
preserving the winter wilderness 
and just plain woods from 
becoming the exclusive domain 
of snowmobilers and, in the 
mountains, downhill ski area 
developers.

for the first time probably aren’t 
aware of. Many people, however, 
are afraid that touring will go 
the way of Alpine skiing. 

Well, I don’t think it will. I 
believe in that essential physical 
simplicity of the sport and the 
restrictions this places upon 
exploitation. Touring isn't 
dependent on motors. It is based 
on the values of self-reliance and 
solitude. And I’m not convinced 
commercialization will bring 
only evils. Some of the 
‘‘commercial”’ inns I’ve been to, 
with their conviviality and the 
opportunity they present of 
meeting people who share 
interests, rank as some of the 


I realize that many people are 
not ready for this. I have seen 
people so utterly ill-at-ease in 
the outdoors and on skis that | 
couldn’t help but think that they 
needed a good paid lesson. Also, 
to some degree I try to get along 
with the inevitable. Most of the 
touring in Scandinavia is done on 
prepared trails, and I’m under 
no illusion that our situation a 
few years from now is going to 
be any better. It should be as 


good. 

But I still am worried. It’s that 
advertising. That advertising 
that might scare people away 
from the sport. When touring 
fashions appear in Vogue, ski 


Norway, Sweden and Finland. 


It would be a much more 
beneficial mass sport than that 
of opening pop-top beer cans as 
we watch football on TV. Unlike 
many other nations, we seem to 
specialize in sports that nobody 
has much chance of 
participating in past the age of 
20. Touring is something 
everybody can do. Cross-country 
is the perfect secondary school 
sport: inexpensive - 
individualistic, yet it can be a 
team sport; for everybody, yet it 
can be intensely competitive; 
and it appeals to contemporary 
kids who are interested in 
getting int into the outdoors. 


sport to the environment. Unlike 
downhill skiing, it doesn’t 
concentrate people into, for the 
environment and their own 
spirit, a destructive force which 
can explode its effects over wide 
areas. Millions tour in 
Scandinavia, and the countryside 
is preserved. Millions could tour 
in the United States and there 
still would be plenty of places to 


‘get away from others. 


Unless something is done soon, 
downhill ski resorts are going to: 
gobble up the best of our 
mountains in much the same

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Ski Equipment Won’t Fit ina Stocking But... 


Buying skis involves a series of 
compromises. Unlike boots, 
where fit is the factor, and 
bindings, where safety is clearly 
first, skis lack that one, all- 
important prerequisite to keep 
you on course when you buy. 


But choosing from among the 
almost 300 models produced by 
more than 30 manufacturers is 
not quite the problem it seems. 
With current trends in ski 
design, even skiers of relatively 
modest ability can manage on 
advanced-level skis — barring 
such obvious mismatches as a 
lightweight beginner on 210-cm 
racers. Don’t but hot skis, of 
course, if you’re not a hot skier; 


_ merely keep in mind that picking 


a pair is not a life-or-death 
matter. If they’re not quite right 
they may handicap you 
somewhat, but you'll still be able 
to ski; you won’t have the agony 
you’d have with a poor choice of 
boots or the risk involved with an 
unsafe binding. So relax! If 
you’re replacing skis three years 
old or older, you’re almost bound 
to get a better pair if you take a 
few simple precautions. 


First, cast a critical eye at 
your boots. (If you’re wondering 
why, see the following article.) 
One thing is safe to predict: You 


won't get the benefit of your new 
skis if you’re still using a pair of 
soggy leather boots. Should you 
not have enough for both, buy 
boots first. 

Next, decide on the basic type 
of ski you want to buy. 
Essentially, this means you'll be 
choosing from among beginner- 
intermediate skis, which clude 
virtually all of the short skis 
currently on the market; 
recreational skis, intended for 
the stem-christie-to-parallel set; 
high-performance skis, which 
are slightly detuned versions of 
competition skis; and true 
racing skis, of which there are 
few. 

You can probably already 
recognize from this list the type 
of ski you should have. However, 
there are some options worth 
considering which may pay off in 
greater skiing pleasure. For 
most short-ski-program 
graduates and for those who 
have mastered the rudiments of 
edge control — snowplow turns 
and sideslipping — buying a 
beginner-intermediate ski is 
largely unnecessary; a good 
recreational model will make up 
for its stiffer demands on 
technique by its holding ability 
on ice and steeper slopes. 
Moreover, the athletic 


intermediate with enough 
chance to practice should have 
no real difficulty bypassing 
recreational models for high- 
performance skis — provided 
they’re about ten cm shorter 
than his recommended length. 
This also goes for recreational 
skiers who feel they’re stalled on 
a learning plateau; sometimes 
it’s the equipment, not lack of 
skill, that’s holding them back. 
On the other hand, occasional 
skiers (less than ten days a year ) 
who rarely venture beyond the 
easier intermediate trails may 
well have more fun with a longer 
short ski — somewhere between 
160 and 175 cm. You can find out 
if any of these options are for you 
by renting pairs in the various 
lengths. 

Once you’ve selected your 
basic type of ski, you'll still be 
confronted with a dozen or more 
pairs — all of which, if one can 
believe the sales pitches, will 
turn by your just thinking about 
it and hold like crampons on ice. 
At this point, you can simply 
surrender and trust the ski shop 
to sell you the right pair. Or, you 
can look a little further — at 
performance, price, and 
durability. 

If you’re budgetminded, for 
under $75 you can get wood 


beginner-intermediate skis 
which are probably good enough 
to get you through the early stem- 
christie stage. For $75 to $100, 
you may get some improvement 
in performance, but more 
important, you'll get skis made 
of fiberglass or metal, both more 
durable than wood. 

Between $100 and $150, you'll 
find most of the skis meant for 
recreational skiing up to solid 
parallel. The models below $125 
are apt to be tame for all but the 
lightest of competent skiers; 
they tend to emphasize easy 
turning at the expense of ability 
to hold fast turns on hard snow 
and steeper slopes. Those above 
$125 are more sure-footed at 
speed, but may require all- 
parallel skiing to make them 
perform at their best. 

Aspiring hot dogs and 
recreational skiers looking for 
adventure will probably favor 
the $150-$175 price range. Models 
in this category have a fair share 
of high-performance 
characteristics — but not to the 
extent that they require the last 
word in boots and technique to 
make them fulfill their potential. 

If jets, avalement, and 
perhaps some weekend racing 
are your thing, you definitely 
need high-performance skis, and 
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they may cost between $175 and 
$200 a pair. Skis in this price 
range usually have the latest 
performance details — low 
camber, waist back under the 
heel, carefully controlled 
torsion, etc., etc., — but to get 
the most out of them, you’ll need 
the right boots and technique. (A 
word of caution to serious 
racers: Despite the advanced 
features of these skis and despite 
the GS, SL, or DH labels on some 
of the models, very few meet the 
demands of high-level racing. 
Most racing skis found in ski 
Shops are slightly detuned 
versions of the real thing made 
versatile enough for recreational 
use. ) 

With all that performance, 
why bother with the skis costing 
$200 and more? The only real 
reason is that this group contains 
some of the most rugged skis 
available; aggressive heavy- 
weights who have a hard time 
getting skis that hold up may 
find a solution here. Beyond that, 
however, you’re paying for 
luxurious finish, cosmetics, and 
— let’s face it — for the dubious 
privilege of being first on the hill 


- with the latest idea in ski design. 


Of course, price categories are 
general; practically speaking, 
there’s a good deal of overlap. 
However, 1) by analyzing your 
present and potential skiing skill 
with these in mind, and 2) by 
being aware that you may find a 
higher-performance ski in a 
lower price category and vice

quite a bit or money. There are 
invariably some trade-offs 
involved. For instance, a number 
of fiberglass skis between $75 
and $100 will come close to doing 
everything you would expect 
from skis costing at least $25 
more — but at that price, 
uurability almost has to be a 
question. If you don’t make very 
heavy demands on your skis, this 
may not be a problem. However, 
it would be penny-wise to buy 
such skis if, within a season, you 
have to buy another pair because 
you need better performance. 


inches behind the midpoint of its 
chord length (the straight-line 
distance from tip to tail), low 
camber (a half-inch or a little 
less), almost equal torsional 
stiffnessat tip and tail, and flex 
only slightly stiffer at the tail 
than at the tip, will be more 
suitable for a modern high- 
performance techniques. 
Provided it isn’t too stiff overall, 
a ski with the waist less than six 
inches back, more than a half- 
inch of camber, and more 
torsional and flex stiffness at the 
tip than at the tail, will be easier 
to ski with stemmed maneuvers 
and less tiring for the beginner 
on intermediate. The first ski 
will give more precise control 
with less skidding at higher 
sppeds, but you must also have 
the boots for this type of skiing. 


better off buying that extra 
margin of performance. As 
we've noted, there’s little or no 
penalty in having a bit more 
performance than you need if 
you have good boots. Should vour 
skis be a mite too demanding a 
first, it’s possible to temporarily 
detune them: Round the edges 
lightly in the shovel region with 
fine emery paper, or round off 
the corners of the grooves by 
filling the groove with wax and 
then cleaning out the excess with 
a piece of three-quarter-inch 
tube. 


Finally, consider the length of 
your skis. Beginners and 
intermediates especially should 
keep them on the short side — 
since shorter skis are easier to 
turn. 


This year, we are pleased to 
report, many manufacturers 
have beefed up the shorter- 
length skis so they can support 
the heavier loads now placed on 
them by taller skiers without 
breaking. However, if you weigh 
160 or more, we suggest you 
approach short skis with some 
caution. 


A last bit of advice: Before 


taking delivery on your skis, 
make sure the bottoms are 
really flat, the edges sharp and 
free of nicks and deep file 
striations. The lack of these 
simple finishing touches can 
easily convince you you've 
bought the wrong pair. But a 
good pair of skis with top-notch 
finishing — and careful 
maintenance — can put you in 
seventh heaven.

seen fit to question, from the 
environmental point of view, the 
future development of the ski 
industry. Already, the article 
says, because of this 
obstructionism some ski areas 
are instituting reserved lift 
ticket policies. What are the 
increasing numbers of downhill 
skiers to do if they can’t have all 
the mountains? A Vermont 
official suggests cross-country 
skiing. His suggestion is 
scornfully compared to Marie 
Antionette’s ‘‘Let them eat 
cake.”’ 

Even for the more remote 
mountains the dangers are 
imminent. Already, Bigelow 
Mountain, Maine’s ‘“‘second 
mountain,’’ and one of our most 
magnificent, is being eyed 
covetously for a huge Alpine 
resort. 

But imagine a cross-country 
ski and snowshoe 
‘“‘development”’ for Bigelow: a 
single lodge in a remote valley 
serviced by snowvehicle 
shuttles; huts could be built with 
a network of trails. Hundreds, 
even thousands, could use the 


simple, nonprofit inns. 

There would be a way to do 
this. And a way to assure that ski 
touring isn’t coopted, ‘‘spoiled.”’ 
Touring skiers could organize. 
Organized, they could provide 
free whatever lessons are 
needed, map and maintain trails, 
buy equipment wholesale, 
propagandise, lobby. They could 
join with other outdoors people 
— hikers, mountaineers, 
snowshoers, canoeists, 
fishermen, hunters. They could 
organize from scratch or they 
could try to revive the 
community ski clubs of New 
England, many of which became 
moribund as skiing became less 
and less a sport for everybody 
and more and more for the 
affluent. 


I realize I’m bucking the Great 
American Traditions of spending 
lots of money for recreation and 
of moving about only with the aid 
of motors.

hope, an obscure section of the 
Old Testament tells us, lay with 
his brother-in-law, who ran a 
small off-shore operation near 
the city which had escaped the 
Syrian taint. 

“I'd like to help you,”’ said the 
brother-in-law to Simon, “but 
I’ve only got enough oil here for 
one day. Anyhow, these people 
around here say my pumps are 
ruining their beaches. They want 
to attract the summer rush of 
pilgrims.”’ 

“The off-shore rights are no 
problem,’’ Simon assured him. 
“Let me have whatever oil 
you’ve got. Maybe we can 
ration.” 

‘Rationing one day’s worth of oil 
over eight days seemed as 
hopeless as had once seemed the 
Jewish fight against the Syrians. 
It was then, however, that there 
occurred the only energy miracle 
recorded in the Bible. As a 
stunned populace worked at 
repairing the war-torn temple, 
the oil in the lamp burned not 
only the first few hours, but 


throughout the critical eight 
days. The energy crisis had 
ended. 

Scattered skeptics over the 
years have maintained that 
either a black market or 
smuggled Syrian oil was 
responsible for the lamp light, 
and some even charged that 
Maccabee engineered the oc- 
casion to undermine his domestic 
political enemies. Tradition, 
however, credits divine in- 
tervention. 


And, to this day, the Chan- 
nukah candles, from the lone one 
lit at the holiday’s beginning, to 
the eight lit on the finale of the 
eight days, honor the latter view 
of history. Of course, many 
eternal lights today are powered 
by electricity, but the whole story 
is enough to suggest that perhaps 
the Boston Housing Authority 
should appeal to channels even 
higher than Ted Kennedy for its 
fuel.

string or thread. Artificial fruits 
and flowers can be found in any 
dime store and can be set on 
branches or hung from the 
boughs. 


Stained-glass window cookies, 
paper curl ornaments and tin can 
stars are the specialties of 
Deborah Brien, an instructor in 
Christmas ornament making at 
the Cambridge Center for Adult 
Education. 

The cookie ornaments are 
completely edible and are made 
from a “very elastic dough” 
which doesn’t dry out, Ms. Brien 
said. The dough recipe follows. 


Blend together with a fork: 
1-3 cup shortening 

1 cup brown sugar 

¥2 cup molasses 

2-3 cup water 

2 teaspoons baking soda 
one teaspoon salt 

one teaspoon cinnamon 

Ye teaspoon nutmeg 

Ye teaspoon ginger 


Then add from four to six cups 
of flour. After you add four cups, 
kead the dough with your 
fingers. The warmth of your 
hands works well on the dough, 
Ms. Brien said. Add the 
remainder of the flour slowly. 
The humidity will determine 
how much flour the dough will 
take. 


Roll the dough into strands, 
like rcpes or snakes, a half inch 
in diameter. These dough ropes 
will form the leading in the 
stained-glass window cookies. 
On a large piece of wax paper 
form the outline or boundary ot 
your cookie with a long strand of 
dough. Make a circle, square, 
diamond or any shape you want. 


Then, with shorter dough ropes, 
make shapes and designs inside 
the boundary. These patterns 
can float freely inside the 
boundary or they can be 
connected to the boundary. Make 
a broad loop at the top of the 
cookie so you can later put a 
ribbon through it and hang it. 


Next, crush sour ball candies 
or life savers into one-eighth and 
one-quarter inch chunks. Wrap 
the candies in a towel and tap 
them lightly with a hammer. Fill 
in the open areas of your cookie 
with the crushed candy. This 
candy will melt in the oven and 
fuse the cookie into a solid 
stained-glass ornament. 


Put the cookie and wax paper 
on a cookie sheet and bake it for 
five to six minutes in a 350 
degree oven. Watch the cookie 
closely and as soon as the candy 
melts down, take it out, If the 
candy cooks too long, it will lose 
its bright color and turn amber. 


When the cookie has cooled, 
the wax paper will peel off the 
back. Use a ribbon to hand the 
cookie on the tree but keep it 
away from light bulbs. Or you 
can prop it on a window sill or on 
a fireplace mantel for 
decoration. 


People love the whole 
process,’’ Ms. Brien said, 
“almost more than the end 
product.” 


Angel faces can also be made 
from the dough, she added. 
Form a flat, solid circle of dough 
and use tiny dough beads for the 
eyes and a tiny strand for the 
mouth. Thicker, long dough 
ropes can form the hair curls. 
The face can be colored by 
brushing on beaten egg yolk 
mixed with food coloring. 


Flat ornaments can be made 


from wood and paper curls, Ms. 
Brien said. They can be loosely 
assembled with the emphasis on 
the nice way they hand. ‘‘When 
you walk by the tree, they 
move,”’ she said. You can get 
paper from local printers who 
have scraps from cards and 
brochures, she said. Or sue 
construction paper. 


Cut paper strips, bend them 
around and make free designs, 
Ms. Brien explained, and use 
white glue or staples to secure 
the shape. 


You can also roll the paper 
strip into a tight coil (like a 
watch spring) and glue the end to 
make a paper bead. If you don’t 
glue it, it makes a curly spiral. 
You can string these paper beads 
to form a garland. Send your 
needle and thread sidewise 
through the bead so you can see 
the coil. Or lay the beads next to 
each other with the coil visible 
and glue them side by side to 
form an ornament. 


Ms. Brien said that tin can 
covers offer unlimited ornament 
possibilities. When cutting the 
tin, use sturdy household 
scissors and wear cotton golves. 
The tin is sharp so hang the 
ornaments high up on the tree 
away from children. 


You can make a sun and curl 


the edges up and down, she said. 
Then, make a smaller sun or star 
and glue it to the bigger one with 
rubber cement. Before applying 
the blue, scratch the tin. 
Different shapes can be cut and 
glued together. She suggested 
buying glass paint in an art 
supply or stationery store and 
painting the tin. You can cut a tin 
can cover to form a spiral; begin 
at the edge and cut in a circular 
pattern. Or cut long strips 


straight across the cover. These 
Strips will twist themselves into 
icicles, she explained. 

Paper angels can be created 
with cone-shapes or flat 
triangles for bodies, round paper 
faces, and either wood or paper 
curls glued on for hair, she said. 

Ornamental balls can be made 
at home, according to John 
Burton Brimer in his book, 
Christmas All Through the 
House, available at the BPL. At 
any department store, buy 
plastic or styrofoam balls, 
sequins, felt, gold and silver foil, 
velvet, grosgrain ribbon, fake’ 
pearls and glitter. Use white 
glue and cover the balls with 
different designs and strips, 
according to your imagination 
and taste. 

Burned-out lightbulbs can be 
converted into tree balls, Brimer 
wrote. Paint the bulb in fruit 
colors and glue a twig and gold 
leaves to the threading so that 
the bulb looks like a fruit. 

Pine cones can become 
decorative birds or trees, 
Brimer said. To make a tree, 
spray paint the cone or cover it 
with glitter. Sequins and tiny 
beads can be glued in place as 
tiny ornaments and gold foil 
leaves and a bright bow can form 
the base. For a bird, make foil 
paper wings, tail and a crown of 
feathers for the head. Glue them 
to the cone. Beads can be used 
for the eyes and twigs will make 
and feet and beak. 

Without formal instructions, 
you can string popcorn and 
cranberries, using rug thread 
and a large needle to make a 
colorful, old-fashioned garland. 
Nuts and candied fruit can be 
added to the string and after 
Christmas, the garland can be 
hund on an outside tree to feed 
the. birds and squirrels. A 
simpler festoon can be made 


with strips of construction paper 
that form a paper loop chain. 


Tree decorations range from 
simple to complex and often 
depend on the interior style of 
your apartment or house. For 
instance, in a contemporary 
house, the tree could be covered 
with tiny, suspended mirrors, 
according to Benjamin Cook, 
interior decorator at Trade 
Winds on Newbury Street. Or a 
tree could be more colorful. He 
once painted a tree gold and 
hung orange-red velvet ribbon in 
loops from branch to branch with 
bouquets of orange-red 
chrysanthemums at the height of 
each festoon. This was against a 
chocolate brown wall, he added. 


We can’t all afford the 
Christmas tree trimming advice 
of an interior decorator nor can 
we have the beautiful tree that 
appeared in 1848 in Cologne, 
according to The Christmas Tree 
by Daniel J. Foley: 


“Lamps of scarlet and violet 
and green, sometimes like little 
brilliant peeping stars, glowed 
all over the tree. Minute fairies 


.dressed in white floated about in 


the air all around...Little elves 
dressed in short jackets, made of 
the peel of russet apples, popped 
in and out of the openings 
between the boughs. Grapes, 
both white and red, hung in large 
bunches beside clusters of dried 
raisins. Golden oranges’ and 


silver apples...dangled by 
invisible threads.”’ 
But, with the staggering 


number and variety of 
commercial ornaments and 
home-made ideas, each tree can 
be unique and charming, glowing 
with old-fashioned warmth and 
modern imagination.

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How Buy and Give Photographic Prints 


By Clif Garboden 


We are all about to drag 
ourselves once more into the 
warped commercial reality of 
Christmas gifts, that annual 
distortion of everyday life where 
a rapid attrition of hard sell hype 
all to conveniently zeros in on 
our social obligations. Since gift 
items are already a world unto 
themselves, there seems no real 
harm in expanding the realm 
with a new idea — especially a 
deserving one. By now no one is 
especially startled by the 
concept of handing out 
lithographed art reproductions 
or posters as holiday presents. 
The market for such things has 
expanded tremendously and in 


’ the past few years has stretched 


its limits to include mass 
produced commercially 
marketed photographic prints. 
Some of these, generally large 
format high contrast design 
shots are more decoration than 
photo-art. Most of these are 
highly unimaginative 11x14 
overprinted calendar shots or 
sappy color sunsets with the 
requisite silhouetted hand 
holders gazing tenderly toward 
the cosmos and blighting an 
otherwise colorful landscape. 
Barf, barf, right? Well, what 
most people don’t realize is that 
all photographers, especially 
those reluctant to sink to the 
depths of vespertine beach 
prancing, are desperate for 
money and willing, if not anxious 
to sell prints. Normally, low 
volume and high aspirations 
keep original photo prints out of 
the low cost gift item class, but 
prices, while not.as low as most 
people might expect are not as 
high as most art works either. 
Add to this the idea that you’ll be 
giving something fairly unique 


with some potential for 
increasing in value, and the idea - 


of buying original photo prints as 


‘a major gift purchase begins to 


make sense. 

Prints are acquired primarily 
through galleries. Though the 
general lack of interest in print 
buying may have caused many 
gallery directors to forget the 
procedure, almost all photo 
galleries are open to the idea of 
selling exhibited works either for 
commission from the 
photographer or simply by 
acting a middleman 

get you in touch with the 
artist. Long ago, galleries 
existed primarily for this reason 
— the exhibitor provided a 
showplace and acted as conduit 
in the trafficing of new art. Since 
people don’t buy anymore on a 
volume basis galleries’ have 
turned into minor museums — 
showing work, but seldom 
supporting themselves through 
sales. There is always a wealth 
of photography on exhibit in the 
Boston area, some of it is worth 


buying and practically all of it is’ 


for sale. 

There are some ‘inexpensive 
oddball ways of buying quality 
photographs. The National 
Archives in Washington has in its 
possession all the work done by 
the Farm Securities 
Administration photographers 
during the 1930’s. Dorothea 
Lange and a host of other 
photographers became famous 
but not very rich from this 
government subsidized program 
of social documentary and prints 
from original or archival copy 
negatives are available for a 
minimum printing fee. Likewise

many of the large museums will 
provide copy photographs — that 
is prints made not from original 
negatives but from negatives 
made by reshooting a finished 
photograph — for a similarly 
small fee, generally under five 
dollars. The quality in this latter 
instance is noticably inferior to 
the original, but you get what 
you pay for. 

Prices at local galleries 
usually range from around $35 or 


more depending on their fame 
and the limited edition factor. 
Unknown locals turn out some 
very fine and saleable work but 
too often price themselves out of 
the market simply because of 
the low number of sales that 
make their darkroom time and 
materials costs dispro- 
portionately expensive. Some 
photographers will sell prints 
made by custom finishing labs at 
cost or at a small mark up just to 


get their work in circulation 
which is a good idea for them 
and a source of potential 
bargains for you. 

-When buying from a reliable 
gallery or big name 
photographer you can feel fairly 
confident in trusting him to 
deliver. Some galleries sell 
primarily from stock and not on 
order which is ideal from the 
buyer’s point of view. If you 


‘contract to purchase a_ print 


from an unknown and no doubt 
impoverished newcomer you 
should be sure to pay attention 
and keep track of your order 
(and your money ). In may cases 
the gallery owner has little 
control over and no formal sales 
contract with a photographer 
and you will be dealing directly 
with someone who has no regular 
set up for selling his work, may

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Baking Decorative Cookies and Breads

Europeans really go berserk at 
Christmas. All systems are go. 
No holds of time or energy bar 
the way to making 
Christmastime a phantasmic 
production. Since time is not of 
the essence (yet) in most parts 
of Europe, the love of tradition 
and holidays is dying hard. 
Thank God! It’s no paltry turkey 
with Pepperidge Farm stuffing 
popping out of its behind that 
you'll find on the table. Their 
food is as heady as the large 
portions of alcohol consumed at 
this time of year. In Southern 
France the fare is Aioli, a garlic 
sauce which could knock you 
over with its pungency. They dip 
pieces of fish and special 
vegetables into it. Or perhaps 
it’s estouffat de Noel that has 
been cooking for 8 hours. 
Estouffat is a large piece of beef 
that is cooked in wine with 
vegetables. For Noel they use 
only the best wine and throw ina 
good deal of brandy and garlic. 
These dishes make our 
Christmas ham, roast beef or 
turkey seem very pallid indeed. 
Equally pale in comparison is 
the American approach to 
Christmas with its synthesized 
excitement; there is much more 
emphasis placed on the personal 
and the creative by the 
Europeans. Things are not just 
lit up-they are populated. Bread 
and cookie dough is transformed 
into figurines and animals. 
Scenes and peoples are etched 
onto cookies with painstaking 
efforts at realism. 

Baking for them is a craft, and 
at Christmastime it becomes an 
art form which is put to 
decorative use. The holidays 
seem a good excuse for each 
woman to go all out in creating 
fantastic and beautiful breads 
and cookies. The sense of the 
pictorial and of desggn, 
especially among the 
Scandanavians, is phenomenal. 
Because Europeans really love 
their hunk of bread, baking is a 
daily necessity, providing ‘‘the 
staff of life.”’ At this time of year 
it is strictly a creative endeavor, 
each woman trying to out- 
perform her neighbor. That hot 

_ Sara Lee roll you’ll be buttering 
with such delight on Christmas 
day simply can’t compare to the 
huge shiny loaf of Panettone an 
Italian is breaking into. 

Panettone is a fragrant, 
slightly sweet bread which is a 
must at the Italian Christmas 
celebration. It’s light, airy and 
as delicious as it is beautiful to 
behold. It’s also pretty easy to 
make. Proceed as follows: 
Combine 5 cups of sifted flour 
with 1 teaspoon of salt. Heat 1% 
cups of milk until small bubbles 
appear around the sides of the 
pan. Remove from the heat and 
stir in 5 tablespoons of 
shortening and 1 cup of sugar or 
honey. Stir til dissolved, and set 
the mixture to cool in a large 
bowl. Dissolve 1 package of 
yeast in % cup warm water. 
Beat 2 eggs well and add them 
along with the yeast to the cooled 
milk mixture. Gradually add the 
flour mixture, mixing until it’s 
well blended. Cover and let rise 
until. almost double in bulk (about 
1 and ¥% hours.) Punch the dough 
down and if you wish you can add 
the following at this point: % 
tsp. of anise extract, % cup pine 
nuts. These ingredients will give 
the bread a faint anise and fruit 
flavor, but you can leave it plain. 
Turn the dough onto a floured 
board and work 2 cups of flour 
into it, or as much flour as is 
needed to make a soft dough. 
This will make one huge loaf or 
several small flat ones. To make 
a large loaf shape the dough into 
a round and place it in a greased 
waxpaper collar attached. 
collar will make the dough rise 
straight up. For small loaves, 
divide the dough into 3 portions 

and shape them into rounds. 

Place on a greased baking sheet 

and set them to rise (about an 


hour). Preheat the oven to 350 
degrees and make a glaze of 1 
egg white mixed with a 


tablespoon of water. When the - 


bread has risen, brush the glaze 
on and bake it for 30-35 minutes 
(longer for the large loaf). When

it is done you can reglaze it and 
decorate the top with colored 
crystal sugar, or cut-up bits of 
candied fruit. Return it to the 
oven for several more minutes 
and cool it on a rack. If you made 
one large loaf you’ve probably 
already oohed about how 
stunning it is a hundred times. It 
will be the star attraction at the 
table and Sara Lee will bite the 
dust. 

Even though bakery windows 
here are filled with Christmas 
eateries, the cookies look like 
cardboard and the breads seem 
very unsumptuous. There really 
is no Comparison between the 
sickly, little gingerbread men 
you find here and the ginger 
biscuit houses the Swedes make. 
They reconstruct something you 
might imagine out of Hansel and 
Gretel. Billows of white icing 
hang off the eves and the roof is 
tiled with gun drops; they even 
populate the cottage with ginger 
biscuit people who are so life- 
like you expect them to dance a 
jig. Most recipes I’ve found 
make it impossible to produce a 
house on this scale, unless you 
use a mold. The dough doesn’t 
shape well and is too fragile 
when baked to construct with it. 
The following recipe, which I 
found in a book entitled Swedish 
Christmas, is the baker- 
architect’s dream dough. You 
could make a gingerbread 
mansion with this stuff. 

Put 1% cups sugar and 1 cup of 
Karo syrup in a saucepan. Heat 
it until the sugar is melted. 
Watch the pot carefully so the 
sugar doesn’t caramellize. Set it 
to cool. Dissolve 1 tablespoon of 
baking soda in 1% cups of cream 
(or milk). Sift together 8 cups of 


flour, 1 tablespoon each of ginger 


and cinnamon. Add the cooled 
syrup-sugar mixture to the 
cream. Then gradually add the 
flour mixture. Knead the dough, 
working in % cup of soft butter 
at the same time. Regrigerate it 
until the next day. Then roll out 


the dough %”’ thick on a floured . 


board. Put large pieces on 
greased cookie sheets before you 
cut out the shapes for your 
house. This will take some 
thought and planning so that all 
the pieces will fit together. Save 
some dough to make additions to 
the house after you see what 
scale it’s on. Bake in a 350 
degrees oven and leave to cool on 
the cookie sheet. 

To construct the house place 1 
cup of sugar in a pan. When it is 
melted, dip the edges in and 
stick them together. Decorating 
the house is the best part, I 


tips for about 30 cents each. If 
you don’t want to indulge 
yourself this much you can make 
a bag out of wax-paper. Fold a 
square of the paper diagonally, 
roll into a cone and snip off the 
end. Make figures, flowers, or 
whatever else your fantasy 
conjures up out of the remaining 
dough. Assemble everything and 
step back to watch eyes light up 
and mouths hang open. 

Standing in front of a pastry 
shop window in France at 
Christmas time is better than 


’ looking in a toy store window. 


Its contents would make any 
American bakery pull down its 
shades in despair. The bunche de 
Noel and the snowy white 
gallettes are patisserie works of 
art. These are hard to reproduce 
and don’t seem to me to have as 
much creative scope as some 
other things. There are 
delightful cookies I have seen for 
sale (imported from Norway) 
which are reporduceable quite 
easily. The cooky, made out of 
plain dough, depicted a peasant 
man and his woman holding 
hands. They were in native dress 
and the background was alive 
with graphic decoration and 
strange animals. It was so 
ornamental it would be a 
charming thing to have hanging 
somewhere all year round. 

The voracious American 
thinks anything which looks like 
food ought to be put in his 
stomach. But there’s a European 
cooky dough which is inedible, 
and which they use because it 
can be molded and scupted like 
clay into forms which would be 
impossible with an edible dough. 
The results are painted and used 
as decorations to be hung all 
over the house. A whole tree can 
be decorated with cookies and 
breads. They can even be made 


into mobiles and hung from the 


ceiling if they’re three- 
dimensional. Don’t worry, all the 
recipes I’ll give are edible. 
Ceokies and Breads, The 
Baker’s Art is put out by 
Bonanza Books, and if you can 
get a copy you’re very lucky, 
because it’s one of the best books 
on the subject I’ve ever seen. 
The book consists mainly of 
photographs taken from an 
exhibit at the Museum of 
Contemporary Crafts in New 


York. What they show that can 


be done with simple bread and 
cooky dough is mind-boggling. 
Maybe you'll find that your 
medium is dough! The following 
three recipes are from that book 
and from them can come great 
works of art! Light Dough 

1-3 cup soft shortening 


1-3 cup sugar 

egg 

2-3 cup honey 

1 tsp. lemon flavoring, or 
whatever, kind you wish 

3 cups sifted flour 

1 tsp. baking soda 


1 tsp. salt 


Combine shortening, sugar, egg, 
honey and flavoring. Blend 
throughly. Sift the dry 
ingredients together. Add dry 
ingredients to the first mixture a 
little at a time. It may be 
necessary to add more flour so 
the dough will be rollable. Chill 
the dough. Roll it about % inch 
or less. It will rise during the 


“baking. Cut into desired shapes 


and bake at 375 degrees for 8-10 
minutes. Cool on racks. 

Dark Dough 
1 Dark Dough 
i cup firmly packed light brown 
sugar 
1% cups molasses 
2-3 cup water 
6 cups sifted flour 
2 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. salt 
tsp. cinnamon 
% tsp. each nutmeg and ginger. 
Combine the shortening, sugar, 
molasses and water. Sift the dry 
ingredients together and 
gradually beat into the first 
mixture. Proceed the same as 
with the light dough. To make a 
darker dough use dark brown 
sugar and black strap molasses. 


Bread Dough 
2 tbisp. honey 
1% cups lukewarm water 
1 package yeast 
2 egg whites 
1 tbisp. nonfat dry milk solids 
1 tblsp. oil 
5-6 cups flour 
2 tsp. cornstarch 
2-3 cup cold water, 1 tsp. salt Add 
honey to lukewarm water. 
Sprinkle the yeast over the top 
and stir til it has dissolved. Beat 
the egg whites until they hold 
soft peaks. Stir in salt, dry milk, 
oil and yeast mixture. Gradually 
beat in the flour until the dough 
is stiff. Knead on a floured board 


until elastic. Set it to rise. Punch 
down and shape as desired. Put 
the shaped dough on greased 
cookie sheet and let rise until 
doubled jn bulk. Meanwhile 
make a glaze by cooking the 
cornstarch with the water and 
the salt. Cook stirring until it 
thickens and becomes clear. 
Brush this mixture over the 
bread and bake at 450 degrees for 
10 minutes. Turn the oven down 
to 350 degrees and bake for 50 
minutes more. If the breads are 
small diminish the baking time. 
You can add herbs to this bread 
dough if you want it.to go with a 
meal, mixing them in at the 
beginning. 

The bread and the cookie 
doughs can be shaped into any 
shape — animal, vegetable or 
otherwise. If you work out the 
dynamics you can make 
standing, three-dimensional 
figures out of the bread dough. It 
will rise just as you put it onto 
the cookie sheet. A miraculous 
thing for a bread dough. Make 
pretzels, braids or three- 
breasted fertitily figures with it. 

Besides being able to be 


shaped into animal or human — 


figures you can make a square or 
round cookie out of the cookie 
dough. Get graphic with these 
shapes; search out anything in 
the kitchen or the tool box which 
will make a pattern. Thick bolts 
or the ribbed ends of fuses are 
good, as are forks, meat 
tenderizers, potato mashers, nail 
heads, coiled rope or 
string...literally anything which 
will imprint. Use a figure cooky 
cutter and draw in the details of 
dress with the end of a nail. Mold 
a face out of both colors of 
dough. A garlic press is good to 
make hair with. 

While designing the cookies try - 
to think in dimensional terms. 
Raised areas opposing shallow 
ones create a light and shade 
effect. What you’re really doing 
is creating bas-reliefs. Roll out 
the pieces of dough between your

A few Christmases ago a fairly 
newlywed of our acquaintance 
was pleasantly surprised when 
her husband arrived home late 
Dec. 24 laden with gaily wrapped 
packages.

It was months, and a beautiful 
anniversary gift later, before she 
discovered that her husband had 
simply fallen prey to one of a 
male shopper’s most common 
mistakes. He had waited until 
the last minute to shop for her 
Christmas present and then been 
thoroughly confounded by the 
Christmas eve crowds in his 
favorite large department store. 
Too impatient to wait his turn at 
the busy counters, he had drifted 
to departments where business 
was slow and made his 
selections there. 

The lines at the gift wrapping 
station had been even worse. The

reason the paper had fallen off so 
easily from those unforgettable 
gifts was that he had wrapped 
them in haste, probably in the 
car. 

Last minute buying is not the 
worst tendency of the male 
Christmas shopper, but it ranks 
high on the list. 

“One of their most common 
mistakes is size,’’ says Ms. 
Susan McDaid who will 
celebrate her 21st Christmas at 
Bonwit Teller in Boston this 
month. ‘‘They’re always 
imagining their wives are still a 
size six when they’re a size 20. 


Some come in with a size list:

A single man, the experts 
agree, is more likely to have a 
better idea of his girl’s size. But

“Every guy likes to think his 
girl’s a perfect 8 with a 48-inch 
bust,’’ jokes a Newbury St. 
furrier. ‘‘There’s no such thing 
as a short, fat girl at 
Christmas.”

“Every man thinks of his wife 
or his woman as a princess, a 


queen,’’ says a male executive of 
Filene’s. 

This pleasant, if not quite 
liberated viewpoint accounts for 
the male shopper’s well-known 
holiday extravagance. It also 
accounts for the considerable 
number of New Year returns. 

“A man might buy his wife a 
gorgeous expensive robe or at- 
home outfit,’’ explains a Jordan 
Marsh expert. ‘‘She returns it for 
warm, comfortable robe she 


‘really needs and puts the 


difference towards another 
necessity.”’ 

Adds a spokesman for Boston’s 
Saks Fifth Avenue: ‘‘The wife 


would rather have the credit. If 
the gift is to a girlfriend, she 
won’t return it.”’ 

Another common mistake 
made by men shoppers seems to 
be having no idea at all of what 
they’re looking for when they 
enter a store. In a large 
department store this can turn a 
bewildered shopper into a 
walking disaster area. So as not 
to be accused of female 
chauvinism, we’ll quote William 
Heyer, Store Manager for 
Filene’s in Wellesley.

tend to be expensive. A 
Sleeveless model can cost you 
anywhere from $15 on up. 
Sleeved models are’ even 
costlier. 

Your best bet might be — 
though the days do grow short as 
we reach December — to knit 
your man a sweater yourself. 
That’s about the nicest gift a 
women can give a man. (A 
sweater my wife knit for my

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How Shoot Color Photographs Night 


By William I. Agush 

Christmas time in downtown 
Boston is an amazing sight. On 
Washington street all the big 
department stores compete with 
their moving, animated, window 
displays. While a few blocks 


away on the Commons, 


multicolored trees radiate in the 
darkness. Sure it’s dark, and 
there’s not much light, but don’t 
put the camera away, there are 
ways of making your Christmas 
photographs some of your best. 
No matter whether you have a 
1.4 lens, or a 2.8 lens, you can 
still capture all the color of a 
December night in Boston 
Town. It all lies in your choice of 
color films, and how you process 
them. Your best bet is Kodak 


High Speed Ektachrome Type B, 


it has an ASA speed of 125, and is 
balanced for the type of lighting 
that you will be photographing. 
Now the secret is in the 
processing. It you want Kodak to 
process the film you will have to 
be satisfied with setting your 
light meter for ASA 320, and 
shooting at that index. But if you 
send it to one of the labs about 
town, you can set your light 
meter from anything between 
125 and 2400. 

I have found that the most 
versatile setting is around ASA 
1000. Because your subjects are 


usually only patterns, you will 


hardly notice the grain of the 
film. And in addition to faster 
shutter speeds you will be able to 
use creative filtering 
techniques which I will talk 
about later. Buy a few rolls of 
the EHB film, and set your 
camera’s light meter on ASA 
1000. Remember, though, that 
you have to shoot the whole roll 
at that setting, and be sure to tell 
the processor that you shot the 
film at that speed. Otherwise, 
you will have nothing on the film, 
and you will have wasted a few 
hard earned dollars. 

The biggest problem in taking 
straight forward Christmas 
photographs at night is that most 
cameras can’t get an accurate 
reading at the normal light 
levels encountered. Therefore, I 
have prepared a somewhat 
abbreviated listing of exposures 
that I have found to work in past 
years. When in doubt, it is 
always safest to shoot a few 


pictures at different settings. 

The list covers pretty much all 
the nighttime scenes that you 
are likely to encounter. That is of 
course if you are content to shoot 
simple Christmas photographs. 
If you want to liven things up a 
bit you are going to have to use a 
little creativity, and a few 
inexpensive gadgets. 

My favorite Christmas toy is a 
Cross Screen filter. It is a piece 
of optical glass with parallel 
lines scribed on it. It turns all the 
pin point lights into a sea of stars 
and misty colors. While the 
Commons look really far out at 
night as they are, imagine how 
all those lights would look as big 
pointed stars blending with each 
other on a black background. 
You can buy one of these filters 
anywhere for a few dollars. They 
screw into the front of your 
camera lens, and can be rotated 
to achieve the desired effect. 
The nice thing about this filter is 


that you don’t have to make any

exposure compensations. 

An alternate method of getting 
starry effects is to cut a piece of 
window screen large enough to 
cover the front of your lens. The 
stars won’t be as large, and in 
some cases will look like sharp 
blobs. But put a few pieces of the 
screen together at different 
angles, and you can produce 
some amazing images. 

Next in line is the multiple 
image prism. You can get these 
in different configurations, 
depending on the number of 
multiple images you want. They 
come usually in multiples of odd 
images, such as 3, 5 and 7. The 
glass prism can be rotated to 
produce any number of spacey 
image orientations. The multiple 
image prism works best for 
photographs of Christmas 
decorations outside stores. 

Another interesting technique 
that I have seen doesn’t require 
any gadgets at all. Take your 
camera down to the Commons 
and set the shutter on B, and 
close your lens down a few stops. 
Open the shutter and look up at 
the lights. At the same time spin 
around, jump, skip or .anything 
physical. After about 5 seconds 
or so, close the shutter and try 
again. What you will get is a 
bizarre set of mixed up lines 


shooting across a black 
background. It’s very electric. 

There are another series of 
effects designed to lend a soft 
look to your color photographs. 
By carefully defocusing by non 
optical means you can make the 
colors seem more mute and 
pastel, rather than saturated. I 
think that it lends a warm feeling 
to the photographs. It is most 
effective when taking pictures 
inside with fireplaces, or on 
streets where the windows are 
lit up with bright lights. 

The first effect is to take a 
sheet of Saran or Glad wrap and 
crumple it up. Gently stuff 
enough of it in front of the lens to 
soften up the image. You don’t 
need very much, a few square 
inches or so. Focus on the 
subject first without the 
diffuser, and then place the 
Wrap over the lens. That way 
there will be some sharp areas 
and some very soft areas. 

The other diffusion method is 
to purchase a so called ‘‘Duto”’ 
filter. Hoya and Tiffen make 
these filters. They have 
hundreds of tiny imperfections in 
the glass that lend a defocused 
look to enhance your 
photographs. No exposure 
compensation is necessary with

Burlington 
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Generosity Means Christmas for Some

Christmas generosity can be 
extended beyond family and 
friends by a contribution of 
money, time, or articles to the 
many Boston area Yuletide 
programs. 

Various seasonal projects this 
year are sponsored by local 
charities, organizations, and the 
mass media. 

The Catholic Charitable 
Bureau of Boston, Inc., a branch 
of the Catholic Charitable 
Bureau of the Archdiocese of 
Boston, Inc. helped 146 families 
in the city last year, 
representing 800 to 900 persons, 
according to Tom O'Donnell, 
director of professional services. 

The bureau does not advertise 
its program, but the needy, 
regardless of religion, can write 
to them and discuss their 
troubles, he said. Usually people 
need food, clothing, and toys. 
“Clothing seems to be a big item 
in marginal economic 
situations,’ he said. Other big 
items include blankets and 
sheets. Occasionally a special 
need must be met, such as a bed. 
The bureau also sponsors a 
Christmas dinner for the elderly 
and those alone and funds a 
Chiristmas dinner for street 


__ people at the Old West Church. 


Christmas — a time for charity. 


Last year, 400 people attended © 


the dinner. Work will be done by 
the Catholic charities’ street 
program workers and by the 
Sisters of St. Joseph who run the 
Bridge Over Troubled Waters. 


Donations and inquiries can be 
made to the bureau office 
telephone number 523-5165. The 
bureau needs money and new 


articles, no used articles, 
O'Donnell said. It doesn’t want 
food because of cultural eating 
differences among the people it 
helps. 

The Salvation Army has a 
large Christmas program of 
dinners and gifts. ‘“We expect in 
Boston” to feed about 12,000 
people in family groups within 
their own homes, according to 


Frank Carlson, associate 
director of public relations for 
the Massachusetts Division. The 
Army will give the people 
purchase orders for the food. 


New toys will be given to as 
many children as possible and 
clothes wil be distributed to 
11,000 to 12,000 people. Other 
needs are met, such as an order 


for fuel for a family without heat 
in their house. 

The services are offered to 
all. ‘‘We don’t check out any 
credentials,’’ Carlson said, ‘‘But 
that they are people and have a 
legitimate need.”’ 


The Army also will hold a 
Christmas party and distribute 
gifts to the children at the 
organization’s day care center in 
Dorchester. Gifts will be given 
to the brothers and sisters the 
day care center children bring 
along, Carlson said. A party, 
dinner and gifts will be given at 
the Army’s home for unmarried 
mothers in Jamaica Plain. 


A Christmas Eve and 
Christmas Day dinner are 
planned at the Harbor Light 
Center in the South End, a gutter 
level program for alcoholic, 
homeless men, he said. The men 
will receive gifts. ‘‘Nothing very 
fanecy,’’ Carlson added, ‘‘But 
very practical.” 


Parties, dinners, and gift 
distribution are scheduled at the 
Men’s Social Service Center on 
Brookline Avenue and at the 
senior citizen’s drop in centers 
at 380 Massachusetts Ave. in

Cambridge and at Berkeley 
Street and Columbus Avenue in 
Boston. 

The Army has a correction 
program. Every inmate in the 
state’s correctional institutions, 
between 5,500 to 6,000 persons, 
will receive a practical gift, he 
said. Inmates with families will 
be able to select gifts for their 
children. The Army will then 
wrap and send the item, without

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Kids Books: Picture a Bedtime Story... 


When is the last time you leafed 
through a current children’s 
book? If it’s been more than five 
years, you’re in for some sur- 
prises. 

For one thing, some of the best 
artwork done today is created for 
picture books. Then there’s the 
content--slang, ghetto children, 
unmarried mothers. And, as a 
bright light in a sexist world, 


plenty exciting enough for two 
and three year olds. Mercer 
Mayer’s delightful mini books 
show cheerful, simple adventures 
in A Boy, a Dog and a Frog and 
Frog, Where Are You? 

But the major impact of the 


picture book explosion is in the 


there appears a boy who cravesa | 


doll, two girls who go to the moon, 
and mommies who split atoms, 
repair cars, and build bridges. 
Finally, there are books, or 
nonbooks, that smell, pop up and 
out, and flash 3-D pictures. 
Black and white illustrations, 
one two-toned color 
illustrations, and even 
straightforward watercolors or 
oils have practically disappeared 
from picture books. The ad- 


' vanced technology developed for 


commercial art and advertising 
has transferred to and tran- 
sformed books. No longer do 
illustrations supplement the text- 
-they either equally share the 
storytelling or overshadow _ it. 
Often, too, people who are 
basically illustrators write the 
text, a change from the 
traditional author-illustrator 
collaboration. 

The ultimate in pictorial 
dominance are the books with no 
text at all. Peter Wezel’s The 
Good Bird and The Bad Bird are 
two appealing examples. With 
childlike crayon strokes the 
pictures relate the simple stories 
of a bird who shares a worm with 
a hungry fish confined to a bowl, 


and a bird who leaves his cage, . 


causes havoc in the living room 
and finally imprisons the cat in 
his former cage. Hardly the stuff 
of Shakespearian drama, but 


books with simple text. Collage, 
woodcuts, linoleum prints, 
gouache, and various com- 
binations abound. 

Ezra Jack Keats, in his series 
about Peter, a black urban 
youngster, uses collage to tell 
much of the story. Bright scraps 
of fabric and wallpaper em- 
phasize the brightness and 
warmth. inside Peter’s home, 
while torn newspaper and shreds 
of abandoned clothing indicate 
the harshness and ugliness of the 
world outside Peter’s door. 

Then there’s Maurice Sendak’s 
deeply shadowed blue, green and 
purple tempera paintings, 
combined with black ink 
crosshatching, that magnify the 
mystery and eeriness of Max’s 
adventures in the fantasy world 
of the new classic, Where the 
Wiid Things Are. 

Leo Lionni’s simple story of 
Swimmy, a single tiny fish who 
escapes death by the terrifying 
creatures of the glorious un- 
derwater world, is mainly con- 
veyed through the intricacy of the 
design. Large beings, looming up 
out of innocent looking water- 
color backgrounds, the beauty of 
the deep sea world with its 
seaweed recreated with lace 
doily collage-these are visual 
elements, the key factors in the 
effect of the book. 

Pick up a book by Keats, 
Sendak, Lionni or one illustrated 
by Blair Lent, Ed Emberly or 
Nanny Hogrogian and see how 


much you’re struck by the fine 
meshing of beauty and drama. 

Dramatic, too, is the new 
realism in language and plot. 
Among those most severely af- 
fected by this trend are

the doll in the department store 
window are giving way to Pippi 
Longstocking, a nonconforming 
10 year old who lives alone with 
her monkey and her mismatched 
clothes and can beat up big boys, 
and to Ellen Grae, another feisty 
female who does not hesitate to 
treasure hunt in the swamp and 
lead her male peer, and to the 
frightened boy in How Many 
Miles to Babylon, who must 
grapple with the very real 
problems of being kidnapped by 
and forced to work for a teenage 
gang that kidnaps dogs and then 
ransoms them. 

For readers of young adult 
fiction (roughly 11-14-year olds) 
there’s The Man Without a Face, 
a movingly, sympathetically 
written story of a fatherless boy 
who finds affection and warmth 
with his tutor, a bitter but sen- 
sitive man; a delicately handled, 
brief homosexual episode occurs. 
Also for this group is My Darling, 
My Hamburger about a high 
school senior who undergoes a 
harrowing abortion. Several 
books by Nat Hentoff, John Rowe 
Townsend and John Donovan 
deal with drugs, runaways, sex 
and other serious issues. 
Disappearing are the books of 
seventeenth summer first loves. 

While outright sex has only 
recently appeared in juvenile 
fiction, sexism has long been a 
preponderant, though often 
subliminal, element. A brief 
glance at the most highly 
regarded children’s books, 
winners of the Caldecott--for

picture books--and Newbery--fer 
fiction--Awards reveals these 
grim statistics. 

Among recent Caldecott books 
the ratio of male leads to female 
is 8:3; the ratio of male pictures 
to female ones is 11:1. With the 
Newbery winners there are 3 
male leads to every female lead. 
The females that do emerge are 
usually insignificant,  in- 
conspicuous, passive, and 
domestic. Not one Caldecott book 
presents a single mother who 
works. 

Yet, as might be expected, 
these books are less stereotypes 
and less blatantly sexist than the 
average children’s book. Take 
Richard Scarry’s enormously 
popular preschool books. In his 
informative Best Word Book 
Ever, he devotes two pages to 
“what we do.’’ He clearly shows 
33 young animals occupied with 
activities such as running, 
climbing, skipping. Only 4 female 
animals appear; what do they 
do? They sit, watch- whisper, and 
listen! 

The most damaging effects of 
sexism hit preschoolers, as 
picture books are often read 
repeatedly when children are 
most impressionable, and are in 
the process of developing their 


own sexual identities. For- 
tunately, the beginnings of 
reform are enlightening these 
books. 

Jellybeans for Breakfast, by 
Miriam Young, an imaginative, 
flowingly written book, depicts 
two girls fantasizing what they 


might do, such as ride bikes to the : 


moon. 

Interestingly, the best book 
portraying wumen in a variety of 
roles was written in 1964. 
Mommies at Work, by feminist 
Eve Merriam, briefly names and 
charmingly -illustrates 
multitudinous occupations for 
women. 

Sexism stereotypes males, too, 
so it’s encouraging to find a book 
like William’s Doll, by Charlotte 
Zolotow. William wants a doll, to 
cuddle and feed and sing to and 
put to bed. Realistically enough, 
his brother calls him a creep, and 
“Sissy, sissy, sissy,’’ says the boy 
next door. Through the good 
graces of his grandmother 
William finally gets his doll, and 
continues to play basketball and 
enjoy his electric trains. 

While the above books are well 
illustrated, well told and positive 


in their outlook toward females . 


and males, there are non sexist 
books that offer more 
propaganda than literature. 
Popular books for middle-aged 
children reflect the adage in 
children’s literature that girls 
will read about boys, but boys 
will not read about girls. Books

featuring girls are thus scarce. 

Among the few female leads, 
however, have always been some 
strong characters, who, as a

concession to the mores of 
society, have usually ended up 
reformed and chastened, giving 
up jeans for the glories of dresses 


and long hair. Typical advice for 
these girls, as offered by one 
Newbery winner, is, ‘Accept the 
fact that this is a man’s world and 
learn how to play the game 
gracefully.’ The major change is 
that the new girls, such as the 
earlier mentioned Pippi and 
Ellen Grae do not reform. 

Very new is the appearance of 
biographies of feminists, 
Challenge to Become a Doctor; 
the Story of Elizabeth Blackwell, 
by Leah Heyn; Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, by Mary Ann B. Oakley 
and Life Inside the Iron Mills, by 
Rebecca Harding Davis, all 
published by The Feminist Press, 
are three well written examples. 

Fantastic pictures, realism, 
non sexism; these are some of the 
current trends in juvenile 
literature. 

Other innovations, such as the 
Scratch and Sniff books--yes, 
that’s just what you do--and the 
shoe shaped books that lace and 
the clock shaped books with 
moving hands may have some 
value as toys, but certainly not as 
literature. 

With the wide choice of quality 
paperbacks now available in 
children’s books, selecting 
prosaic pictures and lifeless texts 
seems especially unnecessary. 

Leaf through some of the good 
books, and you may get trapped. 
Alice in Wonderland, Winnie-the- 
Pooh, and Charlotte’s Web aren’t 
the only books that can cross 
generation lines!

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The Right Children’s Book for Christmas 


By Pamela R. Giller 


Amidst the colorful, confusing 
mass at children’s book depart- 
ments, how do you select the 
right book for nieces, nephews, 
friends’ children, your own 
children, or whomever you buy 
children’s books for? Fathoming 
what book a child will enjoy in 
more than a passing way 
requires knowledge of his age 
and interests. 

For children under 2 or 2%, a 
picture dictionary or a Mother 
_ Goose book has certain appeal. 
Among the hundreds of options in 
both types, look for the books 
with simple, large, colorful 
pictures; these are most ap- 
pealing and appropriate to 
preschoolers. 

Two popular picture dic- 
tionaries are I Spy and Richard 
Scarry’s Best Word Book Ever, 
which, despite its sexism, 
humorously and gaily names and 
illustrates 1400 objects. 

With Mother Goose books, style 
of illustration and choice of 
rhymes are key items in deter- 
mining preference. Old-fashioned 
illustrations and a very extensive 
rhyme selection characterize 
Tasha Tudor’s Mother Goose. 
More limited in selection but 
delightfully comical in 


Ring O’ Roses. Two in more 
modern style are Brian Wild- 
smith’s Mother Goose and 
Feodor Rojankovsky’s The Tall 
Book of Mother Goose, which 
includes a Hitleresque Humpty 
Dumpty. 

From about 2 on up children 
appreciate a book with a simple 
story; often a rhyming text holds 
attention best. Repetition is 
another desirable feature. 


- Children at this age are very 


creative and delight in books that 
foster the imagination. The new 
wordless picture books are 
perfect for this purpose; they 
also have the flexibility to expand 
in story as the child matures. 
Best bets for 2’s and 3’s are 


~Johnny Crow’s Garden, May I 


Bring a Friend, Frog Went 
A’Courtin’, The Runaway Bunny, 
and Father Fox’s Pennyrhymes. 

Children 3-5 become in- 
creasingly involved with their 
own interests, so knowledge of 
the particular child really helps. 
Many informational books are 
available for the neoscientist. 
Alice Goudey and Gladys Conklin 
are both prolific authors who 
concentrate on nature, offering 
clear, yet flowing, text and ef- 
fective illustration. 

The complex Dr. Seuss books 


(If I Ran the Zoo, The 500 Hats of 
Bartholomew Cubbins, etc.), 
with their silly rhymes, slapstick 
humor and fantastic imagination 
are great for most children, who 
continue to thrive on humor and 
fantasy. 


Alphabet and number books 
meet the conceptual interests of 
the 3-5’s. Again, the range is from 
inane to ingenious. Look for 
clearly printed numerals and 
letters — some are so intricately 
involved with the design that they 
are frustrating to children just 


Tearning the concepts. An ar- 


tistically pleasing, simple 
alphabet book is John Bur- 
ningham’s ABC. A clear and 
amusing one is Jan Garten’s The 
Alphabet Tale, which _in- 
corporates a guessing same into 
the plot. 


Number books present several . 


imaginative possibilities, in- 
cluding the old counting folksong, 
Over in the Meadow, well 
illustrated by John Langstaff. 
Another delight is a book by 
Emily McLeod, aptly described 
by its title, One Snail and Me; A 
Book of Numbers and Animals 
and a Bathtub. Also tops is the 
Baums’ One Bright Monday 
Morning, which clearly and 


cleverly incorporates the days of 
the week and the arrival of spring 
into the number sequence. 


For the new reader, 6, 7, even 
some 8-year-olds, the easy-to- 
read books, written with limited 
vocabulary, are good selections. 
But beware — these vary 
tremendously in quality. An 
excellent series is Else Minarik’s 
Little Bear stories. Humor and 
charm abound there as they do in 


Arnold Lobel’s two books, Frog 


and Toad Are Friends and Frog 
and Toad Together. Some simple, 
historically based choices are 
Sam the Minuteman by Nathaniel 
Benchley, and The Drinking 
Gourd and The Bad Thing About 
Father. (Theodore Roosevelt), 
hoth by F.N. Monjo. 


Selecting a book for children 8 
and older is at least as complex 
as selecting books for adults. 
Familiarity with the child’s 
reading ability is important, but 
knowing his interests is essential. 
An ingenious, bizarre fantasy like 
Roald Dahl’s Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory, no matter 
how hilarious to some, will not 
appeal to the literally minded 
reader. Other authors to seek out 


- for fantasy lovers are William 


Pene DuBois, Scott Corbett and 


Robert Lawson. 

Other categories for middle- 
aged children are realistic fic- 
tion, historical fiction, and 
nonfiction. Briefly, enjoyable 
realistic fiction for 8-10’s includes 
My Side of the Mountain and 
Harriet the Spy; for 10-12’s, Julie 
of the Wolves and The Moffats. 
Easier historical fiction includes 
The Matchlock Gun and The 
Courage of Sarah Noble; more 
difficult choices are The Witch of 
Blackbird Pond and Call It 
Courage. In nonfiction, Shirley 
Glubok has written an excellent 
series of artbooks, each based on 
a particular culture or nation. 
Irving Adler, Illa Podendorf and 
Herbert Zim have all written 
several fine science books. 

A big aid in book selection for 
middle-aged children is an an- 
notated list, arranged by subject, 
that you can peruse at the public 
library. Best Books for Children, 
published by Bowker and 
Children’s Books Too Good To 
Miss, by May Hill Arbuthnot are 
available at most reference 
desks. 

Finally, what about 
adolescents? Just give them 
money for the book of their 
choice!

either of the two techniques. 

Last on my list, not because it 
isn’t good, but because you have 
to own a zoom lens and a tripod, 
are the zoom techniques. Mount 
your zoom lens on a sturdy tripod 
and focus the lens at the greatest 
focal length. Set the shutter on 
B, and stop the lens down to 
around f8. Open the shutter and 
slowly zoom back towards wide 
angled. You'll have to see what it 
does yourself, but in downtown 
Boston it does amazing things. 
However, I must add that you 
will have to try different 
exposure times and zoom rates 
to achieve a satisfactory 
photograph. 

Armed with all these effects 
and exposure recommendations 
you can go out and attack Boston 
head on. Be sure to photograph 
everything from the colorful 
lights, to little kids in Jordan’s 
Toy department, which is a 
bonanza opportunity for 
photography anyway. Harvard 
Square is colorful, as is the 
shopping area on Washington 
Street. Stop by the Commons 
across from Tremont Street and 
catch the lights, and the nativity, 
and the capitol buildings’ 
Christmas Tree. 

Don’t.be afraid to shoot a few 
rolls of film, when you are using 


different effects or 
combinations. And be sure to try 
a few combinations of the 
aforementioned; you may not 
get it right the first time. 
Sometimes the ones that look the 
worst through the viewfinder 
come out the best. 

If house decorations are your 
thing, take a ride through the 
North End, or one of the suburbs. 
You might even try going up to 
the Pru Center’s Skywalk at 
night, because there are 
hundreds of new lights around 
Christmas time. If you go there, 
get a tripod, and get the camera 
lens as close to the glass as 
possible, to avoid reflections. 
With the EHB film and your lens 
set at f2 or f1.8 try a series of 
exposures at 30, 60, 90 and 120 
seconds, using ASA 1000. The 
best view is towards the Charles 
River where the lights are 
reflected off the ice. Remember 
Christmas is best at night, so 
don’t sit around when you could 
be out on the streets clicking 
away. 

Because Christmas occurs at a 
rather cold time of year you will 
have to take some precautions. 
Metal cameras are impossible to 
hand hold with bare hands, 
unless you have no feeling in 
your hands. A warm set of gloves 
that aren’t too unwieldy will 
work fine. Also, be very careful 
not to breathe too heavily when 
you are focusing or the eyepiece

not be able to afford to make just 
one print for sale and is likely to 
take off for parts unknown on a 
job or a whim leaving you to 
track down your print. Be 
careful and persistent, but 
understand that new artist and 
gallery directors are very busy 
and poor but honest. In short it is 
best to agree on a deadline ahead 
of time for print delivery. 

What you should look for when 
buying a print either as a gift or 
for your own collection is 
obviously mostly a matter of 
taste. You should look for 
something you like or something 
the would-be recipient would 
appreciate in terms of subject 
matter, style etc. Beyond that 
other considerations are matters 
of quality. If you can’t tell the 
difference between various 
qualities from the same negative 
then it really doesn’t matter 
what you get, but everyone 
should be on the lookout for the 
obvious printing mistakes such 
as dust or water spots, in-focus 
grain and a tonality that 


enhances the mood and purpose 
of the work’s statement. 

One of the better places in 
Boston to buy well selected high 
quality photography is the 
Siembab Gallery at 162 Newbury 
St., Boston. Owner-director Carl 
Siembab attracts some of the 
finest exhibits to hang in the 
area and sells prints on a regular 
basis. The Siembab gallery 
normally has a stockpile of 
limited edition photographs for 
sale at reasonable prices and 
should be the first stop for 
anyone in the market for prints. 

The Imageworks School of 
Photography, 63 Rogers St., 
Cambridge (661-3737), unlike 
most photo schools, has actually 
managed to produce a saleable 
item. The Imageworks Portfolio 
(1st annual) is being sold as an 
attractively packaged box of 
twenty-five original prints by 
faculty and students working at 
the school. Each print is 
drymounted on light white board 
suitable for framing, matting or 
simply leaving in the box on your 
bookshelf. Print quality varies 
from photographer to 
photographer, but nothing in the 
collection could be considered 
badly executed and each print, 
while somewhat disconcerting as 
part of the whole set owing to the 


wide variety of styles 
represented, stands alone rather 
well and ultimately contributes 
to a valid and representative 
compilation of some of the best 
work coming out of photo schools 
today. Among the local talents 
represented are Lyn Gardiner, 
Pam Edwards, Alan Metnick, 
Russell Windman, Ken Buck and 
Steven Korbet. This is a 
genuinely diverse collection 
which includes all the normal 
student motifs from rocks and 
trees to social documentary with 
all gradations between and a few 
surprises. Produced in limited 
edition the portfolio sells for $35, 
well under $2.00 a print, and even 
owing to the ‘“‘unknown’’ status 
of the contributors is quite a 
bargain. The prints have been on 
sale since September but at 
press time there were still 
enough left to supply a number of 
year-end shoppers. 

The Boston Film Center, in 
Bay Village at 25 Church St., 
Boston sells far fewer prints that 
it deserves considering the 
quality of the work it exhibits. 
During December the BFC will 
exhibit the work of Mark Silbur. 


Silbur has recently published a 


book entitled ‘‘Rural Maine,” 
and his work is always worth 


seeing. 


The Addison Gallery of 
American Art, at Phillips 
Academy in Andover, Mass. will 
be showing the photographs of 
Roy di Tosi and Steven Smith 
through Dec. 23. Roy di Tosi has 
distinguished himself around the 
area over the past year or so and 
is probably worth the trip to 
Andover. 

The Polaroid Gallery, 549 


Technology Square, Cambridge 


has an interesting show planned 
for the month of December 
consisting of photographs by 
Margot Niederland at the Jazz 
concert. 

The Panopticon Gallery at 187 
Bay State Rd., behind BU will be 
hanging the work of Jack Kadis 
from Dec. 9 thru Jan. 5. 
Panopticon is always interested 
in selling the photography it 
exhibits and the people there will 
be able to put you in touch with 
past exhibitors.

will fog up. A metal or rubber 
lens shade will protect your 
camera from the frequent 
bumps that it will get from the 
millions of Christmas shoppers 
clogging up downtown. Another 
note of caution: if you bring your 
camera inside to unload, wait 
until the camera has reached 
room temperature otherwise 
your film is likely to pick up all 
kinds of condensation, and 
become sticky. A few minutes 
will do it if you've only been out 
a while, wait a half hour if 
you've been out an hour or more. 

After you have shot your film 
you are going to have to get it 
processed. You can either bring 
it to one of the labs in Boston, or 
to any of the stores. Be sure that 


you tell them that the film was 
exposed at ASA 1000 or if you 
choose another speed, the speed 
you decide on. If you are daring, 
and want to do it yourself, all you 
need is a Kodak E-4 processing 
kit, or a Unichrome processing 
kit, and a good thermometer. 
The only adjustment you will 
have to make is to increase the 
first developer time in 
accordance with the following 
chart.

The other chemical times 
remain the same.

fingers until they’re long and 
rope-like. Coil them onto. the 
cookie. Or simply stick blobs of 
dough in. appropriate places and 
imprint them with a nut. 
Combine the light and dark 


doughs in one cookie. 

By using a pastry bag or a 
waxpaper cone you can add color 
and graphic dimension to your 
“pieces de resistance.’’ After 
dough has baked and cooled, 
make a sugar mixture by adding 
small amounts of water to 
confectioners sugar. When the 
mixture drops from the spoon in 
a thick thread it’s ready. Using 
the pastry bag trail it around the 
edges of the cooky, or around 
prominent linear areas you wish 
re-inforced. The cookie can be 
painted with a different color 
sugar mixture before you do the 
trailing. But remember that it’s 
best with these kinds of cookies 


- to maintain a strong linear 


design, so don’t gop on too much 
frosting. You can do this with the 


_ butter cookies. 


As a child, frosted butter 
cookies were my favorite 
decorations on the tree. My 


Mother baked dozens of these 
traditional cookies and we were 
frosting and sprinkling them 
with colored sugars for weeks. I 
remember looking at them 
hanging on the tree, trying to 
choose which I wanted. 


The Swedes have a custom 
which it seems apropos to relate 
since you’ve got all these baked 
things all over the place. They 
construct a canopy over the 
table. Under the canopy the 
Christmas Eve dinner is set out. 
Baskets of breads and sweets, 
and cookies of every 
describeable size.are hung from 
the edges of the canopy. 
Neighbors drop by to survey the 
goodies. Maybe they’ll dip into a 
basket, or perhaps they’ll hand 
up a competing cookie or two. If 
this were re-enacted in an 
apartment kichen it would be 
really wild.

presents,’’ says Heyer. ‘‘Many 
don’t seek advice when they 
should. They should go into a 
good store equipped with advice 
from a mother, a friend, 
someone. Or they should pick out 
a salesgirl and ask her for 
advice. 

“Don’t try to buy something 
unique,’’ Heyer cautions, ‘‘Find 
out what everybody else is 
buying.” 

The impression a gift makes, 
Heyer continues, is not directly 
related to its cost. 

“It’s tragic when a man comes 
in, usually after the office 
Christmas party, and buys a 
bottle of Chanel No. 5 when what 
she wants is a nice, warm 
sweater,’’ he explains. 

But even good advice and 
sober judgement will not save 
the man who shops late in the 
season. 

“Don’t wait until the last 
minute,’’ Heyer warns. ‘‘Even in 
the biggest store you'll end up 
buying the leftovers. You can’t 
possibly get the best present or 
the best advice or even the best 
service the last two weeks 
before Christmas.”’ 

And the lady from Saks adds: 
“It’s the men, not the women, 


who wait until the last minute 
and come flying in wanting help. 
Then they wonder why the 
selection is not good and why 
we're exhausted!”’ 

To save men from these 
holiday pitfalls most stores 
provide some special services. 
The branches of both Filene’s 
and Jordan Marsh will hold their 
annual men’s nights Dec. 11 
(Dec. 13 is the date in Filene’s, 
Wellesley). Gilchrist’s branches 
will hold their men’s nights on 
Dec. 12. 

Extra saleswomen, bolstered 
by pep talks in some cases, will 
be on hand at the Jordan Marsh 
branches which will also feature 
special steak dinners and a pub 
serving inexpensive drinks. 
Salespeople dress up for the 
occasion and stores will stay 
open later than usual. 

Many Filene’s branches will 
provide music in addition to 
punch bowls, cheese and 
crackers and even shoe shine 
girls. Regular saleswomen are 
encouraged to get their hair done 
and wear pretty hostess gowns. 

“Frankly we find it works both 
ways,” Heyer explains. ‘The 
men are receptive to the 
atmosphere and so are the store 
personnel. It’s like a party for 
them, a diversion, and they 
really give the men a lot of 
help.”’

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The Electronic North Pole 


By Chuck Schneider 


Without a doubt  there’s 
someone on your shopping list 
who owns a stereo component 
system. As component sales 
skyrocket higher and higher with 
each passing year, the hi-fi in- 
dustry brings out literally hun- 
dreds of accessories, gadgets, 
add-ons and gimmicks to passify 
and amuse the component 
system owner. Ranging in ex- 
tremes from totally useless to 
quite handy, these items are 
heavily stocked by hi-fi specialty 
shops, catalog houses and 
department stores at Christmas 
time. With little effort you can 
find a gift that’s bound to please 
either the hi-fi enthusiast or the 
casual listener. 

Give a stereo retailer a word 
association test — say ‘‘Christ- 
mas gift’’ and he’ll probably 
answer ‘‘headphones.’’ More 
headphones are sold at Christ- 
mas than at any other time of the 
year. Easily the most commonly 
purchased ‘‘accessory’’ item, 
headphones are now considered a 
separate component in their own 
right. You don’t have to spend a 
lot for a pair ef phones but, like 
anything else, you get what you 
pay for. 

The casual listener may well be 
Satisfied with the ‘‘under $10” 
variety. These are to be found in 
every catalog house and nearly 
all of the specialty shops. Most of 
them deliver adequate fidelity 
and all of them accomplish the 
headphone’s number one mission 
— isolating the listener from the 
outside world and opening up the 
hitherto unknown delights of 
private listening. Most of these 
inexpensive phones sound about 
the same; the criterion to judge 
them by is comfort, that is, how 
well they rest on the head and 
how long they will rest there 
comfortably. 

The bottom end of the 
nationally known brands is about 
$20. These phones offer better 
findelity than the under $10 type 
as they employ more 
sophisticated drivers, They are 
usually more comfortable to 
boot. Nevertheless, some are no 
better than their less expensive 
counterparts and should be 
avoided. The best and final 
judge? Your ears! 

Rapidly increasing in 
popularity are the ‘open-air’ 
headphones. These differ from 
conventional models in that the 
listener is not totally isolated 
from outside distractions yet - 
does hear clean, crisp high 
fidelity sounds from the phones. 
The open-air phones are so 
widely popular because they 
couple good sound with the 
ultimate in comfort. The grand- 
daddy of the open-air phone is 
unequivocally the Sennheiser 
HD-414. There’s a new step-up 
model available as well, the HD- 
424. Koss and Pioneer have also 
entered the open-air market with 
vigor. The former offers the 
model HV-1, the latter two 
models, the SEL-20A and SEL-40. 
Listen for your favorite then shop 
around for the best price. All fall 
within the $30 to $40 range. 

For the student or perpetual 
recliner on your list, consider a 
pair of Hear-Muffs, easily this 
year’s or any year’s most un- 


. conventional headphone. It’s a 


like a doughnut with a bite 
missing. It’s worn on the back of 
the head and meant for listening 
in a prome position. Available in 
a variety of cloors, Hear-Muffs 


must have uttered ‘‘record 
cleaners.”’

(enclosed in clear plastic) and 
the Pioneer SE-505. Other top 
models are available from 
Scintrex, Pickering, Stanton, 
AKG and David Clark. For any of 
these super-phones plan to shell 
out anywhere from $40 to $70. 

The true audiophile will drool 
over a pair of electrostatic 
headphones. These are usually 
rather heavy and uncomfortable 
or are necessarily attached to a 
cumbersome junction box or 
both. Most have short cords and 
all are somewhat a pain in the 
neck, but the sound 
...magnificent! And this is really 
all the hi-fi nut really cares 
about. Koss, Pioneer, Technics 
and Superex head the list. Expect 
to depart with upwards of $100. 

Before leaving the private 
world of headphones, don’t forget 
little ‘‘stocking stuffers’’ like 
coiled extension cords or Y- 
adapters for running two sets of 
headphones_ simultaneously. 
Available anywhere stereo is 
sold, each of these items is under 
$5 


If by chance that stereo retailer . 


didn’t mention “headphones”’ in 


Englishman Cecil Watts un- 
doubtedly spent more time 
cleaning records than he did 
playing them but his exhaustive 
research left the stereo world 
with some remarkably efficient, 
yet simple and inexpensive, 
record cleaning devices. 

+ The most popular of Mr. Watt’s 
elaborate assembly of goods is 
the Preener, simply a _ velour 
cylinaer with a moist (humid) 
core. For under $4, the going rate 
around town, no home should be 
without one. Then there’s, the 
Manual Parastat, an upper 
middle-class Preener, with? two 
velour pads surrounding a-fine 
nylon brush and all encased in 
metal. For around $13 you*can 
show a record devotee you réally 
care. The famous Dust Bug, 
which cleans records as they 
play, is available for $7 or. so. 
This is not the gift for anyone who 
stacks records on a changer, 
however. 

Those are the three ‘‘biggies”’ 
from the Watts ensemble. The 
kindly Briton also gave the world 
the Sthlus Cleaner (about $1.25), 
the Humid Mop ($3.50), the Hi-Fi 
Parastat ($10), and the Record 
Wash Brush ($3.50). Elpa 
Marketing, the American 
distributor for Watts products, 
offers combinations of the Watts 
products in the form of “kits.” 
These are available for less than 
the price of the single products 
combined. 

Even the fiercest hi-fi. com- 
petitors agree, if it ain't Watts — 


accessories. Steer clear of im- 
pregnated ‘‘cleaning cloths” and 
sprays. These contain silicones 
that build up and cause con- 
siderably more harm than good. 

From this point onward, things 
get just a bit esoteric. There are a 


number. of add-on hardware 
products that are designed with — 


the more-than-casual listener in 
mind. If there’s someone on your 
list fitting that description, check 
out some of these fancy devices. 
An equalizer, for example, is a 


tone-control gone beserk. Instead 


of altering the tonal balance of 
your speakers in two positions 
(the conventional bass and treble 
controls found on all stereo 
equipment), an equalizer alters 
the sound in anywhere from 5 to 
33 positions across the audible 
spectrum, either for two channels 
simultaneously or one at a time. 
Equalizers can compensate for 
speaker design deficiencies or 
bad room acoustics. They are 
also lots of fun to fool around 
with. The least expensive is the 
very fine BSR-Metrotec FEW-1 
at $100 ($80 in kit form). More 
elaborate variations cost up- 
wards into the thousands. 

Of course there’s the noise 
reduction system that made 
Englishman Ray Dolby a very 
rich man and his last name a 
-household dtereo word. Dolby 
noise reduction units are now 
incorporated in any cassette tape 


deck worth its salt and are 


beginning to appear on a number 


of very expensive reel-to-reel 
don’t, buy. ,it...Hundreds of; .. machines. :¥et: a demand exists 


for ‘‘outboard’’ Dolby units that 
are attached to tape decks (and 
soon to FM tuners) for cleaner, 
clearer and over-all better high 
fidelity. There’s no need here to 
explain how a Dolby works. 
Suffice it to say, if you know an 
audiophile with a tape deck and 
you put a Dolby under his 
Christmas tree, you'll be a big 
hit. TEAC, Lamb Laboratories, 
Concord and Advent all 
manufacture outboard Dolbys; 
prices start at $100. 

There are a couple of items, 
really kind of throwbacks to the 
psychedelic era of the late ’60’s, 
which you can still find in many 
an audio store. Reverberation 
amplifiers (reverbs), shunned by 
audio snobs as ugly distortion 
devices, will create that Top-40 
radio effect in your own living 
room. Prices begin at $80; names 
to remember are Pioneer and 
Fisher. If you want the Kenmore 
Square Citgo sign in your den or 
playroom consider a color organ. 
Shaped like speaker enclosure, it 
will bounce different colors 
around the room triggered by 
different frequencies; $75 is 
about the minimum. 

Four-channel deserves at least 
passing notice on the Christmas 
gift Fwpade. You can give 
authen ../, genuine imitation four- 
channel in the form of a ‘‘Four- 
dimensional” adapter box for as 
little as $5. Of course, the 
recipient needs to have four 
speakers in hand. Matrixed four 
channel, closer to the real thing 
(whatever that is), can be at- 
tained via a decoder for under 
$100. Another amplifier and two 
more speakers in addition to an 
existing component set makes 
this a reality. Discrete four- 
channel on records is the current 
front runner. This system em- 
ploys four channels of am- 
plification, a CD-4 dise 
demodulator, a special four 
channel cartridge (stylus, etc.) 
and lots of money. Four channel 
headphones are a reality and 
contrary to rumor, one does not 
need to purchase two additional 
ears. These begin at $40. 

If someone you’re shopping for 
owns a tape deck, a whole vista of 
gift ideas opens up for you. 
Microphones are a_ thought. 
Inexpensive models, all you'll 
need for casual home recording, 
can be had for $5. Specialty shops 
have pseudo-professional con- 
denser types as low as $20. Blank 
tape is to an audiophile, what fil, 
is to a camera buff; one can 
always use more. A rule of thumb 
when purchasing tape — avoid 
the white box, catalog house 
variety and refuse a brand you're 
not familiar with. Names to 
remember are Scotch, TDK, 
Maxell, Sony, Ampex or glass 
shattering (?) Memorex. Besides 
offering superior sound quality, 
these brands are almost 
uniformly reliable. And in 
passing an all-aluminum com- 
puter-type take up reel will offer 
your tape enthusiast sex appeal 
hitherto only found in Ultra-Brite 
toothpaste. What more could you 
ask for $4? 

Here’s a suggestion few people 
consider: a subscription to a hi-fi 
magazine. The three commercial 
publications — Audio, High

Back in the dark ages (pre- 
1933) the Christmas spirit 
always waned just a bit 
especially in those few vital 
moments after the presents had 
been unwrapped and before the 
children had succeeded in 
mangling the gift beyond 
recognition. Even the heartiest 
yuletide sentimentalist tended to 
cringe when confronted with a 
hand knitted woolen muffler 
from Aunt Imogene who was 
obviously color blind, 
uncoordinated and unable to 
distinguish between angora and 
steel wool. There would be a 
deadly silence as the offending 
article was held aloft for 
examination in the vain hope 
that it might improve from some 
other angle and a middle-aged 
female relation would timidly 
venture that, after all, ‘*. . . it 
was the thought that counts.”’ 
From the condition of the 
muffler it was evident that Aunt 
Imogene’s thoughts were the 
type that you hoped weren’t 
hereditary. Humbug. 

Then enlightenment came in 
the back seat of a Packard twin- 
eight accompanied by several 
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nondescript relatives. 
Enlightenment in this case 
proved to be an elongated box 


containing a curious new game - 


called Monopoly. Now here was 
really something, a game 
calculated to bring out the basest 
natures of the players and 
encourage them to drive their 
opponents into bankruptcy and if 
at all possible, suicide. Monopoly 
became a tradition. Other games 
came and went but Monopoly 
remained eternal. Generations 
of children cut their teeth on 
Uncle Wiggly and Candyland but 
always with the implied 
understanding that these were 
employed only as preparation for 
the day when they too would be 
initiated into the mysteries of 
Marvin Gardens and the 
Boardwalk. Monopoly 
tournaments were organized, 
often with some rather unique 
variations designed to add new 
elements of danger to play. Most 
notable amongst these 
refinements was when, in 1971, 
the east coast championship was 
won by a real estate salesman 
(known in Monopoly circles as 
Swampscott Slim) when’ his 
opponent was unable to come up 
with the rent on Park Place after 
Slim had added two message 
parlors and a condominium. 
Clearly the age of classical 
Monopoly was drawing to a 
close. 

Faced by such a cataclysmic 
event, Parker Brothers rose to 
the occasion and introduced 
their newest creation, 
Masterpiece and gamesmen 
everywhere wept with joy. In it’s 
first year sales were double 
those of Monopoly. Based on the 
same type of fantasy of 
affluence, players attend an 
international art auction bidding 
on the Great Masters and facing 
absolute bankruptcy should their 
bankruptcy should their 
acquisitions prove to be 
forgeries. Despite the success of 
their new creation, Parker Bros. 


didn’t desert the workhorse that - 


had reaped massive profits over 
‘more than three decades. 
Nowadays Monopoly is offered in 
regular and better editions as 
well as the superlative deluxe 
edition (offered in five languages 


to boot). All the time that 
Monopoly was gleaning the lion’s 
share of their earnings a whole 
bevy of respectable, if lesser 
known, board games were 
gaining their own minor legions 
of devotees. Risk, Sorry, Clue, 
Concentration, Easy Money are 
just a few. Still produced is the 
spiritualist’s best friend, the 
Ouija board, and generation 
after generation of hopeful 
parapsychologists still try to 
raise their own latter day Bridey 
Murphy. For those Monopoly 


fanatics that die hard and refuse - 


to fade away, there’s Billionaire, 
a sort of escalated global version 
of Monopoly. Even 
contemporary politics has had 
its effect on gamesmanship in 


the shape of Landslide in which 
players compete for the dubious 
honor of gaining the presidency. 
Parker Bros. in their catalogue 
promise that there’s never a dull 
moment even if they don't 
provide dirty tricks cards. 

Even the new morality has had 
its effect on the games industry. 
Milton Bradley would spin in the 
grave if he could see the 
development of the games 
industry he helped give birth to. 
Modern adult games are a far 
cry from the ‘‘morally uplifting” 
tenets of The Game of Life. 
Christian endeavor has taken a 
back seat to other considerations 
in such games as Strip-Tac-Toe, 
Adultery, Seduction, and last, 
but by no means least, a rather 


intriguing game called Bottoms- 
Up. God only knows what comes 
next. Fetishists will probably 
have their own board games in 
the near future and games 
manufacturers will have to work 
overtime in order to create 
innovative names that will leave 
little to the imagination (*... 
Strip and Whip’’, ‘‘Menage-a- 
trois’, etc.). 

Here in Boston, a game 
introduced a while back dubbed 
The Godfather Game comes 
packaged, chopper-style, in a 
replica violin case, the object of 
the game being to acquire larger 
and larger areas of turf and 
move in on your opponent’s 
rackets without being muscled in 
on yourself. 


Even. in its heyday there were 
those who remained uninfected 
by the Monopoly fever. Humorist 
Robert Benchley claimed to not 
only be a non-participant, but a 
militant non-participant: 


“I heckle from the sidelines. I 
throw stones and spit at the 
players. Hence the nickname: 
‘Sweet Old Bob,’ or sometimes | 
just the initials.”’ 


Finally, although it remains 
unsubstantiated, there is 
reportedly a new game available 
in the Boston area called MTA. 
The object of the game is to get 
home.

UNICEF Cards Life any Children 


UNICEF Christmas and 
holiday cards are out again this 
season. Artists from Canada, 
Columbia, Burundi, Norway and 
other nations volunteered 
designs making up a selection of 
thirty cards. ‘They can be 
purchased through December 
15th at 190 temporary sales 
locations in eastern 
Massachusetts. The locations 
are in churches, post offices, 
banks, shops, supermarkets, 
museums, private homes and 
university and hospital gift and 
book stores. In Boston alone 
there are 18 locations. 

Two permanent UNICEF 
centers are also located in the 


area. One has recently been 


opened in the Motor Mart’ 


Garage at Park Sq., UNICEF’s 
first walk-in shop in Boston 
proper. This supplements an 
existing center at Newton 
Corners; both facilities are open 
year round and carry a complete 
line of UNICEF materials: 
cards for all occasions, 
notepapers, calendars, puzzles, 
games, books, posters and 
prints. 

UNICEF is the UN agency 
geared towards taking care of 
the world’s children. Though it is 
most well known for its work 
during emergencies such as the 
Nicuraguan earthquake, its main 


efforts are in ongoing programs 
designed to help societies 
develop their own health, 
nutrition, education and social 
welfare services. Aid is given to 
only those countries which 
request it and assisted 
governments spend an average 
of $2.50 themselves for every 
UNICEF dollar given. | 
Support for the agency comes 
wholly from voluntary 
contributions, and the sale of the 
Christmas cards is a major 
source. Last year alone UNICEF 
was able to net $6 million in 
these sales, and since 1949 some 
$45 million. 
The purchase of a single card 


can pay freight costs for 35 
glasses of dried milk, or can buy 
seed enough for 1,000 cabbage 
plants. A whole box provides 72 
children with small pox 
protection. Most cards come in 
$2 boxes of twelve. Special 
Editions sell twelve for $3, and 
Collectors Editions are six for 
$2.50.

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Christmas Mythology 


From Dickens Alone’?

Christmas 1973: tinged by 
Watergates and energy crises, 
spiraling prices and a gnawing 
scarcity of the all-American 
affluence. With the seeming 
approach of Huxley’s 1984 and the 
mechanistic 2001, it is difficult to 
conjure up visions of sugar 
plums. Yet, there are traditions 
which remain: Christmas is still 


something we rummage through’ 


closets and attics and basements 
for, unravelling, tripping over 
and sneezing because of. The 
boxes are piled one on top of the 
other, housing a menagerie of 
broken St. Josephs, dried-up 
wreathes and tangled tinsel. It’s 
also a mental traffic jam, with 
cologne for this one bumping into 
size 12 for that one and am-I- 
overdrawn-at-the-bank climbing 
over the deadline to send gifts 
overseas. 

After the tinsel gets untangled 
and the shopping lists retire to 
the basket, the season saved for 
the year’s end like dessert (or in 
some cases, an eleventh hour 
attempt to salvage a wreck of a 
year) becomes more like a cozy 
living room inviting all sorts of 
nostalgic indulgences. 

Wading through the memories 
invariably produces _crinoline- 
clothed ladies with fur hats and 


muffs, and men _ wearing 
greatcoats, stamping the ground 
to shake off the snow and ex- 
changing handshakes and gruff 
holiday greetings. Huge banquets 
of turkey, ‘“‘great joints of meat,”’ 
twelfth cakes, filberts and 
French plums, oysters, Norfolk 
Biffins, sage and onions, squab, 
geese, capons and duck, plum 
puddings and home-baked mince 
pies — these appear collage-like 
to the conjuring imagination. 
Christmas cards and store 
decorations, television and radio 
have imbued most of our 
imaginations with a certain sense 
of what Christmas should be. 

Beneath the deluge of com- 
mercialized suggestions, there 
peeks a small, or fat, or child- 
size-large volume which when 
dusted off presents itself as 
Charles Dickens’ A Christmas 
Carol, one of a series in his 
Christmas Stories, and definitely 
the most memorable. Who among 
us did not go to bed on Christmas 
Eve, shivering with poor Scrooge 
as he tried in vain to waive the 
ghostly Marley away as “an 
undigested bit of beef, a blot of 
mustard, a crumb of cheese, a 
fragment of an _ underdone 
potato’’? 

Christmas in the good old days 


is what most of us long for when 
beset by nostalgia. More 
precisely, the good old days is the 
Victorian era, when emotion and 
sentiment seasoned the way of 
life. It was a fertile period for the 
Dickensian imagination. Thus, 
his Carol characters piloted their 
author’s notions down a very 
willing stream which floats its 
way even into a rather cynical 
age. In fact, Dickens’ charm is 
such that he and the Christmas he 
popularized are two of the very 
few sentimental indulgences of 
which we in the late twentieth 
century avail ourselves. 

And popularize Christmas he 
did. Dickens was acclaimed as 
the man who rediscovered 
Christmas. In his Preface to the 
Carol, he himself wrote, ‘‘I have 
endeavored in this Ghostly little 
book, to raise the Ghost of an 
Idea, which shall not put my 
readers out of humor with 
themselves, with each other, with 
the season, or with me. May it 
haunt their houses pleasantly, 
and no wish to lay it.’’ He further 
stated that his purpose was “‘in a 
whimsicald kind of mask...to 
awake some loving and 
forebearing thoughts, never out 
of season in a Christian land.”’ 

Whether or not Dickens merely 
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middle-class English and 
American minds idealized as the 
‘true spirit of Christmas, which 
some critics claim, or did in fact 
rediscover what had been dor- 
mant since the Puritanical ban 
under Cromwell in the 1600’s, the 
Dickensian Christmas had a 
profound impact. It precipitated 
in America alone a swarm oi 
short stories, novels, poems, and 
jingles for decades to follow; 
such as Louisa Alcott’s A 
Hospital Christmas and Kate 
Douglas Wiggin’s The Birds’ 
Christmas Carol, written nearly f 
fifty years after Dickens’ version \ 
-and inspired by a personal 
reading of the Carol by the author 
as they travelled to Bostou on the 
same train in 1868. 

So influential was _ the 
Dickensian imagination on both 
sides of the Atlantic that he was 
called Father Christmas, and 
when he died in 1870, a poem 
entitled ‘Dickens Returns on 
Christmas Day” was written by 
Theodore Watts in response to a 
query raised by a girl in Drury 
Lane, London: “Dickens dead? 

_ Then will Father Christmas die, 
too?’’ His readings of the work 
were taken so much to heart that 
he, himself crying, left young 
women fainting in the aisles and 
bursting into passionate sobs 
about Tiny Tim. 

While we have an _ im- 
pressionistic idea of what the 
Dickensian Christmas is, we 
might ask out of curiosity: where 
did it come from? a4 | 

The answer requires a_ brief 
survey into the origins of the 
holiday itself. Christmas comes 
to us from three different strains. 
December 22 was a time when 
primitive peoples paid homage to 
nature and the earth. The feast of : 
the Winter Solstice, as it was 
called, celebrated the apparent 
rescue of the sun from a total 
disappearance beneath the dark 
horizon. From this pagan ritual 
come such traditions as the Yule 
log, which Anglo-Saxons burnt to 
induce the sun to come back. 

As a Christian holy day, 
December 25 was arbitrarily 
selected as the date on which to 
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honor Christ because it was the 
date on which the pagan world 
already celebrated a series of 
feasts. The same beasts which 
had been formerly sacrificed to 
the devil were now sacrificed in 
the name of God. It was wise 
politics to give a new, sacred 
meaning to. an_ already 
pagan festival

rather than to abolish it 
altogether. In addition, the then 
known world saw Jews 
celebrating the Dedication of the 
Temple which took place on 
Kislev 25, which corresponded to 
Dec. 20 or 21 and a popular 
religion among Roman soldiers, 
Mithraism, also paid reverence 
to Dec. 25. Thus, in addition to 
accomodating pagan peoples, the 
Church sought also to appease 
and draw upon the influence of 
other religions. 

Finally, the Romans had a 
particular feast called Satur- 
nalia, starting on the 17th of Dec. 
and lasting into New Year's. 
Saturn, the god whom Saturnalia 
is named after, was the tribal god 
of ‘‘plenty’’ or ‘bounty’. The 
utmost freedom of social in- 
tercourse was allowed all classes 
during the feast, and servants 
and slaves were served at the 
table of their masters, dressed in 
their masters’ apparel and 
served by them. Any of their 
wishes, reasonable or not, were 
adhered to. Feasting, gaming, 
Bacchanalian’ revelry, 
processions with lighted tapers 
and the exchange of gifts all were 
part of Saturnalia. In describing 
gift-giving, a Greek sophist of the 
fourth century says of Kalends, 
the period at the beginning of the 
year marked by  Satur- 
nalia,’’...The impulse to spend 
seizes everyone. he who the 
whole year through has taken 
pleasure in saving and piling up 
his pence, becomes suddenly 
extravagant...People are not only 
generous toward themselves, but 
generous towards their 
fellowmen. A. stream of presents 
pours itself out all 
sides...Another great quality of

the festival is that it teaches men 
not to hold too fast to their 
money, but part with it and let it 
pass into other hands.” 
The character of Christmas as 
we know it today which Dickens 
seized upon in raising ‘‘the Ghost 
of an Idea”’ is probably closest to 
this Saturnalia tradition. This 
strain can be seen threading its 
way through the Middle Ages. In 
England, Dickens’ country, 


during the reign of Richard II, 


there took place yearly feasts at 


which ten thousand persons, 
mostly the poor under his 
protection, dined at huge tables 
daily savoring the culinary arts 
of nearly two thousand cooks. 
Pageants and plays, were per- 
formed by traveling jugglers, 
minstrels, tumblers, dancers and 
jesters. And the mirthful Henry 
VIII used to spend inordinate 


sums on the costuming, pranks 
and requests of the Lord of 
Misrule, a figure deriving from 
Saturnalia whereby servant and 
master exchanged roles. 

In the 19th century, before 
Dickens romanticized the 
holiday, what had once been so 
vital until the Puritanical ban on 
Christmas now descended as a 
rather anaemic echo of past 
glories. Here, in Boston, for 
example, the Puritanical in- 
fluence extended far into the 
century. Until 1856, Dec. 25 was a 
common workday and until 1870, 
schools were open and children 
punished if they stayed home to 
celebrate with their families. 

It was partly due to the In- 
dustrial Revolution that Dickens 
was induced revitalize 
Christmas. When cities un- 
derwent the influx of countryfolk 
looking for work, they brought 
with them such rustic customs as 
had survived Cromwell and the 
erosion of time, customs such as 
the Christmas card, pantomime, 
bon-bons, Christmas trees and 
glittering ornaments. So, too, in 
America, with the immigration of 
the Germans and Irish par- 
ticularly, Christmas became an 
attractive festival to people here. 
But, the revitalization owes much 
to the commercializing spirit of 
the cities. These customs and 
also games, carols and super- 
stitions lent themselves to the 
cheapness of printing methods at 
the time. Ironically, while Vic- 
torians emoted and_ sen- 
timentalized a lot, they were 
simultaneously motivated by 
profit. Or perhaps the former was 
the result of the latter, the two 
being indirectly proportional. 

It was this utilitarianism which 
Dickens found to be too pervasive 
and hoped to offset. His Scrooge 
was a symbol of the cold in- 
dustrialist and capitalist in- 
terested in making profit and 
callous to the suffering all about 
him. Thus, Dickens chose his raw 


material from the rustic, folk- 
traditions which had known a 
closeness to the earth, a sim- 
plicity far removed from the 
spirit of the cities. In effect, 
Dickens was reversing the ab- 
sorption of the country-ways into 
city-ways by eulogizing the first. 

Is what we see today in window 
displays what Dickens gave birth 
to? We must consider two things: 
the trappings of the Dickensian 
Christmas and the spirit to an- 
swer that. 

If we return for a moment to 
that living room, and gaze 
musingly into the fire crackling 
in the hearth, the trappings begin 
to dance before us... after the 
ladies in crinoline and men in 
greatcoats and cornucopia of 
foods march past, we see the 
Fezziwig warehouse burst into a 
glittering ballroom. In comes a 
fiddler, starts the music, the 
dancing, the passing around of 
negus punch. It is the Fezziwigs’ 
spirits which enliven’ the 
vision...turning to Dickens’ first 
Christmas sketch in the Pickwick 
Papers, we ride top-speed on the 
Muggleton coach through the 
countryside bound for Dingley 
Dell, horses tossing their heads 
and rattling their harnesses. We 
pull in at an inn where fresh 
horses are waiting and a bugle 
sounds as the coach rattles forth. 
After we reach our destination, 
the large wassail bow! filled with 
hot elder wine, liberally fortified 
with spice and brandy passes 
round. The wood-panelled halls 
are decked with holly and 
mistletoe and reflections from 
the fireplace, while merry voices 
and light-hearted laughter ring 
throughout. And again the 
frenetic dancing and swirling of 
partners up and down the room, 
followed up by the inevitable 
games and stories and the 
commencement of ‘‘A Christmas 
Carol’’, a traditional song. 
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‘hem Spinning with apy...

To begin with, any list of record 
gift suggestions is going to be 
highly arbitrary. Is the man who 
grooves on ‘‘Classic Film Scores 
of Bette Davis’* (RCA) to point 
the finger at him who prefers 
Alexander Glazunov’s ‘Finnish 
Fantasy’’ (Melodiya-Angel)? 
Hardly. But I say the hell with 
them both. There’s no room for 
either on my lifeboat. The reader 
will simply have to trust these 
facts and. these tastes. So, 
caveat lector. 

This season's blockbuster is 
called, simply, ‘Sergei Rach- 
maninoff — Complete’’ and 
seems to contain everything 
performed by that pianist- 
composer-conductor that RCA 
could get hold of. Five volumes of 
three records each and, of 
course, mono only. 

Well short of such conspicuous 
consumption is what you can find 
in the bargain bins, some because 
they’re cut-outs, some because 
they're just cheap. Still around 
(but long disappeared from Sch- 
wann) are the Czech Philhar- 
moniec’s charming, idiomatic 
performances of the complete 
Dvorak Slavonic Dances, con- 
ducted by Karel Sejna (Artia). 
Incidentally, the Op. 46-6 contains 
an hilarious absent-minded 
cymbal crash that must be 
unique in this literature. The 
augmented Vienna Konzerthaus 
Quartet’s performances of 
Mozart’s ‘‘Eine Kleine Nacht- 
musik”’ and ‘‘A Musical Joke,”’ in 
their characterful way, tell us as 
much about 1950’s Vienna as 
1780’s_ Vienna (Westminster 
Collectors Series, mono). There 
are two vigorous Haydn Sym- 


phonies — 59 and 81 — vigorously 
played by Antal Dorati and a 
“Festival Chamber Orchestra” 
(Mercury, vigorous stereo) that 
you might look for. 

Espousing frugality just a little 
longer, we will now examine 
what the bargain labels have to 
offer. Everything that follows is 
Schwanned, ergo exists. 

Mussorgsky’s ‘‘Pictures at an 
Exhibition”’ is available in two 
guises on one disc: Sviatoslav 
Richter’s renowned “‘live’’ Sofia, 
Bulgaria performance on one 
side, and George Szell leading the 
Cleveland Orchestra in the Ravel 


* orchestration .on the other 


(Odyssey). The two Brahms 
Piano Concertos are available on 
separate discs in vital readings 
by Leon Fleisher with Szell and 
the Clevelanders (Odyssey). 
Pianist Charles Rosen’s views 
(intelligent, of course) on Bach’s 
“Art of the Fugue,” ‘Goldberg 
Variations,”’ and two Ricercari 
from the ‘Musical Offering’’ are 
available on a cheap three-record 
set (Odyssey) that bears an 
eight-digit catalogue number: 
32360020. More good Cleveland- 
Szell, with cellist Pierre Four- 
nier, in Richard Strauss’ ‘‘fan- 
tastic variations on a theme of a 
knightly character,’’ better 
known as ‘Don Quixote’”’ 
(Odyssey). 

From Seraphim, Angel's 
budget label, two worthwhile 
vocal issues: Friedrich Schorr in 
scenes from Wagner’s ‘‘Die 
Meistersinger’’ (recorded 1927- 
31); and, from the much nearer 
past, a two-record set of Schubert 
songs, with Janet Baker ac- 
companied by Gerald Moore. 

Turnabout has. promised to 
reissue that celebrated old Szell- 
Concertgebouw Dvorak 8th (once 
on London) but it’s been invisible 
so far. They do have Ravel 
conducting Ravel (‘‘Bolero’’ and 
more) and Prokofiev conducting 
Prokofiev (‘‘Romeo and Juliet”’ 
excerpts) on two different discs 
that, considering their 
provenance and age, are 
listenable enough; and they are 
cheap. 

Nonesuch, the prosperous 
upstart that gave us ‘‘The 


Masterpiece Theater Theme’”’ (in_- 


“Symphonies and Fanfares for 


the King’s Supper,” H-71009) and 
the Ramayana Monkey Chant 
(“Golden Rain,’’ H-72028), has 
not been idle. Among their recent 
rousers and trickydiddles are: 
“Piano Music by George Ger- 
shwin,”’ aggressively played by 
William Bolcom from what I 
probably ought not to call an 
Urtext (H-71284); Arthur 
Weisberg’s crack Contemporary 
Chamber Ensemble in works by 
three modern American worthies 
(Druckman, Schwantner, 
Harbison — on H-71221), and in 
two early 20th-century European 
encounters with American 
‘“‘chazz’’ and ‘‘pop’’ (Weill’s 
“Three Penny Opera Music” and 
Milhaud’s ‘‘La Creation du 
Monde’’ — on H-71281). George 


Rochberg’s eloquent patchwork 
(sanequilt?) String Quartet No. 3, 
spoken well of recently by 
Leonard Bernstein, is performed 
ardently, by the Concord String 
Quartet (H-71283). And, coming 
very timely to America, there is 
Peter Maxwell Davies’ ‘Eight 
Songs for a Mad King”’ (H-71285). 
News: from soprano Jan de 
Gaetani, who has given us 
“Pierrot’’ and Stephen Foster 
songs with equal, high artistry, 
there soon will come Hugo Wolf 
Lieder, with pianist Gilbert 
Kalish. 

A final word on the cheapos. No 
household should be without — 
J.S. Bach’s wasn’t — a copy of 
“The Musical Notebook for Anna 
Magdalena,” or at least excerpts 
therefrom. A good selection is on 
Victrola VICS-1317. On it you can 
hear Gustav Leonhardt play the 
Aria which is the basis for the 
“Goldberg Variations’ ahd a 
fresh-voiced soprano sing ‘‘Bist 
du bei mir’’ and ‘‘Schlummert 
ein.’’ Irving Kolodin once 
described the coloration of Rita 
Streich’s voice as ‘‘Reth- 
bergish.”” The nerve! The ear- 
wax! Nonetheless, a record 
entitled ‘‘Elizabeth Rethberg: 
Arias’’ on Victrola VIC-1683 
features the great soprano in two 
excerpts each from ‘‘Aida,”’ ‘‘Un 
Ballo,”’ ‘‘Otello,”’ and single ones 
from ‘‘Boccaccio’’ and ‘‘Die 
Fledermaus.’’ The sound, for 
1927-31, is vivid enough to 
discourage any description of the 
lady as ‘‘Streichish.” 

So much for the bargain labels. 
I assume you will be using the

savings for peat moss, or other 
suitable fuels. And what was 
wrong with the Victor Talking 
Machine Company’s acoustic 
phonographs, anyway? 

Next, an aside. There are 
record buyers and there are 
record buyers. For those whose 
motivation to ‘‘collect’’ verges on 
the psychopathic, let me mention 
the following not-altogether- 
unobtainable rarities: the Ralph 
Vaughan Williams score for the 
film ‘The Loves of Joanna 
Godden”’ (Columbia-Entre). 

‘‘Weihnachtslieder,’’ by Peter 
Cornelius (1824-1874), sung by the 
young Irmgard Seefried on an 
early Decea 10-inch LP. 

The definitive, slightly drunken 
(if intonation is any clue) per- 
formance of Francis Poulenc’s 
wonderful ballet: score, 
Biches,’’ conducted by Roger 
Desormiere (London LL-624). 

Arthur Fiedler’s recording, in 
Orthophonic”’ sound, with 
the Boston Pops, of Gilbert and 
Sullivan Overtures, featuring 
many Voisin trumpet solos, de 
facto and de jure (RCA LP, early 
50s). 

The first, and best, recording 
(superior to Ormandy’s or 
Landau’s) of Carl Nielsen’s last 
symphony, No. 6, ‘‘Sinfonia 
Semplice.’’ The conductor, on a 
very early Mercury LP, was 
Thomas Jensen. 

Pfitzner Lieder sung by 
Marjorie Lawrence (RCA 
Camden 45, or RCA 78s). 


Now, gentle readers, we are in 
the demesne of the full-priced 


_ record. Not necessarily the 


pricey import, but demanding 
somewhat more heft, wampum- 
wise. Act accordingly. 

Does anyone not remember 
that ‘“‘sonic sculpture’ on the 
very first BSO Spectrum concert, 
the piece that mesmerized half 
the audience and drove the other 
half bananas? It was, and is, 
“Four Organs’ (1970) by Steve 
Reich, and it is recorded now on 
Angel by ‘electric organists 
Michael Tilson Thomas, Ralph 
Grierson, Roger Kellaway, and 
Steve Reich, and maracas player 
Tom Raney. The overside has 
John Cage’s ‘“‘Three Dances for 
Two Amplified Prepared 
Pianos.” 

Unassuming, well-spoken, 
tuneful are the little Symphonies 
of William Boyce (1710-1779). 
Channel 2 could once use some of 
their brief movements as time- 
fillers, for all eight symphonies 
fit on to one record. Yehudi 
Menuhin conducts his Festival 


‘Orchestra (Angel). 


Also from Angel comes not 
“William Tell,’’ not ‘‘Guglielmo 
Tell, not ‘‘Wilhelm Tell,’’ but 
“Guillaume Tell,” by Rossini — 
original language, complete and 
all that. This (for most of us) 
novelty is for a large stocking: it 


contains Caballe, Bacquier, 
Gedda, Mespie, and the Royal 
Philharmonic under Lamberto 
Gardelli. 


Should that not amuse, the: 


Boskovsky-led ‘‘Die Fleder- 
maus”’ should. 

Connoisseur Society offers 
digitally and _ interpretively 
sensitive Scarlatti playing from 
pianist Anthony di Bonaventura 
(two dics). 

Two competing German 
companies — DG and BASF — 
are out with two very different 
“Carmens.”” The controversial 
Oeser-edition Horne-Bernstein- 
Met performance you probably 
already have an opinion of; but 
BASF’s Third Reich German- 
language extract with Elisabeth 
Hoengen, Elfriede Weidlich, and 
others I cannot really deal with, 
though I someday may. Karl 
Boehm conducted. 

DG has made an absolutely 
blooming recording of the Vienna 
Philharmonic in the Beethoven 
“‘Pastoral,’’ Boehm conducting: 
and is out, at long last with that 
allegedly unexportable opera 
beloved of Austrian priests, nuns, 
and Erich Leinsdorf: Hans 
Pfitzner’s ‘‘Palestrina.”’ Rafael 
Kubelik conducts a cast that 
includes Gedda,  Fischer- 
Dieskau, Ridderbusch, Donath, 
and Fassbaender. 

Rumor has it that a real ‘‘find”’ 
in the Metodiya-Angel catalogue 
is Rachmaninoff’s ‘Vespers,”’ 
with the U.S.S.R. Russian Chorus 
under Sveshnikov. 
~ Also that the Mahler Symphony 
No. 4, conducted by the late 
Jascha Horenstein, with soloist 
Margaret Price, is a true beauty. 
May Monitor be quick about it. 


Philips this year has bestowed 
nothing as likely to scorch the 
brainpan as Berlioz’ ‘‘Benvenuto 
Cellini’ under Davis last year, 
but, to choose a couple, there was 
a more-than-sound recording of 
Verdi’s early and ‘‘basic’’ ‘‘At- 
tila’? (Deutekom, Raimondi, 
Milnes, Bergonzi) that filled a 
gap; and a rousing performance, 
by the Beaux Arts Trio, of a true 
chamber-music rouser, the 
Dvorak Piano, Trio in F Minor, 

Locally available now is an 
EMI “Classics for Pleasure’ 
disc, ‘‘Margaret Price Sings 
Schubert Lieder.” The voice is 
big and chilly-brilliant somewhat 
in the manner of Stich-Randall, 
but Ms. Price inflects and 
enunciates and phrases. Her 
Fiordiligi, her Berg is admired; 
she should be watched. 

In passing (Morendo). Anyone 
locating Odeon ASD-612 will find 
a ravishing performance by 
Veronica Tyler of Elizabeth 
Lutyens’ Rimbaud cantata, ‘‘O 
saisons, O chateaux!’’ The 
Brumo Walter Society can offer a 
startling Szigeti-Mitropoulos- 
NBC Symphony broadcast of the 
Berg Violin Concerto. But what 
ever happened to that early 
Leonard Bernstein song that 
Billie Holliday recorded?

van, and a supervisor, this 
picture postcard scenery can 
create a new world for inner city 
youths. 

In 1970, The Brighter Day, a 
Boston based youth organization 
dealing in education and 
recreation for youths, began its 
search for a new program to 
counteract the stark and harsh 
reality of city streets. Skiing was 
suggested as an alternative to 
neighborhood hangouts. 

Transferring this suggestion 
from paper to the ski slopes was 
the next problem. Where was the 
equipment, lift tickets and 
lodging to come from? 
Waterville Valley came through 
with lift tickets for the season, 
and Head Ski Company sent a 
sizeable donation of new skis. 
The S.K.I.S. Program then 
mustered up’ some boots, 
bindings and poles to outfit a 
small fraction of the skis 
donated. 

For the first group of 
novitiates, staying in a 
construction trailer near 
Waterville, this was their first 
time on skis. But after a day’s 
skiing and instruction, they knew 
this was the right step. 

Trying to convince kids to 
trade their basketball sneakers 
for ski boots became easier as 
the word spread about the 
S.K.I.S. Program. Each 
weekend more and more youths 
made their way north to 
Waterville Valley. For most, it 
meant seeing snow untainted by 
soot for the first time. For 
others, the New Hampshire cold 
is something they will never 
forget, for flannel pajamas made 
poor substitutes for thermal 
underwear, and thin jackets 
gave little protection from the 
winter chill. 

Now, four years later, the 
S.K.1.S. Program is still 
growing. Many youths have now 
been skiing for the past three - 
years. Perhaps what makes the 
program so successful is its | 
policy of helping kids to ski on a 
regular basis. These young 
people have the chance to go 
skiing as much as they like. © 
During the 1972-73 ski season, 
some kids skiied more than 21 . 
days. 

This winter, the S.K.I.S. 
Program hopes to continue and 
expand its efforts. Since The 
Brighter Day is a non-profit 
agency, they must rely on 
private donations for support. 

The S.K.LS. Program began 
with the help of people who 
realized the importance of a 
sport like skiing to involve inner 
city kids. To continue, S.K.LS. 
needs the help of the skiing 
public. Their only purpose is to 
make winter days “brighter 
days’ for more young people.

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The Best of the Record Bargain Bins 


By Michael Bloom 


Too many of us lack the money 
to give the number and style of 
gifts we feel our friends and 
colleagues deserve. However, the 
laws of supply and demand 
economics now make it possible 
to give the gift that keeps on 
giving — records — in much 
greater quantity than ever 
before. You see, when it becomes 


no longer profitable for a record 


company to maintain a complete 
stock of a certain item, that 
record will go out of production, 
and the leftovers will be sold to 
your local record stores for sale 


- at greatly reduced prices. For- 


thwith, my Top Ten of the budget 
racks, and a necessarily in- 
complete (because the selection 
keeps changing constantly) 
catalog of great gift ideas from 
the bargain bins: 

1. Please to See the King, 
Steeleye Span (Big Tree BTS 
2004). Collected at New England 
Music City across from the Pru. 
This incredible find was the 
result of producer Sandy 
Robertson’s signing the group to 
an already defunct label — as the 
Span’s Tim Hart says, ‘‘When we 
joined them, the janitor was 
pressing the records.’’ Big Tree 
reformed under new 


management to plague us with 
Lobo, and this album was 
available only as an import for 
years. Though the recording 
quality is terrible, this splendid 
album is worthwhile for Martin 
Carthy’s apt careful 
arrangements of various lovely 
antique English ballads. Hard to 
find, but not to be missed. Fans of 
the English folk scene will also 
enjoy the three Matthews’ 
Southern Comfort LPs on Decca, 
Ian Matthews’ two solo albums 
on Vertigo, and Fairport Con- 
vention’s first on Cotillion. 
2.Muswell Hillbillies, The 
Kinks, (RCA LSP 4644). 
Collected at Soundscope in 
Boston. This album is notable for 
its tremendous contributions to 
the Kinks’ live show. “Skin and 
Bone’”’ is a great rag, while 
“Alcohol’”’ always gives Ray 
Davies a chance to really strut 
his drunken stuff. The Kinks, of 
course, are one of the most 
characteristically British of 
bands. Other very English 
material that can be found for 
cheap includes the early Beatles 
album ‘Please Please Me” on 
Vee Jay, the first Procol Harum 
album on Deram, the three Nice 
albums on Immediate (Keith 


Emerson’s old band), some of the 
early Brian Auger on RCA, the 
original Renaissance on Elektra 
(the one with Yardbird offshoots 
Keith Relf and Jim McCarty), 
and Elton John’s soundtrack for 
the film Friends on Paramount. 

3. The Complete Charlie 
Parker (BYG 529-129 et seq.). 
Collected at For the Record in 
Amherst. For the jazz 
suggestions I am indebted to 
Gary Gomes of Poor Richard. 
These Parker sets (five volumes) 
show the influential saxophonist 
in a highly instructive situation: 
these recording dates show how a 
tune will develop in the playing, 
as up to five takes of any one tune 
may be included. There are piles 
of jazz cut outs available, many 
of which are excellent. With the 
Blue Note label going under, for 
example, a slew of intriguing 
mid-Sixties material will soon be 
around — after which, it will 
become wholly unavailable. We 
also recommend in particular the 
following items: Archie Shepp’s 
albums on Actuel B Y G and other 
labels, and Ornette at 12 from 
Ornette Coleman’s tenure at 
Impulse. And speaking of Im- 
pulse 


4. Trespass, Genesis (Impulse 


AS-9205). Collected at New 
England Music City. The newest 
Brithish band to make its bid for 
the fringe-rock audience (which 
means listeners of progressive 
bands like Yes, ELP, Focus and 
Crimso, most emphatically in- 
cluding myself) has in fact been 
around for years and made six 
albums. This, their second, in- 
cludes their revolution fable, 
“The Knife,” and five other 
numbers at various levels of awe. 
Lovely. Other excellent albums 
from this bag in the bins include 
the first two Soft Machine albums 
and H.P. Lovecraft II. Certain 
appearances of Pink Floyd or 
King Crimson LPs are rumored. 
Just in too is Another Monty 
Python Record,. who can be 
compared to Firesign Theatre, 
only weird. 


5. The Who Sell Out (Decca DL 
74950), and two other early Who 
albums. Collected at New 
England Music City. The 
reverberations of the My 
Generation album have yet to 
cease, while the jolity of Magic 
Bus and Sell Out is always ap- 
pealing. Here’s why they sold out 
the Garden in two hours. 
Townshend’s friend Speedy Keen 
is also around in his clever one-

Square. I liked Peter Green best 
of the British bluesmen, but if you 
preferred Clapton, note that 
Disraeli Gears has joined the live 
dross in the bargain racks, along 
with the Tetragrammaton Deep 
Purple albums, the entire 
Mountain collection, and Dave 
Mason’s lovely Headkeeper. 
Blues connoisseurs may also be 
delighted to find several Mayall 
discs, a few by B.B. King, and a 
couple of those hilarious London 
Session records (Muddy Waters’ 
was probably the best).

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The Virgin As A Woman 


By Gill Gane 


The Virgin’s Time is coming. 
Pregnant, she makes her way 
towards Bethlehem to be 
delivered of the Christmas baby 
who will bring deliverance to the 
world. Christmas is her time. 

According to some, Irving 
Howe, for instance — the Virgin 
Mary is the single most 
important woman in Western 
History. What do we know of 
her? What infulence has her 
worship had on women? 


The Virgin Mother 

The crucial thing about Mary 
was that she was a virgin and a 
mother at the same time. 

In the general view today there 
are three possible roles for 
women. These correspond 
broadly to successive stages in 
the biological life-cycle. First, 
Woman is an innocent - pure, 
virginal, and without sexual 
experience. Then, she becomes 
sexual, alluring, an object of 
temptation to men and a means 
of their sexual fulfillment. 
Finally she becomes a mother, 
the means of continuing the 
race, a being who may be 
worshipped for her seemingly 
mysterious ‘‘creative’’ 
childbearing potential, and 
whose characteristics are 
supposed to be loving nurturance 
and self-sacrifice for her 
children. 

Now, Christianity was opposed 
to sex; so its supreme female 
figure was a woman who had. 
leapt mysteriously over the 
middle stage in this progression, 
a woman who was 
simultaneously innocent and a 
mother - but a woman who had 
never known sex. 

What’s wrong is that all the 
definitions of ‘woman depend on 
the sexual and reproductive 
functions of her biological being, 
whether these are viewed 
positively or negatively. It 
seems to me to make relatively 
little difference whether 
virginity or sexual experience is 
the valued condition of women; 
both definitions of womanhood 
revolve around the same 
biological axis. 


Still and all, Christianity must 
get some kind of prize for the 
most implausible combination of 
bio-sexual roles within this 
limited female repertoire. Demi- 
gods born of the union between a 
god and a mortal had been 
common in pre-Christian 
mythology. But the classical 
myths preserved the known 
physical laws of cause and 
effect; god and mortal actually 
made love before a child was 
conceived. What Christianity 
introduced was the idea that 
Mary remained a virgin. 


Our Lady of Sorrows 
Mary was “‘the second Eve’. 
and the opposite of Eve. Eve had 
been independent, curious, and 
sexual; Mary was submissive, 
unquestioning, and antiseptically 
asexual. Eve brought about the 
Fall; Mary became - no, not a 
savior herself, but the vessel 
through which redemption came. 
“Eve was disobedient, and so 
brought death upon herself, and 
upon the whole human 
race...Mary was obedient, and so 
became the cause of salvation 
both for herself and for the whole 
human race.”’ (St. Irenaeus ) 
What made Mary exemplary 
was not any positive identity of 
her own or any action she 
undertook. She was supremely 
acted upon by the all-powerful 
male figure. It was her 
abnegation of self and her 
abstinence from action that 
distinguished her. Passively she 
suffered the divine rape; humbly 
she accepted a destiny she had 
‘not chosen. The only function she 
had to perform was the 
biological task of bearing a child. 
Apart from that she is purely 
negatively defined by what she 
did not do rather than by 
anything she did. . 


Further Decontamination 

As if the very definition of 
virgin motherhood were not 
sufficient, in the course of 
history the church went through 
all kinds of contortions to 
desexualize the virgin even 
further. In the early days of 


Christianity, the literal-minded 
used to wonder about the precise 
mechanics of that immaculate 
conception; an early picture 
enterprisingly shows a _ tube 
running up under her skirts. 


Later portrayals, however, show 
a dove bearing the holy sperm in 
its bill, and theologians started 
insisting that this seed of God 
could not have entered by the 
usual entrance; instead it was 
proposed that it had entered 
through Mary’s ear, or, in some 
versions, her mouth. Then the 
birth itself came to be seen as a 
problem; if Jesus had been born 
through the normal channel, that” 
would have destroyed Mary’s 
physical virginity; Catholic 
dogma still insists that she was a 
virgin before, during, and after 
the birth of Jesus. Besides, how 
could the Son of God have passed 
through he shamefulness of a 
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woman’s vagina? So it was 
proposed that he’d actually 
emerged through Mary’s navel, 
or her breast. Ultimately dogma 
came to insist that even the 
_Virgin herself had been the 


product of an immaculate 
conception. 


The Mary Women Worship 

To the extent that the Virgin 
Mary has been important in 
Western history, she has been a 
strong force against sexuality 
and for suffering masochistic 
self-sacrifice on the part of 
women. For many women she is 
still such a force because she is 
still woman’s role as 
exemplified by Mary that gains 
credit and glory. Women are the 
mainstay of congregations all 
over the world; each week 
millions of women light candles 
and whisper their Aves to the 
Holy Mother of God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary. 

However, the Mary women 
worship doesn’t always seem to 
be the same as the official Mary

certified by the church. In some 
cases she seems to have taken 
over the functions of pagan 
fertility goddesses. More often 
she has clearly been worshipped 
as someone who intercedes with 
God the Father, thus usurping 
the role Christ was supposed to 
have filled and playing the 
typical role of mothers in earthly 
families. The myths that entrap 
women in masochistic and self- 
destructive roles are so often 
also their only source of solace. 
Protestantism, which denounced 
the worship of Mary as idolatry 
and reverted to a strictly 
masculine and patriarchal 
church, left women no special 
figure to worship or identify 
with. How can one regret the 
gentle mother who despite 
everything must have given 
special comfort to so many 
women whose lives would 
otherwise have been less 
bearable? 


New Myths for Old 
If one must live by myths, here 
are some proposals for 
alternative views of the Virgin 
Mary. 


A matter-of-fact view, popular 
among anti-Christians is that she 
was a woman who fell pregnant 
in the usual way and simply 
thought of a more ingenious 
story than most to explain it. 
One version of this theory 
suggests that Jesus was actually 
the illegitimate son of Herod, 
which is why Herod went to such 
pains to try and kill all the boys 
born that Christmas. In any 
case, Mary ends up with the 
distinction of having perpetrated 
the most colossal confidence 
trick in history. 


A nice feminist myth would 
start off from the premise that 
she was indeed a virgin after all. 
She was an independent woman 
who remained celibate, not 
because of any moral dictates, 
but as an assertion of her 
autonomy from men, or perhaps 
simply because she did not think 
heterosexual sex was that 
important. Her great discovery 
was the secret of 
parthenogenesis, or how to 
reproduce without a male. 


There’s an incidental © 
consequence of this: if no male 
was involved in the. conception, 
there’s of course no way Jesus 
could have gotten a Y 
chromosome... So Jesus must 
have been a woman.

Minute Man 
maintains the messiest bins in 
town, as their contents are 
always changing, and they often 
toss promo copies of new albums 
in at bin prices. Discount 
shouldn’t be overlooked, as they 
oftentimes have that unusual 
album that fills your needs, not to 
mention highly informed 
salespeople. College bookstores 
have periodic sales of not only 
rock (Turtles, Bee Gees, Mamas 
& Papas) but cut out classical, 
which I can’t even attempt to list, 
but there are many great titles.

Outside, the country air is rough, 
whipping snow-drifts across the 
fields, and church bells mark the 
twelfth hour upon an otherwise 
mute landscape. And as _ the 
pages of the Dickensian 
Christmas fold away, we see a 
glimpse of Scrooge, trundling 
presents and chuckling with 
every farthing gave 
away...We see, then, 
elements of the popular festival 
handed down from the Romans 
and conditioned by the lavish 
spirit of the pre-Puritanical 
kings. Dickens has tossed them 
into a literary bow! and served 
them up as a reflection of what 
Christmas is. 

The spirit behind the trappings 
has something to do with families 
and close friends, scattered far 
and wide during the year, coming 
together in a mood of com- 
panionship and mutual! good-will 
evocative of what religious 
beliefs consider the first joy of 
the condition called heaven, to 
paraphrase Dickens. In an essay, 
‘‘What Christmas Is As We Grow

Older,”’ he tells us that the 
Christmas spirit is that of active 
usefulness, perseverence, 
cheerful discharge of duty, 
kindness, and forbearance. One 
critic tells us that Dickens sees 
the spirit of the holiday in light of _ 
this philosophy: that a sense of 
brotherhood can be broadened to 
a deeper and more active con- 
cern for the welfare of all 
mankind, and that men do not 
live by barter and sell alone, that 
no way of life without 
acknowledgement of men’s need 
of loving and being loved is valid. 

While the trappings of the 
Dickensian Christmas have 
survived, being the objects. of 
commercialism, has the spirit 
fared as well? One might look at 
the relationship between trap- 
pings and spirit before respon- 
ding with a cynical ‘‘No’’. It was 
by means of these trappings, 
which Dickens called upon 
tradition to provide, that he is 
inspired in his readers the spirit 
he describes. The trappings are 
the symbols behind the  sub- 
stance. It is aesthetic religion 
which requires no visual or aural 
tools to suggest the meaning of 
God. So too it is the com- 
mercialized Christmas trees and 
Santa Clauses and gifts which 
somehow stir within us feelings of 
good will and peace. Man, after 
all, is imperfect. To condemn the 
trappings as a graveyard of 
tombstones with ‘Christmas’ 
scratched across them is a bit 
rigid. 

On the other hand, both 
Dickens and T:S. Eliot referred to 
Vast Cities, where withered 
leaves are lying deep, casting a 
shadow over the whole globe. For 
Dickens they are Cities of the 
Dead, for Eliot Wastelands. The 
epithets don’t seem_ inap- 
propriate as we assess 1973. Man 
is a stranger to the almost mystic 
awe which inspired the Solstice. 
festival. And there are more Vast 
Cities and at least as many if not 
more Scrooges hording the 
wealth as there were in 1843 when 
the Carol was published. To say 
plum pudding and holly is enough 
to transport us into the 
Dickensian spirit is 
exaggerating. Furthermore, 
while Dickens sent women into 
the aisles swooning over Tiny 
Tim, he still couldn’t thwart the 
commercializing instincts of the 
age from capitalizing on his 
success. The very spirit of greed 
he condemned cashed in on his 
condemnation. Maybe the good 
old days were good, then, only in 
novels. 

It would be a rather disen- 
chanted Dickens who returning 
today would find the world no 
better than it was in 1843. To see 
the product of his imagination 
survive only in trappings and on 
Christmas cards would no doubt 
be depressing, as he was above 
all a social critic even more so 
than creative artist. He would 
probably say that nostalgic in- 
dulgences weren’t exactly what 
he had in mind...

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Authors Giving and Receiving

Celebrate Christmas with a 
book. With a little thought a book 
can be a pleasant gift; but therein 
lies the problem: What to give? If 
you go prepared into any 
bookstore this time of year, you 
will be whirled around in a mass 
of bundled bodies and flashy 
literature and come out less than 
Satisified with the latest edition of 


the seagull story. The only. 


solution is to put off the plunge 
until you know what you want. 
And just for that reason here are 
a new ideas. We called up a 
number of Boston area writers 
and asked them what books they 
would like to give and receive for 
Christmas. These people un- 
derstandably know what is on 
those shelves, they also have 
their ideas about a few books 
which are not. Take your pick; 
here is what they came up with. 
(Publishers and prices have been 
included where possible). 

Marge Piercy’s Small Changes 
(Doubleday, $8.95) and Emma 
Goldman’s Living My Life 
(Dover, $3.50) were by far the 
most mentioned books.
